REGULATIONS FOR THE ESTABLISHMENT AND MAIN. 
TENANCE OF BANDS OF MUSIC. 


G. O. G. No. +, Sth January, 1850.—The following Gene- 
ral Order by the Most Noble the Governor General of India 
is re-published for the information of the Army. 


GENERAL Orpers BY THE Most NOBLE THE GFOVERNOR 


GENERAL OF INDIA. 


Camp Cuecua Wutneg, 19th December, 1849. 


The Most Noble the Governor Gencral of India, is pleas- 
ed to direct that the following Rule, to be numbered 14, shall 
be added to the General Order* by the Governor Gencral, 
dated Simla, lst September, 1849, laying down Regulations 
for the establishment and maintenance of Bands of Music 
in the several Regiments in the Armies of the three [Prcsi- 
dencies. 


Rule 14. The above Regulations are applicable to the Re- 
giment of Artillery, with the exception of the amount of dona- 
tion and subscription, which are not to exceed the sums laid 
down in Rule 4; but which may be reduced with the sanction 
of the Government of the Presidency to which the Regiment 
belongs; and Rule 11, the number of Musicians allowed as

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the establishment of the Band of each Regiment, continuing 
as at present. 


Simva, lst September, 1849. 
1. The Most Noble the Governor General of India is 


pleased, under instructions from the Honorable the Court 
of Directors, to lay down the following Regulations for 
the establishment and maintenance of Bands of Music in 
the several Regiments in the Armies of the three Presi- 
dencies. 


2. All applications to establish Bands are to be made, 
through the Commanders-in-Chief, to the Government of the 
Presidency to which the Regiments belong. 


3. It is left optional with Officers to establish Bands in 
Native Regiments, in which they do not at present exist ; 
but those now established, and any which may hereafter 
be established, are to be maintained under these Regula- 
tions. 


4. Every Officer borne on the Rolls of a Regiment, whe- 
ther on Staff employ, on local leave, or on furlough, (medical 
certificate to Europe alone excepted,) is to contribute the fol- 
lowing amount to the maintenance of the Band of his Regi- 
ment; Viz.: 

A donation of 30 (thirty) days’ net pay of Regimental rank 
on appointment ;—and a monthly subscription of 2 (two) 
days’ net pay of Regimental rank in support of the Band ex- 
penses. . 


5. In all cases of promotion, each Officer is to pay the dif- 
ference on thirty days’ pay, between the rank attained and 
that previously held. 


6. Officers transferred from one Regiment to another are 
not to pay a second donation ; and their monthly subscription - 
to the Band of their new Corps, is to commence from the Ist 
of the month following their transfer. 
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+. All Officers on the strength of. Regiments having 
Bands, to the support of which they have not already con- 
tmibuted, are to pay the donation of thirty days’ pay ; and 
their monthly subscription is to commence from the Ist 
proximo. 


8. Donations and subscriptions to Bands are to be deduct- 
ed by Paymasters. 


9. The affairs of the Band are to be conducted by a Com- 
mittee consisting of three Officers, to be nominated half year- 
ly by the Officer Commanding the Corps, in Regimental Or- 
ders. , 


10. The books of accounts are to be open at stated periods 
to the inspection of every Officer in the Corps, and the Com- 
manding Officer and Committee are held responsible that 
no undue expenditure is allowed on account of the Band, 
and that its affairs are conducted with .the greatest eco- 
nomy. 


11. The Establishment of a Regimental Band is to con- 
sist of one Serjeant (in European) or one Havildar (in 
Native Corps) per Regiment, and two Privates per Troop 
or Company. ‘These men are to be included in the 
authorized Establishment of the Regiment. They are to 
be effective to the Service as Soldiers; to be perfectly 
drilled ; and hable to serve in the ranks on any emer- 


gency. 

12. Musicians may be entertained to supply vacancies in 
Bands, notwithstanding the existence of supernumerarics in 
Regiments. 


13. The Bands of Regiments of Cavalry are to be dressed 
in clothing of the same color as worn by their respective Corps. 
The Bands of Infantry are to be dressed in white, with the 
Regimental facings; and Commanding Officers of Corps in 
which Bands are established will indent accordingly on the 
Clothing Boards.

SUBSIDIARY RULES REGARDING THE DISPOSAL OF PAY 
FORFEITED BY SOLDIERS. 


G. 0. OC. C. No. 3, 31st January, 1850.—With reference 
to G.O.G. No. 15d, of 21st August, 1849+, the Commander- 
in-Chief under the authority of Government, directs the pub- 
lication of the following Subsidiary Instructions for the in- 
formation and guidance of Officers concerned. 

J. All European Soldiers undergoing imprisonment, whe- 
ther simple or solitary, are to be dieted according to the scale 
laid down in the above G. O. G. 

II. The Rations cease to be drawn for Prisoners from the 
date of publication of sentence awarding imprisonment. 

If. If in any situation the four annas per dicm should be 
insufficient, which is not very probable, a further sum may be 
appropriated, on its being satisfactorily shown that the four 
annas are not suflicient.

to be regulated by the scale laid down in 
G.O. G. No. 155 of 21st August, 1849. East Indians or Na- 
tives are to be permitted to have their ordinary food brought 
to them twice in the day, but are not to be allowed to have 
Betel, ‘Tobacco, Snuff or any intoxicating liquors or drugs. 
The Naigue or Havildar of the Guard is to attend cach meal, 
and will be held responsible that no conversation is permit- 
ted with the prisoner. In instances where the prejudices of 
caste may interfere, as in the case of Rajpoots, the individual 
shall be permitted to quit the cell, undcr a Scntry, for a pe- 
riod of one hour at a time, twice an cach day, not being suf. 
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fered to hold communication with any one, and within such 
limits as may be prescribed with reference to the locality of 
the Cell, for the purpose of peOPEtne (if necessary) and eapne 
his meals. 

For any irregularities or minor breaches of discipline, 
while under confinement, Commanding Officers may direct 
the diet of a Prisoner to be reduced, or, that a European 
Prisoner be placed on bread and water (or in the case 
of East Indians or Natives on Conjee diet, or what may 
be equivalent thereto) for any period not exceeding 72 
hours.

It will be perceived that two columns 
are left blank in this table for each round; one column is for 
the probable range, the other for the actual range, after it 
shall have been obtained. The probable range will be filled 
in by the Officer in charge of each Mortar, under the super- 
vision of the Battery Commanding Officer before firing, and 
the actual ranges of each day’s practice will be entered, pre- 
vious to the following day’s practice. 
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7. The gunpowder to be used with Mortars at practice in 
1850 at the Mount, will be M. P. pressed. and glazed of 


June 1848. 

13. Wax cloth should not be wrapped round fuzes, ex- 
cepting in cases of necessity when they have been over- 
rasped, which should be avoided as much as possible. The 
10 and 8-inch Howitzer fuzes should not be cut shorter than 
1‘6 inches which is the thickness of metal at the fuze hole, 
as this length gives the fuze a better hold.

EUROPEAN SOLDIERS OF BAD CHARACTER TO BE 
BROUGHT TO NOTICE. 


G. O. C. C. No. 16, 11th March, 1850.—Several instances 
having occurred of European Soldiers of Bad Character hav- 
ing been retained on the strength of their Corps until by 
length of service they have established claims to the consi- 
deration of Government; the Commander-in-Chief strictly 
forbids the practice in future; and with reference to Para. 5 
of G. O. G. 18th July, 1837, No. 133, directs Officers Com- 
manding to bring to notice the cases of all such men as by re- 
peated acts of misconduct render themselves unworthy of be- 
ing retained in the service, forwarding, with the required Let- 
ter and Register, Extracts from the Court Martial and De- 
faulter Books, extending over the wholeof the Indictdual’s 


service. 
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2. When men of Bad Character may be considered phy- 
sically unfit for further service they are to be brought before 
Special Medical Invaliding Committees under the provisions 
of G.O. C. C. 1st November, 1845, No. 65, without previous 
reference to Army Head Quarters. 


8. As a general rule, the most convenient time for bring- 
ing Men of Bad Character to notice, will be when their con- 
tracted period of service, or the period that would entitle 
them, if of good character, to gratuity or fresh Bounty, may 
be about to expire. But cases of extreme Bad Conduct may 
be submitted at any time. 


LAST INSTANCE OF DRUNKENNESS TO BE ENTERED IN 
DEFAULTERS BOOKS PREVIOUS TO TRIAL. 


G. 0. C. C. No. 18, 14th March, 1850.—The principle

It being prescribed by the 78th Article of War, that the 
instances of Drunkenness which it may be proposed to prove 
in order to establish a charge of habitual drunkenness, are to 
be such only as are entered in the Defaulters Books, it be- 
comes indispensable, that the last of the instances should, in 
all cases, like the others, be so recorded, but the punishment 
of such last instance must be left to the Court, which will 
award such a sentence upon such last instance, in connexion 
with the previous instances, as may be deemed equitable, af- 
ter hearing evidence of the circumstances.

G. 0. C. C. No. 30, 9th May, 1850.—The practice at the 
several stations of the Army in respect to,allowing the White 
linen Jacket or Ungreka to be worn during the hot weather, 
being dissimilar, and the Commander-in-Chief being desir- 
ous that the indulgence should be extended generally to the 
Troops (European and Native) at all Stations, His Excellency 
directs it to be notified that the White Jacket or Ungreka 
may be worn on all Regimental and General duties (except 
when otherwise specially ordered by local authorities) at the 
discretion of Commanding Officers according to the state of 
the weather—the local Commanding Officer regulating the 
periods during which it shall be worn by the Troops on general 
duty or at Brigade Field Days, &c. 


The Commander-in-Chief is also pleased to approve of 
European Officers being permitted to wear a White Jacket, 
when white is worn by their men; or during the periods pre- 
scribed for White Trowsers in the “ Dress Regulations,” on 
all occasions on which the Cloth Jacket or Frock Coat would 
otherwise be worn. . 

On all occasions of Duty, the White Jacket is to be worn 
hooked or buttoned with stock. At other times, and at the or- 
dinary Regimental Mess it may be worn open with a Waist- 
coat and black silk neck tie. 


Patterns of the White Jacket and Waistcoat authorized 
for Officers have been deposited for reference in the Adjutant 
General’s Office, Fort Saint George, and Lithographed Draw- 
ings will be sent as early as practicable to the Head Quarters 
of Divisions and Forces. 

The Cloth Frock Coat or Jacket with Sword Belt or Sash 
is the appropriate dress for Evening rides.

CONTRACT ACCOUNTS. 

G. 0. C. C. No. 51, 13th May, 1850.—1. Government 
having sanctioned an alteration in the period of making up 
the Saddle Contract Accounts, viz., from the Calendar to the 
Official year, #.e. from the Ist May to the 30th April inclu- 
Sive, the statement of Saddles, Harness and Horse Appoint- 
ments, Effective and Non-Effective, and that of Officers enti- 
tled to participate in the Saddle Contract Fund will, accord- 
ingly, be hereafter prepared from the above dates and trans- 
mitted by Officers Commanding Mounted Corps direcé to the 
Adjutant General of the Army, as soon after the lst May 
of each year as practicable, instead of the Ist January as here- 
tofore. 

2. With the view of ensuring correctness and uniformity 
in the preparation of these Statements,* 
the following rules are to be strictly ob- 
served. 

3. Under no circumstances (though supernumerary Hor- 
ses should be present) can contract allowance be drawn for 
any number in excess of the established strength of Horses. 

4. The number of Saddles Effective for which full contract 
allowance can be drawn is limited to the number of Horses 
present, and the reduced contract allowance is to be regulated 
by the number of Saddles in store, provided the Establish- 
ment of Saddles is in all cases complete.

G. 9th June, 1848, No. 123. the Orders noted in the margin, re- 

sth July, 1849, No. 127, Carding the grant of Annuities and 

Gratuities with Medals to Non-Commissioned Officers and 

Soldiers of the Honorable Company’s Army; the Com- 

mander-in-Chief directs the publication of the following rules 

for the guidance of Officers.

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Sileer Medal with Annuity in addition to Pay or Pension. 


1. On the Ist of July in each year Officers Commanding 
the Horse Brigade of Artillery, Battalions of Artillery, the 
Body Guard, Regiments of Cavalry and Infantry and Sappers 
and Miners will forward tothe Adjutant General of the Army, 
Rolls (Form No. 1.) of Serjeants whom they may wish to 
recommend for the Annuity and Medal for distinguished or 
meritorious service,.under Articles | to 3 of G.O. G. 9th 
June, 1848, No. 123, specifying whether there are any and 
what Annuitants in the Regiment at the time. 


2. The Serjeant Major of Artillery in Fort Saint George, 
the Serjeant Major and Quarter Master Serjeant of the Euro- 
pean Infantry Depét at the Mount, the Serjeant Major and 
Quarter Master Serjeant of Native Veteran Battalions (being 
effective Soldiers) and Serjeants employed in Contingents per- 
forming Regimental duty are also considered eligible to the 
Annuity, and similar Rolls are to be forwarded for them. 

3.,From these Rolls selections will be made by the Com- 
mander-in-Chief for the grant of Annuities to Serjeants as va- 
cancies occur among the Annuitants already admitted—the 
sum (£ 91) set ‘apart by the Honorable the Court of Directors 
for that purpose, having been already appropriated. 

4. The Annuities to Serjeants will be paid quarterly. 

5. The deaths of all Non-Commissioned Officers in receipt 
of, or recommended for, the Annuity, as also any alterations 
or removals among them, are to be reported to the Adjutant 
General of the Army. 

6. Officers Commanding will also report to the Adjutant 
General when misconduct or other cause may render it ne- 
cessary to withdraw a recommendation for the Annuity. 

7. The Rolls, ordered as above to be sent in annually, are 
to be complete in every respect, containing the names of all - 
previously recommended for, but not admitted to, the Annui- 
ty, and to have no reference to former Rolls which, upon the 
receipt of the fresh Rolls, will be considered as obsolete.

Government General Order, No. 7, dated 9th January, 1887. 


The Honorable the Court of Directors having in a recent 
despatch again expressed their anxious desire that a com- 
petent knowledge of the Native Languages should be gene- 
rally diffused among the Officers of their Army, and having, 
at the same time, deemed it necessary to prescribe that a cer- 
tain degree of proficiency in one or more of those languages 
be in future considered an indispensable qualification for Staff 
employ, the Right Honorable the Governor General of India 
in Council, with a view of giving effect to the wishes of the 
Honorable Court, without prejudice to the just claims of the 
many, in other respects highly qualified Officers now in the 
service, is pleased to publish the following rules for general 
information. 

Ist. No Military Officer, who is now in the Service, or 
who may enter it hereafter, will be deemed qualified for, or 
eligible to, the Commissariat Department, or the appointment 
of Regimental Interpreter, unless he shall have passed the 
examination in the Native Languages prescribed for Can- 
didates for the latter situation. 

2d. No Officer who may enter the Service hereafter, will 
be deemed eligible for any Staff situation (except a temporary 


one during actual service in the field) or Civil employ, until 
L 
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he shall have passed an examination in the Hindoostanee 
language. 

38. Notwithstanding that Officers now in the Service are 
exempted from the restrictive operation of the immediately 
preceding rule, it is to be distinctly understood, that a com- 
petent knowledge of Hindoostanee, though not in their case 
‘an indispensable qualification for the situations open to others 
on the condition of passing an examination in that language, 
will, as hitherto, be always considered to confer a strong ad- 
ditional claim to nomination to the Staff. 


RULE FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF CANTEENS RELATIVE 
TO THE ISSUES OF SPIRITS. 


Simia, 25th June, 1850. 
The Most Noble the Governor General of India, with the 


concurrence of His Excellency the Commander-in-Chief in 
India, is pleased to resolve, that the issue of spirits in the 
morning to the European Troops in India shall be discon- 
tinued, and that the quantity allowed to any one man shall 
never exceed two drams per diem. 


2. That portion of the rule for the Government of Can- 
teens, published in General Orders* by the Governor Gene- 
® Published at Fort St. George, ral No. 64 of the oth March, 1830, 

in G. 0. G. 7th April, 1835, which directs, ‘“ that no man is to 

re be allowed more than one dram be- 
fore 10 o’clock a. Mm.” 18 cancelled, and the following rules, 
applicable to the three Presidencies, are directed to have ef.- 
fect from the receipt of this order. 

3. No spirits are to be issued, on any occasion, before the 
usual dinner hour. 

4. No man is to be allowed more than two drams per diem, 


and these two drams are never to be issued at the same 
time. 
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5 The rule which prohibits spirituous liquors being taken 
or sent away from Canteens, is to be considered applicable to 
cases, when it is necessary, from the absence of a Canteen or 
other cause, to serve out Rum or other spirits. On these oc- 
casions, the men must drink their dram at the place of issue, 
and on no account be allowed to take it away to their, Bar- 
racks, Tents or elsewhere. 

6. Particular attention is called to the orders directing 
Tea and Coffee to be always ready at day-break, and Com- 
manding Officers are to see that this rule is strictly attended 
to on all occasions. |

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COMPILATION OF ORDERS ON THE SUBJECT OF DRESS. 


G. 0. C. C. No. 47, 6th August, 1850.—His Excellency the . 
Commander-in-Chief directs the publication of the following 
compilation of Orders on the subject of ‘* Dress.” 


GENERAL RULES. 


1. The periods during which Cloth or white Trowsers are 
to be worn will be prescribed by Officers Commanding Divi- 
sions, Forces, or Stations, according to the season. 

At the Presidency Cloth Trowsers are to be worn from the 
15th October to the 31st January. 

2. Officers off duty are permitted to appear without’ the 
sword during the evening ride, &c. The Frock Coat or 
Shell Jacket as Regimentally ordered is to be worn at such 
times. | 

3. The waist belt is invariably to be worn with the Shell 
Jacket and Frock Coat both by Officers of mounted and dis- 
mounted Corps. 

4. The Jacket is never to be worn open either by mount- 
ed or Infantry Officers except at private parties and at Mess 
on ordinary ‘occasions. 

3. When the Jacket is worn open,a plain white Waistcoat 
with Staff or Regimental buttons is to be worn by those for 
whom no Dress Waistcoat has been established. 

G. The Shell Jacket is permitted to be worn at all evening 
parties except where the Right Honorable the Governor or 
His Excellency the Commander-in-Chief is present, or upon 
occasions of particular ceremony. 

7. During the hot months Officers are permitted to wear 
a white Jacket when white is worn by their men; or during 
the periods prescribed for white Trowsers on all occasions on 
which the Cloth Jacket or Frock Coat would otherwise be 
worn. 

8. On all occasions of duty, the white Jacket is to be worn 
hooked or buttoned, with stock. At other times, and at the 


§2 
ordinary Regimental Mess, it may be worn open with a 
Waistcoat and Black Silk Neck tie. 


9. At General Courts Martial during the hot season, the 
“Undress” Cloth Jacket and appointments may be worn in- 
stead of the ‘ Dress.” 


10. Brevet Field Officers of Foot Artillery, Engineers and 
Infantry doing duty with their Corps as Captains are to wear 
Epaulettes in “ Dress” and the embroidered crown or star 
on the collar of the Shell Jacket in “ Undress,” according to 
their rank in the Army—when required to perform mount- 
ed duties, they are permitted to wear the Field Officer’s 
waist belt, brass scabbard and spurs; but on all duties on 
foot the shoulder belt and leather scabbard are to be worn. 


11. On duty the Stock is always to be worn plain and the 
Shirt collaris not to appear above it, the Shirt collar may how- 
ever be worn above the Stock or Neck tie at Mess and on si- 
milar occasions, but never on Parade. Black Silk Cravats or 
Neckerchiefs are allowed to be worn off duty with the Frock 
Coat. 


12. Off duty, Officers are permitted to appear out of uni- 
form when taking morning exercise, or during the heat of the 
day—except when making morning calls or paying official 
visits. After 4 p. Mm. they are never to appear in public un- 
less properly dressedin uniform. This Order is not intended 
to apply to Officers when engaged in field sports, cricket or 
other similar amusements. 


13. All mixture of costume is strictly forbidden. The 
Forage Cap or any other part of the Military Dress is not to 
be worn when the Officer appears out of uniform. 

14. Officers on the Neilgherry Hills are permitted to wear 
either plain clothes or uniforms, but not a mixed costume 
partly plain and partly Military. 

15. Officers of.the Civil Staff are required by Government 
to adhere strictly to these orders, regarding dress, and except 
under the provisions of para. 12 above, are prohibited from 
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appearing in any other than the cailorms established for their 
respective appointments. 


16. The prescribed mourning for Military Officers is a black 
crape three inches broad to be worn round the left arm above 
the elbow. The sword knot to be covered with crape, but 
crape is not to be over the epaulettes or on helmets, chackoes, | 
and forage caps. At funerals, Officers are permitted to 
wear scarfs over the shoulder and bands over the helmet or 
chackoe. 

17. Officers are to wear white cap covers at Parades when 
worn by the Men. 

18. Officers doing duty with the Sappers and Miners wear 
the uniforms of their own Corps—with the addition of a red 
stripe down the Cloth Trowsers to correspond with the dress 
of the Men. 

19. Officers returning from Europe are required to provide 
themselves with the uniforms of their rank within the month 
allowed for preparation at the Presidency previous to joining 
their Corps; but they are prohibited from appearing in public 
in plain clothes after they shall have once provided and worn 
their uniform.

2. Whenever Articles of Equipment as above may be or- 
dered from England, it must be on the individual or collec- 
tive responsibility of those immediately concerned ; but the 
cost of such Articles is on no account to be debited to the 
Regimental Mess, or entered in its accounts. None but those 
who may voluntarily be parties to such transactions being 
held directly or indirectly responsible for any loss arising 
from non-recovery of debts thus incurred. 


3. Reviewing Generals are strictly to examine the Mess 
Accounts of Regiments at their ensuing inspections and sa- 
tisfy themselves that this order has been fully carried out, no- 
ticing the circumstance in their Reports.

foreign or domestic, in which the Madras Army has been en- 
gaged throughout the above prolonged and eventful period. 


The estimation in which Brigadier Montgomerie’s services 
are already, and have long been held, is—it may be observed 
—sufficiently denoted by his having been enrolled amongst 
the Members of the Order of the Bath at Her Majesty’s 
Coronation, and by his being subsequently selected for the 
high Honor of one of Her Majesty’s Aid-de-Camps, as a 
pre-eminent approval of his services in the Burmese and 
Chinese Wars, during the whole of both of which, his name 
is to be found constantly mentioned in the strongest terms of 
applause in the Public Despatches. 

The Government of Madras can only add, as they now 
desire to do, their cordial testimony to the richly merited dis- 
tinctions which have marked Brigadier Montgomerie’s career 
in India, and it is with warm sentiments of respect and regard 
towards him, mingled with feelings of regret at the loss which 
the Service will sustain by his departure, and with best 
wishes for his future welfare in his Native Country, that they 
issue this valedictory Order of which a copy will be specially 
communicated to the Honorable the Court of Directors.

his duties as Commandant. 

3. Brigadier Montgomerie has exercised the Command of

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in it and has been so intimately associated with so many of 
its Members, that he cannot take a silent departure from the 
Corps.— When in command of any portion of the Regiment, 
especially on active service, Colonel Montgomerie has inva- 
riably received such cordial aid from Officers and Men, that 
he feels it to be a duty to thus acknowledge the good spirit 
that actuated all ranks on every occasion of difficulty or of 
danger.

MODIFIED SYSTEM UNDER WHICH PAY IS TO BE 
DRAWN FOR EUROPEAN NON-COMMISSIONED OFFI- 
CERS AND SOLDIERS. 


G. O. G. No. 242, 6th December 1850.— Under instruc. 
tions from the Honorable the Court of Directors, and the 
Government of India, the Right Honorable the Governor in 
Council directs the following arrangement to be established in 
modification of the system under which pay is at present 
drawn for European Non-Commissioned Officers and Soldiers 
of Her Majesty’s and the Company’s Services, in this Presi- 
dency. 

2. Prior to 1846 the Pay of all ranks, Officers and Men, 
was drawn on the Ist, of each month in advance—under 
which arrangement in the event of an individual dying or 
leaving the Service before the expiration of the month, Go- 
vernment incurred the loss of the balance overdrawn, no re- 
fund being required. 
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3. In 1845 it was ordered that this system should be dis- 
continued and that Pay should be drawn, as in the other Pre- 
sidencies and as in Her Majesty’s Service elsewhere, in ar- 
rears. 

4, G. O. G. 19th December 1845, was accordingly issued 
directing that from Ist January 1846, the Pay of all ranks 
should be drawn in arrears. 

5. For Officers and Warrant Officers it was arranged that 
their pay should be drawn on the Ist January 1846, as in ar- 
rears for December 1845, instead of in advance for January 
1846, and that they should refund to Government by instal- 
ments the amount of one month’s Pay. 

6. But for the Non-Commissioned Officers and Soldiers it 
was directed that their Pay, though to be drawn and issued 
precisely as before, should be termed and considered as paid 
in arrears,—without providing, as in the case of the Officers, 
for any refund. 

7. Under this arrangement the Non-Commissioned Officers 
and Soldiers who were on the strength of Regiments on the 
31st December 1845, all had pay for December 1845, credited 
to them in their Account books twice over— once as drawn in 
advance on Ist December 1845—and a second time as drawn 
in arrears on Ist January 1846,—though without in any way 
affecting their actual Pay, which has continued to be issued 
to them precisely as before,— but whenever an individual has 
become a casualty and his accounts have had to be closed, 
this double credit has led to his being actually paid twice 
over for the same period. 


8. Thus, supposing a man to have died on the 20th Janu- 
ary 1846—in closing his accounts Pay was drawn for him for 
twenty days in January, because his book showed the last en- 
try to be Pay in arrears for December 1845—whereas pay for 
the whole of January had actually been drawn on the Ist of 
that month in advance, though called arrears—and credited 
as pay for December—and consequently the man’s Estate re- 
ceived Pay a second time for the twenty days up to date of 
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casualty in January, in addition to eleven days remaining of 
the same month already drawn for, making altogether an 
overpayment of thirty-one days. 


9. In the cases of men to whom a double payment has al- 
ready actually been made, the amount must be considered 
irrecoverable, as having once been issued under the operation 
of the above order, Government will not require it to be re- 
funded,—but to relieve the Government from this loss in 
fature, the Right Honorable the Governor in Council directs 
that from the Ist January 1851, the amount required for the 
payment of Non-Commissioned Officers and Rank and File 
of Corps during that month shall be taken up on estimate, 
instead of being drawn as at present on Abstract, to be ad- 
Justed on the lat February by the regular Abstract for pay in 
arrears for January—and so on for the future. 


10. Under this arrangement every man will continue to 
receive his daily Pay precisely as before,—neither more nor 
less,—in exact conformity with the system under which Her 
Majesty’s Troops are paid every where else,—Pay being 
drawn in the monthly Abstract in arrears for each man for 
the whole month, or up to date of casualty as the case may 
be, in adjustment of the Estimate. 


G. O. G. No. 247, 18th December 1850.—With reference 
to, and in continuation of C. O. G. 6th instant, No. 242, the 
Right Honorable the Goveynor in Council is pleased to 
direct that as pay cannot be taken up on Estimate for daily

Fort William, 22d November 1850. 


No. 582 of 1850.—In continuation of the Government Ge- 


neral Order,* No. 351, of the 22d September 1849, regard- 
ing the enlistment of Recruits, &c. for the East India Com- 


pany’s Service, the Hon’ble the President of the Council of 
India in Council, with the concurrence of the Most Noble 
the Governor General, is pleased to direct the publication of 
the following supplementary rules : 

1. Persons whose enlistment as Boys, Gunners, Privates, 
Buglers, or Drummers has been sanctioned by the Com- 
mander-in-Chief, and Soldiers desirous of re-enlisting or re- 
engaging themselves for further periods of service, are to be 
sent to the nearest Justice of the Peace within the Territories 
under the Government of the East India Company, or to the 
person holding the Office of British Resident, or performing 
the duties of such Office, within the Territories of any 
Foreign State, for the purpose of being enlisted and attested, 
or re-enlisted or re-engaged. 

2. Recruits are to be taken within four days, (any inter- 
vening Sunday not included) but not sooner than twenty- 
four hours, after being enlisted, to the nearest Justice of the 
Peace or British Resident as above, to be duly attested. 

3. The amount of enlisting money to be given to a Re- 
cruit, Half-pay ‘'rumpeter, Bugler, or Drummer on first en-

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listment is eight Annas, which is to be drawn for in a Con- 
tingent Bill on the Paymaster and is to be considered in ex- 
cess of the Bounty money specified in the 2d para. of the 
Government General Order, No. 351, of the 22d September, 
1849, as payable to Recruits enlisted under the Army Ser- 
vice Act. 

4. Men now in the Army, and originally enlisted tn India 
for limited periods, and who are considered fit, and may be 
desirous of re-engaging for a further period under the Army 
Service Act, are to be taken before the Justice of the Peace 
or British Resident for the purpose of making the declaration 
in the form given in the Schedule marked B annexed to the 
said Act, viz., that if they have served under 10 years in the 
Infantry, or 12 years in the Artillery, they will serve such 
farther term as will complete the above periods, receiving 
Bounty Money at the following rates:

and that if they have completed 10 years in the Infantry or 
12 in the Artillery, they will serve 11 more in the Infantry 
or 12 in the Artillery, or such portion of these terms as will 
complete a total service of 21 vears in the former, and 24 in 
the latter. Service to be reckoned from the day on which 
they attained the age of 18 years, if in the service at that pe- 
riod ; if not, from the day on which they entered the service. 

5. Men originally enlisted in India for limited periods, 
who have already completed 24 years’ service in the Corps of 
Artillery and 21 years in the Infantry, cannot be brought 
under the operation of Acts X., and XI.,Vict. Cap. XX XVII. 
as regards re-engagements, but will be permitted to renew 
their contracts upon the regulated bounty, as heretofore, viz., 
Rupees 50 for 5 years and Rupees 40 for 3 years. 

6. Such men, as may have been primarily enlisted under 
the Army Service Act, if willing and considered fit to conti- 
nue in the service, are to be taken before a Justice of the 
Peace or British Resident during the last six months of the 


term of limited service for which they shall have first engazed 
N 
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or after the completion of such term, for the purpose of re- 
engaging to serve the further term of 11 years in the Infantry 
or 12 in the Artillery, and making the declaration in the pre- 
scribed form (Schedule B) of the Act of 1847, published in 
G. G. O.* No. 132, of the 7th April 1848. 

7. Men enlisted under the Army Service Act for the Ar- 
tillery, who may have been transferred to the Infantry, and 
who are desirous of re-engaging themselves for a further term, 
will, at the expiration of their original term of service, or 
during the 6 months preceding, be re-engaged for such pe- 
riods as will complete 21 years. 

8. Men enlisted under the Army Service Act for the In- 
fantry, that is, for 10 years, who may have been transferred 
to the Artillery, and are desirous of re-engaging themselves 
for a further period, will, at the expiration of their original 
term of service, or during the 6 months preceding, be re-en- 
gaged for a further period of 12 years, making 22 years ser- 
vice; after the completion of which they can be re-engaged 
for 2 years to complete the prescribed term of service in the 
Artillery, viz. 24 years. It is to be distinctly understood, 
however, that a second re-engagement for the period of 2 
years will confer no title to a third bounty. 

9. Men belonging to the Town Major’s List, or to the Ef- 
fective Supernumeraries at the other Presidencies, will, as 
concerns re-enlisting or re-engaging, come under the rules 
applicable to the branch of the service for which they Grst 
enlisted. 

10. Such men as may have been primarily enlisted tn Eu- 
rope for unlimited Service, prior to the passing of Acts X. and 
AI., Victoria Cap. XX XVII. and have not been discharged, 
are not to be affected by the provisions of the said Act, but 
will receive, under existing Regulations, gratuity after 12 
and a fresh bounty (if certified to be fit for Field Service) 
after 17 years’ service, and subsequently as they may be re- 
ported fit for field service and of good character. 

11. Those men now in the service, who were primarily en-

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listed in Europe. for limited service, prior to the passing of 
Acts X. and XI.,Victoria Cap. XX XVII., and who have serv- 
ed a period of 21 years in the Infantry or 24 years in the 
Artillery, as specified in that Act, will be permitted to renew 
their contracts upon the regulated bounty as heretofore, viz., 
Rupees 40 for 3 years and Rupees 50 for 5 years. 

12. All Half Pay Buglers of European Parentage, and the 
sons of Soldiers, in the Company’s Army, who are already in 
the Service, and have attained their 12th year, are to be en- 
listed and attested, as directed in paras. 1 and 2, for such pe- 
riods as will be equal to 10 years in the Infantry, and 12 
years in the Artillery, counting from the time they will attain 
the age of 18 years, without Bounty until the second term of 
enlistment. 


13. No Boys are to be admitted hereafter into the service 
without the special authority of the Commander-in-Chief. 
Those only of European Parentage, and the sons of Soldiers in 
the Company’s Service, not being under 12 years of age, ex- 
cept under very special circumstances, to be fully stated when 
application is made for their admission, can when fit to bear 
arms, be enrolled as Privates or Gunners; all others continu- 
ing to serve as Trumpeters or Drummers. 


14. All Half Pay Trumpeters, Buglers, or Drummers, who 
under very special circumstances may be admitted into the 
service before attaining the prescribed age of 12 years, on 
completing that age, are to be enlisted and attested as direct- 
ed in paras. | and 2. 

15. Enlisted Boys on attaining their 15th year, may, if 
vacancies exist be brought on the strength of Corps as Trum- 
peters, Buglers or Drummers, without reference to Head 
Quarters ; but they are not to be enrolled as Gunners or 
Privates before they have completed 18 years of age, nor un- 
tila Medical Certificate stating their fitness to bear arms, has 
been furnished and the Commander-in-Chief’s sanction ob- 
tained for their being so enrolled. 

16. With reference to the XLVIII. Section of the new 
Mutiny Act for the East India Company’s European Forces

XII. and XIII. Victoria Cap. XLVIII. the words “ Magis- 
trate not being an Officer in the Army,” are to be struck out 
of the 4th para. of the Government General Order, No. 351, 
of the 22d September, 1849, and in lieu thereof the following 
are to be inserted. ‘ Justice of the Peace within the Terri- 
‘tories under the Government, or any person holding the 
‘© office of British Resident, or performing the duties of such 
‘¢ office, within the ‘Territories of any Foreign state.”

PROVOST SERJEANTS SANCTIONED IN THE EUROPEAN 

ARTILLERY AND INFANTRY. 

G. No. 250, 17th December 1850.—The Right Ho- 
norable the Governor in Council is pleased to publish in Ge- 
neral Orders at this Presidency, the following General Orders 
by the Honorable the President of the Council of India in 
Council, dated Fort William, 3d December, 1850, No. 610. 


GENERAL ORDERS BY THE HONORABLE THE PRESIDENT OF THE 
Counciy oF INDIA IN CoUNCIL. 


Fort Witliam, 3rd December, 1850. 

No. 610 of 1850.—In obedience to the Orders of the Ho- 
norable the Court of Directors, communicated in their Mili- 
tary letter to the Governor of the Presidency of Fort William 
in Bengal, No. 44, dated 17th April, 1850, sanctioning the Ap- 
pointment of Provost Serjeants in the European Artillery and 
Infantry at the three Presidencies, in the same manner as 
Non-Commissioned Officers of this class are allowed in Her 
Majesty’s Regiments in India, the Honorable the President of 
the Council of India in Council, with the concurrence of the 
Most Noble the Governor General of India, is pleased to di- 
rect that, in each Brigade or Battalion of European Artillery 
and in each Regiment of European Infantry, a Provost Ser- 
jeant is to be selected for the special charge of the Prisoners 
of his Corps, and for which duty he will be allowed, exclusive 
of his Pay and Batta, or Rations, 8d per diem. 
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2. A Provost Serjeant, on the same rate of Pay, is also 
sanctioned for the European peers and Veteran Companies 
in Bengal. 

3. When the Head Quarters of more than one Brigade or 
Battalion of Artillery are at the same station, one Provost 
Serjeant only will be allowed for the whole Artillery Force 
at the place. 

4. Provost Serjeants are not to be allowed to Wings, or to 
smaller Detachments of either Artillery or Infantry. 

5. The allowance for Provost Serjeants to be drawn for, 
Monthly, in Abstract, supported by a Certificate of the fol- 
lowing form.

Act No. XXXVI. of 1850. 


Passed by the Honorable the President of the Council of 
India in Council, on the 4th October 1850, with the assent of 
the Most Noble the Governor General of India. 


An Act to amend the 118th Article of War for the Natice 
Army. 


Whereas, it is expedient that Native Soldiers, when im- 
prisoned, should be treated as European Soldiers are in the 
like case, as respects subsistence and clothing, it is enacted as 
follows: 

I. From and after the first day of December, 1850, so much 
of the 113th Article of War for the Government of the Native 
Officers and Soldiers in the Military Service of the East India 
Company as provides for the forfeiture of allowances, and the 
subsistence of such Officers and Soldiers, when in imprison- 
ment under the sentence of any Court Martial or of any Court 
of Criminal Judicature, is repealed. 

If. From and after the said first day of December 1850, 
no Native Officer, or Soldier or Public follower in the Mili- 
tary Service of the East India Company shall be entitled to 
pay or allowances, when imprisoned under the sentence of a 
Court Martial, or acommuted sentence, or under the sentence 
of a Court of Criminal Judicature; but shall be clothed and 
subsisted at such rates, or in such manner, as the Governor 
General of India in Council may from time to time order. 

G. O. C. C. No. 67, 138th December 1850.—The Com- 
mander-in-Chief, under the authority of Government, directa

G. O. G. No. 8, 17th January, 1851.—The Right IHonor- 
able the Governor in Council is pleased to direct that in fu- 
ture in assimilation with the rules and practice of the Bengal 
Presidency, Indian allowances shall be paid to Officers or 
Troops from the date of landing or that of the men being ra-

The Most Noble the Governor General is pleased to ex- 
tend the provisions of G. G. O.* No. 150 of the 9th May, 1845, 
to Staff Officers generally at the three Presidencies, who may 
hereafter be allowed, without suffering any pecuniary loss, 
temporary leave of absence for 30 days, irrespective of Mus- 
ter, twice in the course of the year, viz., once between 1st Janu- 
ary and 30th June, and once between Ist July and 3lst De- 
cember ; provided that all Staff Officers applying for leave 
shall make approved arrangements for the performance of 
their duty during their absence, and that no extra expense 
or inconvenience shall be occasioned to the State by the grant 
of such leave.

1. We forward a No. in the Packet, a copy of a Memoran- 
dum of the points upon which Candidates for ‘ direct’ 
appointments are to be examined before they are passed as 
Cadets. 

9. If Candidates are resident abroad, when nominated Ca- 
dets, they will be required to appear before a Board to be con- 
vened by the Local Government for the purpose of examining 
into their attainments, as specified in the test. 

3. This Board you will have no difficulty in constituting 
from time to time by appointing to it Civil or Military Offi- 
cers stationed at the Presidency who are qualified to examine 
in the several branches of study specified in the Memoran- 
dum. 

4. It is understood that Candidates may be passed by the 
Board in Branches of stady in which they may show them- 
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selves to be qualified and that they may be remanded for such 
a time or times as may be necessary to complete their attain- 
ments in any other branch or branches in which they may 
at first be found deficient. A Board would then be re-assem- 
bled for the purpose of completing the examination, provid- 
ed that in the mean time the Candidate has not passed the 
prescribed age. 

5. The Regulations are to apply to any appointments made 
by us as announced to you in Despatches dated on and after 
the lst June next.

1. Each Candidate will be required to write English cor- 
rectly from dictation. 


2. He should possess a competent knowledge of the or- 
dinary Rules of Arithmetic including the Rule of Three, 
Compound Proportion, Simple and Compound Interest, 
Vulgar and Decimal Fractions, and the extraction of the 
Square Root. He should also have read the first three Books 
of Euclid. | 

3. In languages he should be able to translate into English, 
passages from Czsar’s Commentaries, or from the first four 
Books of Virgils’ Acneid, and he will be further expected to 
parse, and show his knowledge of Grammar and Syntax. 

The Candidate will be required to translate from French 
into English, an extract from one of the following works, viz.

6. In Fortification, he should have read some elementary 
work on the subject (Straith’s Introductory Essay to the study 
of Fortification, or Macaulay’s Field Fortification,) and have 
received some instruction in Drawing. 

The examination of the Candidates will take place before a 
Board of Examiners to be convened, for that purpose at the 
Military Seminary at Addiscombe, near Croydon. 

If the Candidate has been confirmed as a Member of the 
Church of England, he will be required to make a declara- 
tion to that effect.

QUALIFICATIONS OF REGIMENTAL ARTIFICERS PREWIOUS 
TO BEING FINALLY ENTERTAINED, 


G. 0. G. No.101,23¢ May,1851.—The Right Honorable the 
Governor in Council is pleased to prescribe the following as 
the scale of qualification to which Regimental Artificers at-

Hammerman.—To strike fair on the iron when welding 
and to use the sledge hammer well, and be able to take his 
stroke with other hammermen. 


Bellows Boy.—To use Europe and Country Bellows well. 

In order to effect the object in view, Officers in Command 
of Battalions, Troops and Companies of Artillery, when en- 
tertaining Artificers will on enrollment send them to the 
nearest Ordnance Department, if not more than two miles 
distant, for the purpose of being instructed. The Ordnance 
Officer having ascertained if the individual is likely to become 
efficient will cause him to be well taught especially in the 
points above enumerated, and when qualified grant hima 
Certificate to that effect, if he considers that the individual is 
not likely to become an efficient workman he will at once 
send him back, with an Official letter to the officer from whom 
he came.

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REMUNERATION TO OFFICERS TEMPORARILY EMPLOYED 
IN SUPERINTENDING PUBLIC WORKS. 


G. O. G. No. 103, 27th May, 1851.—The Right Honorable 
the Governor in Council is pleased, with the sanction of the 
Government of India, to direct the establishment, as a gene- 
ral Regulation in this Presidency, of the following rules, 
which correspond with those in force on the same subject in 
the Presidency of Bombay, granting remuneration to Officers 
not Engineer or Executive Officers in the receipt of specific 
pay, temporarily employed in superintending Public Works. 

1. An allowance of 2 Rupees per day is granted to the 
Staff or other Officer nominated, by order of a Station Com- 
manding Officer or other competent authority, to superintend 
the execution of annual or special repairs, not requiring 
science, whether performed by contract or otherwise, the cost 
of which does not exceed two thousand Rupees. 

2. The above allowance is payable for such period (not ex- 
ceeding three months) as the works may be actually in pro- 
gress. 

8. For the superintendence of more considerable works 
than those above adverted to, an allowance of four Rupees a 
day, may be drawn for such period (not exceeding six 
months) as the works may be actually carrying on. 

4, For the superintendence of works of the above descrip- 
tion exceeding 2,000 Rupees performed under contract, an 
allowance of two Rupees a day is granted for the period 
within which they are stipulated to be performed, not exceed- 
ing six months. 

5. These allowances are not payable until.after the works 
shall have been completed, and then only on its being certi- 
fied by the Commanding Officer, that they are so, and that 
the period charged for is correct. 

6. Abstracts embracing a period of more than three 
months, however, are to be subjected to the further check of 
the superintending or Civil Engineer of the Division whose 
duty it will be to state his opinion as to whether or not, he 
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considers the work to have been unnecessarily protracted, or 
the period stipulated in the contract unnecessarily long; and 
all such claims are to be submitted for Audit previous to be- 
ing discharged ; but in no instance is the allowance of either 
two or four Rupees to be admitted beyond the period of three 
or six months respectively, without the special sanction of 
Government; the above specified period being in ordinary 
cases considered as sufficient with reference to the nature and 
extent of the works contemplated. 

7. The appointments of Regimental Officers to the per-

W. Morison, K. C. B., Artillery. 

Major General Sir W. Morison, K. C. B. was a Cadet of 
1799, arrived in India 12th December 1800 as a Cadet of 
Infantry and transferred to the Artillery 31st December 1800. 
Date of Commission as lst Lieutenant 3lst December 1800, 
as Captain in the Army 4th July 1807, as Regimental Cap- 
tain Ist January 1819, as Major in the Army 19th July 1821, 
in the Regiment 21st May 1323, as Lieutenant Colonel 17th 
July 1827, as Colonel in the Army 18th June 1831, and in 
the Regiment 14th August 1840, and as Major General in 
the Army 23d November 1841. 


Was employed during the year 1801 in superintending the 
instruction of the Artillery Cadets in Mathematics and other 
branches of science. Assistant Surveyor in Mysorein 1802 and 
1803. Deputy Secretary Military Board from 6th October 
1804 to 2d January 1808, and Military Secretary to the 
Honorable the Governor William Petrie, Esq. from 14th Sep- 
tember to 24th December 1807. Paymaster, &c. to the 
Hyderabad Subsidiary Force from 2d January 1608, to 18th 
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February [809, Secretary to the Military Board from 18th 
February 1809 to 11th October 1810. Commissary General 
(with the official rank of Major and subsequently of Lieut. 
Colonel) from 9th October 1810 to 13th March 1827; em- 
ployed in the Mabratta Campaigns of 1815, 1817 and 1818, 
and engaged in the Battle of Mahidpoor 21st December 1817, 
During the above period honorable mention was made in Ge- 
neral Orders in the following instances of the services of Ma- 
jor General, then Lieutenant Colonel Morison. 


G. 0. G. 28th October, 1814. —‘* The Right Honorable the

“dras Army, to become personally acquainted with the Offi-

“The various and complicated arrangements which have

“nat, have attracted His Excellency’s particular notice, and 
“itis with sincere pleasure, that he feels enabled from per- 
“sonal observation, to bear decided testimony to the excel- 
‘lence of a system which under the able management of 
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« Lieutenant Colonel Morison, aided by the Officers of bis 
“Department, has not only left this Army without a want, 
‘‘ but in the full enjoyment of every supply a Soldier can

On his vacating the Office of Commissary General the fol- 
lowing General Order was published by Government.

Ist. ‘ Lieutenant Colonel Morison, C. B., being about to 
“ vacate the Office of Commissary General, the Honorable the 
“‘ Governor in Council gladly seizes the opportunity of publish- 
“ing to the Army, the sense of his services and character which 
‘‘ has uniformly been entertained by the Government, and by 
‘* the Honorable the Court of Directors, and which has obtain- 
“ed for him the highest testimonies of approbation from those 
‘* authorities. 

2d. ‘* Several years before the formation of the Commissa- 
“ riat, the qualifications of that Officer had pointed him out as 
“a fit person to introduce and superintend such an Establish- 
“ment; and undera different Government, the choice after- 
“ wards fell upon him, when it was esteemed essential to the 
“ success of so new, extensive and intricate a system that it 
“ should be entrusted to the hands of an Officer at once of emi- 
“nent abilities, and character, and possessed of an intimate 
‘‘ acquaintance with all the branches and departments of the 
* service. 

3d. ‘ The expectations of Government have not been dis- 
“appointed. The admirable order and efficiency of the arrange- 


‘ ments adopted by Lieutenant Colonel Morison, ensured their 
x 
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“ success. They have been tried in peace and in war, and un- 
“der every variety and exigency of the public service, and 
‘‘ have invariably been attended with the most beneficial results. 
« ‘The saving of expense which they have produced, vast as it 
‘¢ has been, is even less to be valued than their promptitude and 
“ wnerring precision. Their efficacy is manifest from the fact 
‘‘ that, since the Commissariat was instituted, there is no in- 
‘ stance, during the most extensive and active'hostilities, and 
‘‘ under the most trying circumstances, of the movement of any 
““ body of Madras Troops having been either delayed or altered 
‘* on account of supplies. 


4th. ‘“‘ The Government will be well served if the successors 
** of Lieutenant Colonel Morison, and all Officers acting under 
‘‘ their orders, only emulate his zeal, vigilance, capacity, appli- 
‘* cation, and high sense of honor, and if, each in his proper 
** station, they strive to uphold the vigour and the character 
“ of that system which he has established. 


Sth. “ The Governor in Council has been pleased to resolve, 
‘in compliment to Lieutenant Colonel Morison’s distinguish- 
‘* ed merits, that he shall retain the official rank of Lieutenant 
** Colonel, which wasconferred upon him as Commissary Ge- 
‘* neral.”” 


He afterwards became a Commissioner of the Mysore Dis- 
trict, and was Resident at the Courts of the Rajah of Travan- 
core and Cochin from 18th March 1827, to 24th June 1834. 
Upon the renewal of the East India Company’s Charter in 
1833, a Military Member of the Supreme Council of Bengal 
was created and the choice of the Directors fell upon Sir W. 
Morison. He held the office for three or four years during the 
administration of Lord William Bentinck and Lord Auckland. 

When about to return to Europe the following General 
Order was published. 


G. O. G. No. 188, Fort St. George 19th November 1839. 


“ The Right Honourable the Governor in Council is pleased 
‘to permit Colonel Morison, C. B., of the Regiment of Artil- 
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“lery, to return to Europe on furlough and to embark from 
“ Calcutta. 

“Colonel Morison’s character and merits are so well known, 
“and the position which he lately held in the Supreme Coun- 
cil is so distinguished and honorable, that it may appear an 
“act of supererogation if not of presumption in the local Go- 
“vernment of this Presidency, to renew upon this occasion the 
“ expression of the high sense which it has ever entertained of 
“ his services. 

“ The Governor in Council, cannot however, allow himself 
“to be deterred from recording his sentimentson the departure 
“to Europe of an Officer, the whole tenor of whose public life 
“has done so much honor to the Army and the Presidency to 
‘which he belongs, and whose reputation is identified with 
“ one of the most important departments in the public service. 

“‘ His Lordship in Council would particularly draw the at- 
“ tention of the Young Officers of the Madras Army to the ca- 
“reer of Colonel Morison. Appointed originally to the Line, 
“he owed his transfer tothe Artillery to his superior attain- 
“ ments, which soon caused him to be selected to superintend 
“the instruction of the Young Officers of that Corps in the 
“ higher branches of professional study. 

“ Subsequently Colonel Morison was placed in charge of 
‘the Sarveyor General’s Department at this Presidency, the 
“duties of which Office were conducted by him with his usual 
“ability and to the entire satisfaction of Government and of 
“the Honorable Court. 

“ On the formation of the Commissariat Department, Co- 
“lonel Morison was selected to preside over it. 


‘The eminent success which attended his system of or- 
“ ganization and management has repeatedly catled forth the 
“ acknowledgments of this Govern ment and the high appro- 
“ bation of the Honorable the Court of Directors and fully at- 
“teats his superior qualifications for the laborious, and dif- 
“ ficult task which was imposed upon him. 


“ Ata later period he was transferred to the responsible 
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‘“‘ and distinguished post, of Resident in Travancore ; having 
“ thus held the highest appointments, in the scientific, admi- 
‘* nistrative, and political branches of the public service under 
*‘ this Presidency. 

‘‘ Of the high and important functions which he has since 
‘“‘ discharged, it is not the province of this Government to 
‘“‘ speak. It is perhaps sufficient to observe, that he was the 
‘‘ first Military man appointed under the provisions of the 
““ new Charter Act to a seat in the Supreme Council of India, 
‘‘ and that since the days of Lord Clive no other Officer on 
‘* the Madras Establishment has enjoyed a similar distinction.” 

On his return to his native country, he was elected Mem- 
ber of Parliament for Clackmannan and Kinross. He was at 
the time of his decease one of the jurors of the Great Exhi- 
bition.

At Dumfries, Scotland, on the 25th April 1851, Ist Lieut. 
O. Selby, Artillery. 

Lieut. Selby was a Cadet of 1841, and arrived in India 22d 
December 1841. Date of Commission as 2d Lieutenant 11th 
June 1841, and as Ist Lieutenant 3d July 1845. 

Did duty with the Head Quarters 2d Battalion Artillery 
until 20th September 1842, when he marched from the Mount 
with the C Company Ist Battalion to ‘lrichinopoly, received 
charge of the D Company 2d Battalion on the 11th October 
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1842, and left Trichinopoly en route to the Mount on the 18th 
ofthe same month. Rejoined 2d Battalion Head Quarters 
oth November 1842, and continued in charge of the D Com- 
pany 2d Battalion until the 16th December 1842. 

On the expiration of his leave to Palamcottah he proceeded 
to Secunderabad and joined the B Company on the oth Sep- 
tember 1843, with which he continued until he proceeded on 
S.C. on 23d April 18L0. 

Joined the B Company 3d Battalion at Bellary on the 3d 
January 1846. Removed to the Sth Battalion by G. O. C. C. 
29th October 1846, and posted to the E Company by A.O. 3lst 
October 1846. Joined the Detachment of that Company at 
Mangalore on the 6th January 1847, continued with it till 
his departure to the Neilgherries on S. C. on 28th May 1847, 
and rejoined at Mangalore 31st October 1847. 

As senior Officer present, commanded the E Company 5th 
Battalion from 31st October 1847 to 20th January 1848. Pro- 
ceeded from Mangalore on the 2d, and joined Head Quarters 
E Company at Cannanore on the 8th August 18148. In com- 
mand of the Artillery Malabar and Canara from 8th August 
1848 to 28th January 1850. 

Embarked for Aden in Command of the E Company 5th 
Battalion on 28th January 1850, and joined the Aden Field 
Force on the 8th February 1850, with which he continued 
until the 26th May 1850, when he embarked for Europe on 
tick Certificate.

Posted to the Horse Brigade and joined the A Troop 
at the Mount in February 1832.

Jore on the 28th February 1834 with a detachment of Foot 
Artillery, and employed in the Engineer’s Department at 
Bangalore for two months from 16th March 1834. Conti- 
nued at Bangalore on S. C. from 20th May to 31st August 
1854. Removed in August 1834 from the A Troop at 
the Mount to the F Troop at Secunderabad, and proceeded 
from Bangalore to join in November 1834.

1. The Frock Coat is to be worn by all Officers of Artillery 
on the occasions referred to in Rule 2, of General Rules es- 
tablished by G. 0. C. C. No. 47, 6th August 1850. 

2. Rule 3.—The waist belt is invariably to be worn with 
the shell Jacket and Frock Coat, both by Officers of mounted 
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and dismounted Corps. The Sash is not to be worn with the 
Frock Coat or shell Jacket excepting when on duty. 


3. Rule 13.—All mixture of costume is strictly forbidden.

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REGULATIONS FOR QUIDANCE RELATIVE TO PEN- 

SIONERS. 

G. O. G. No. 169, 5th September, 1851.—The Right Honor- 
able the Governor in Council, is pleased to direct, that the 
practice hitherto in force of delivering to Pensioners, the Pen- 
sion Certificates received from the Superintendent of Pensions 
shall be discontinued and the following system adopted. 


1. On Men being recommended by Medical Invaliding 
Committees for transfer, from the Effective Establishment, 
Heads of Corps and Departments shall, on the first intima- 
tion thereof, adopt immediate measures, for the adjustment of 
their accounts, which it is presumed in the majority of cases may 
be effected on the date, from which the parties are directed 
in General Orders to be struck off the strength of their Corps 
or Departments ; on the receipt of the G. O. and the accounts 
being settled, intimation is to be given to the Pensioners, that 
they are at liberty to proceed at once to their Pension stations, 
and when the parties are about so to proceed, a Passport and 
Pay Certificate, as embodied in the amended form of Certifi- 
cate annexed to para. 1, page 276, of the Pay and Audit Re- 
gulations, or in the case of heirs a Passport in the form No. 
I. appended shall be delivered to them. 


2. On the arrival of the Pensioner at the station selected 
for residence, the Officer in charge will take up the Passport 
and issue a Ticket in the form No. II. or ILI. appended (as 
the case may be) in lieu of the Pension Certificate, which having 
been received direct from the Superintendent of Pensions, should 
be copied in full into the Station Register and kept in depo- 
sit in the Station Office, every precaution being taken to pre- 
vent any unauthorized person having access, either to the 
Pension Certificates, or Station Register. 


3. No Ticket shall be issued until the paying Officer is sa- 
lisfied, as to the identity of the party claiming it with refer- 
ence to the description of the Pensioner contained in the Pen- 
tion Certificate in deposit. 
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@ 
4. The monthly payments and periodical muster of the 
Pensioners are to be noted, as they occur on the back of the 
Ticket. 


5. In the event of the loss of a Ticket, the paying Officer 
with whom the Pension Certificate is deposited, is authorized 
to grant a duplicate, or copy of the same, under his own res- 
ponsibility, noting thereon the last payment that was made 
on the original, as also the cause of the duplicate or copy being 
furnished. 


6. On the permanent removal of a Pensioner from one sta- 
tion to another under the sanction* of the Superintendent, hie 
Pension Certificate should be forwarded direct under a sealed 
cover to the new station, where the paying Officer should 
adopt the course prescribed in the second paragraph of this 
order on all such occasions, the Officer forwarding the Certifi- 
cate should note on the back of it the last payment made, and 
under such entry the following, viz. : “‘ removed to——under 
the sanction* of the Superintendent of Pensions dated 18th 
»” whereby the paying Officer, whose duty it will be to 
discourage as much as possible frequent removals, will be en- 
abled to see how often the Pensioner has changed his station. 


7. The same precaution may be used in the case of a Pen- 
sioner proceeding on furlough, the Pension Certificate being 
sent under sealed cover direct to the station, where the Pen- 
sioner is proceeding, and returned in the same manner on the 
expiration of the leave. 


8. With a view of preventing fraud, and discouraging fre- 
quent applications for change of station and furlough, which 
are attended with much inconvenience and trouble, Pension- 
ers to whom either indulgence may be accorded, will be pre-

on the back of their last Pay Certificate or Passport, vide Form 
No. 1, (as the case may be) which shall be recovered on the 
first issue of pay on abstract—in the event of a casualty oc- 
curring on route, all documents (accompanied by a certificate 
of the date of decease) should be forwarded to the station, to 
which the Pensioner, may have been proceeding. 


9. The amount of Pension recommended in each case, will 
be inserted in the proceedings of Medical Invaliding Commit- 
tees forwarded for the approval of Government, which pro- 
ceedings after being passed by Government shall be returned 
to the Departments concerned, in order that the amount of 
the Pension authorized may be inserted in the G. O. C.C. 
notifying the transfer, by whom they will be forwarded with 
as little delay as possible to the Superintendent of Pensions. 


10. Printed forms of Tickets, will be supplied to stations, 
&c., by the Superintendent of Pensions, and paying Officers, 
will intimate from time to time, the numberof Tickets, which 
may be required. 


11. In the event of a casualty, the Ticket will be destroy- 
ed by the paying Officer of the station, to which the Pension- 
er belongs, or, if on furlough will be forwarded to the deceas- 
ed’s permanent station; the Pension Certificate, on which 
should be notified the last payment made, and date of decease, 
being forwarded as usual to the Superintendent’s Office. 

12. With a view to the carrying out of the above arrange- 
ment, the names of Pensioners of the 6th, 7th, 8th and 10th 
classes, as well as of all individuals pensioned from Depart- 
ments, other than those individuals for whose transfer to the 
Pension Establishment the Commander-in-Chief’s recommen- 
dation to Government is forwarded by the Adjutant General 
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(and whose names, &c., it has hitherto been the custom to pub- 
lish in G. O. C. C.) shall on their admission to the Pension 
Establishment be published in General Orders, together with 
their class, No. of Pension Certificate, &c. to enable Officers 
to prepare Passports according to form No. 1, appended ; for 
which purpose the Superintendent of Pensions shall, as early 
as practicable, after the receipt of the order of Government, 
forward rolls of all such to the Adjutant General of the Army, 
affording the information required for the above notification. 


18. Inconformity with the foregoing instructions, Section 
I., para. 12, page 4, Pension Regulations, should be modified, 
and para. I, head, “‘ Certificate” page 276, Pay and Audit Re- 
gulations, will hereafter be read as follows, viz. : 


“‘ Individuals transferred to the Pension Establishment are 
not to be allowed to quit the stations, at which they may be, 
prior to the receipt of the General Order directing their trans- 
fer, and Officers charged with the duty of delivering Passports, 
&c., will adopt the earliest measures for the adjustment of the 
Men’s accounts, so as to afford them the option of proceeding 
at once on being struck off the strength of their Corps to their 
Pension stations, communicating the date of delivery of the 
above documents to the Officer in charge of the station, to 
which the Pensioners are directed to proceed. In substitu- 
tion of the usual Passport and Pay Certificate, the Pensioner 
isto be furnished with a Certificate in the following form, 
showing the date up to which pay has been drawn, and whether 
he was detained by order for the adjustment of public de- 
mands, or other equally valid reason and if so, the period of 
detention, and whether difference between Effective and Pen- 
sion pay for that period, or any part of it, has been drawn, as 
prescribed by Regulation (vide para. 2, “ Effective pay’’) this 
Certificate should if possible, be granted on the day of the 
Pensioner’s departure en route to his Pension station, or the 
day preceding it, and dated accordingly, and is invariably to 
be attached to the first abstract on which Pension is drawn.”

_ Para. 1. We transmit herewith three copies of a circular let- 
ter from the War Office, dated the 23d May 1851, No. 1097, 
with its enclosed Warrant of the 8th of the same month, con- 
taining additional regulations relating to the grant of good 
Conduct Pay. 

2. We desire that the advantages conferred by this War- 
rant on the Serjeants and other Non-Commissioned Officers 
of H. M.’s Service if reduced to the ranks may be extended 
under similar circumstances to the Non-Commissioned Offi- 
cers of our European Forces.

I have the honorto transmit to you herewith a copy of 
the Queen’s gracious Warrant, dated the 8th instant for 
extending to the Serjeants and Staff Serjeants of Her Ma- 
jesty’s Army, in the event of their reduction from such Rank, 
the same privileges in regard to Good Conduct Pay and Dis- 
tinctions, as, with the requisite absence of their names from 
the Regimental Defaulter Book, they would be entitled to 
claim had their previous service been-wholly rendered in any 
rank inferior to that of Serjeant. 

_ Her Majesty’s pleasure under the conditions expressed in 
the Warrant is to have effect from and after the date thereof, 
and such claims, under its provisions, as may properly arise

propriate Form and forwarded for my consideration, with the 
usual certified copies of the Records of the services of the 
Claimants, and with a separate certificate from you, in the case 
of each, specifying every successive date on which his name 
has been necessarily enteredin the Regimental Defaulter Book. 
It will aleo be requisite, when the Claimant was enlisted before 
Ist September 1836, and has not hitherto relinquished his 
right to additional Pay for length of service, that his Declara- 
tion of such relinquishment should duly accompany his claim 
for Good Conduct Pay.

G, O. C. C. No. 27, 19th April 1852.—The Commander- 
in-Chief directs that on all occasions when boats may be ne- 
cessary for the service of ‘Troops, and when an Officer of the 
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Quarter Master General’s Department is not present, that a 
European Officer or European Non-Commissioned Officer be 
appointed by the Officer Commanding on the spot, to see 
that the boats are not despatched before they are properly 
loaded.

A. O. No. 10, 16th April 1852.—I. The following is es- 
tablished as the mode of strapping Carbines to the boxes of 
the limbers of the Select Committee or assimilated patterns. 

2. The muzzle of the Carbine to be placed under the left 
strap of the near box, giving the right strap of the near box 
a turn round the Carbine about the second pipe, and the 
left strap of the off box a similar turn round the small of 
the butt just behind the Guard brass, cock downwards and 
opposite the interval between the boxes as much as possible. 


3. The Director Aftillery Depdt will provide drawings* 
showing the mode of securing the Carbine as described above, 
for the use of the Head Quarters of the Horse Brigade, Troops 
of Horse Artillery, and Horse Field Batteries. 


A. O. No. 11, 29th April 1852.—I. The Commandant of 
Artillery directs it to be understood that Half Pay Buglers 
will not hereafter be advanced from that grade unless their 
conduct as well as qualifications be satisfactorily reported on 
by Officers Commanding Battalions. 

2. Reports upon Half Pay Buglers prepared in the sub- 
joined form are to be transmitted (without a letter) to the 
Assistant Adjutant General of Artillery by Officers Com- 
manding Battalions on the lst January and Ist July of each 
year, commencing on the Ist July next. 

8. Any alteration in respect to character which may inter- 
mediately take place is to be reported by letter.

DESPATCH from Lieutenant General H. Godwin, C. B. Commanding 
the Forces in Ava, Arracan and Tenasserim, To C. Allen, Esq., Off- 
- elating Secretary te the Government of India, Foreign Department, 


Sir, 

On my return from Martaban on the 8th of April, I had 
the satisfaction to find the Madras Division had arrived on 
the previous day, so that no time had been lost by my going 
to Martaban. 

It was arranged that during my absence at Moulmein, 
Commodore Lambert should, on the 5th instant, aided by some 
Troops, destroy the stockades on the Rangoon River, which 
had long been troublesome and had fired on the “ Flag of 
Truce” this had been so effectually performed, as to leave 
hardly a sign of where the Stockades had stood. 

I shall now have the satisfaction of acquainting you, for 
the information of the Most Noble the Governor General in 
Council, of the proceedings of this Force, inclusive of the 
Capture of the Great Dagon Pagoda at Rangoon, and the 
consequent fall of all around it. 

' The 9th of April I devoted to making every disposition 
for the landing of the Troops, and to becoming acquainted 
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with the Heads of Departments of the Madras Division. I 
informed the Admiral on the evening of that day, that my 
preparations were complete, and His Excellency proceeded 
up the River the next day, close off Rangoon. On the 11th, 
the Admiral moved opposite the old Town, with the intention 
the next-morning to Bombard the whole line of Stockades on 
both banks of the River ; but some of the Flotilla, getting 
very near the shore, were fired on, which brought on a 
return from our side, and ended in the general destruction of 
the whole line of defences, though the fire of the enemy 
proved fatal to many on board the Shipping. The Admiral 
and Commodore took a most distinguished part in the opera- 
tions, landing and setting fire to all around them. This 
powerful attack, from the Steam-Frigates of both Her Majes- 
ty’s and the Hon’ble Company’s Navy, completely cleared 
the ground for nearly a mile for our landing. On Monday, 
the 12th, at daybreak the Troops were ready, and by about 
7a. mM. I had landed Her Majesty’s 51st Light Infantry, the 
18th Royal Irish, the 40th Bengal Native Infantry, and part 
of my Artillery. The Bengal Guns under Major Reid, were 
ordered to move in advance, covered by four Companies of 
the 5lst Light Infantry. They had not proceeded far, how- 
ever, when on opening some rising ground to our right, Guns 
opened on us, and shortly after skirmishers showed them- 
selves in the jungle. This was anew mode of fighting with the 
Burmese, no instance having occurred last War of their at- 
tacking our flanks, or leaving their Stockades, that I remem- 
ber ever to have taken place. I make this remark as they are 
now not only good shots, but bold in their operations, and 
clever in selecting their ground, and covering themselves. 
Our casualties for the past three days will prove it, our dress 
exposing us, and their garb and color concealing them. 

On looking at the Stockade whence the fire came, I per- 
ceived it was a strong work which used to be called in the last 
war, the ‘“‘ White House” Picquet, a very strong position, and 
just in the way of our advance. A Battery of four guns was 
immediately opened on it by Majors Reid and Oakes the ~ 
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whole being under the command of Lieutenant Colonel Foord, 
Commandant of that Arm. The fire of these guns was very 
effective. A storming party was formed of four Companies of 
the 51st Light Infantry, under Lieutenant Colonel St. Maur, 
with the Madras Sappers under Major H. Fraser, Command- 
ing Engineer, and advanced under cover of ajungle; on get- 
ting through which, the Musketry was so steady and effective 
from the Stockades and adjoining buildings, that a great many 
of our party were killed and wounded ; amongst whom were 
several Officers. I have to deplore the temporary loss of 
Lieutenant Colonel Bogle, the Commissioner of the Tenas- 
serim Provinces, who was very bravely attending the army to 
Witness its operation. Major Fraser took the ladders to the 
stockade most gallantly, and alone mounted the defences of 
the enemy, where his example soon brought around him the 
storming party, which carried the stockade; but at very 
severe loss on our part. 

It was my intention to move on to the main object of our 
operations ; but on looking around me at the complete ex- 
haustion of the storming party, it now being 11 o’clock, un- 
der asun that may be understood, since Major Oakes of the 
Madras Artillery, was strack down by it, at his battery, and 
died. Brevet Major Griffith, Madras Army, whilst convey- 
ing an order, died on the road. Lieut. Colonel Foord Com- 
mandant of Artillery, was nearly a victim to the heat and 
obliged to quit the field. Brigadier Warren and Lieutenant 
Colonel St. Maur also suffered greatly: so that under such 
destruction I resolved to halt where I was, and concentrate 
the force in as strong a position as the country admitted of. 
We were teased by parties of the enemy hovering around us 
till the night closed, when all was quiet under the protection 
of our guns, which had been brought up to the front. 

On Tuesday, the 13th, it was reported the heavy battery 
guns could not be landed, and with me, before the middle of 
that day; and also that rations for the troops could not be 
prepared in time to enable me to advance. I therefore held 


my position till the next morning. 
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His Lordship in Council knows well the spot where I pro- 
posed to force my way into the great Pagoda; and the road I 
was about to move on entirely turned all the defences of this 
real strong hold. The present position of Rangoon is entirely 
altered since the last War, within a few years, the old town, 
which stood on the River bank, has been utterly destroyed, its 
bricks now lying in heaps on its site. A new town has been 
formed about a mile and a quarter from the River, it is nearly 
asquare, with a bund or mud-wall about sixteen feet high, 
and eight broad, a ditch runs along each side of the square, 
and on the North side, where the Pagoda stands, it has been 
very cleverly worked into the defences to which it forms a 
sort of Citadel. The distance from the Pagoda to the South 
entrance of the town is about 3 of a mile and it is something 
more than that breadth from East to West. The old road 
from the River to the Pagoda, comes up to the South Gate 
running through the new town, and it was by this road the 
Burmese had settled that we should attack it,—and where they 
had made every preparation to receive us, having armed the 
defences with nearly a hundred pieces of Cannon, and other 
Missiles, and with a Garrison of at least ten thousand men. 
The attempt to assault on this side, would, I am convinced, 
from the steady way the Burmese defend their works have 
cost us half our Force. 

On Wednesday the 14th, the troops were under arms, at 5 
4. M., all in as fine a temper as ever men were. Our march 
was to the North-west, through thick jungle, four light guns 
9 pdrs., their flanks protected by 2 Companies of H. M. 80th 
Regiment, the rest of the Wing of that Corps following with 
two more guns, and the 18th Royal Jrish and the 40th B.N.I. 
formed the advance. The 5lst L. 1. and the 35th M. N. I. 
were in reserve, the 9th M. N. I. keeping open the commu- 
nication with the Shipping. We proceeded in this order for 
about a mile, when we opened the Great Pagoda, and its fire 
was turned on ue. An excellent position for two guns was 
taken by Major Turton to our a flank—these were left under 
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the command of Major Montgomery, of the Madras Artillery, 
who served them well. The ground to the front getting very 
difficult, barely admitted of the 80th and Royal Irish occu- 
pying it in close order. We had now completely turned 
the enemy’s position, having passed their stockaded town, 
and got opposite the East side of the Great Pagoda—our 
main object. Major Turton informed me that he had a favor- 
able position to place in battery his heavy guns ; but it took 
some time to bring them up—a service in which the Navy 
Brigade, of about 120 men, under the command of Lieutenant 
Dorville, of H. M.’s Frigate “ Fox” assisted by the Artillery, 
rendered their invaluable aid, under a heavy fire of guns and 
wall pieces from the Great Pagoda and town, from which they 
suffered severely: whilst this was going on, the enemy’s Ar- 
tillery had got the range of our crowded position, and their 
skirmishers had somewhat closed on us, and it took 500 men 
to keep down their fire. The practice of the heavy battery, 
under Major Back, was very effective. My intention was to 
have stormed the Pagoda at noon; but ata little after 11, 
Captain Latter, of the Bengal Army, my Interpreter, assured 
me he felt confident from what he could see of the East en- 
trance of the Pagoda, on which our battery was playing, that 
the entrance was clear, and that he was prepared to show the 
way. As our people were dropping fast where we stood, I 
determined on immediate assault. ‘The storming party was 
formed of the Wing of H. M.’s, 80th Regiment under Major 
Lockart, two Companies of the Royal Irish under Lieutenant 
Hewitt, and of two Companies of the 40th B. N. I. under 
Lieutenant White, the whole Commanded by Lieutenant 
Colonel Coote of the 18th R. I.,— Captain Latter accompany- 
ing the party to show the road. The advance to the East 
entrance of the Pagoda was of about 800 yards, which the 
‘Froops crossed in a most steady manner under the fire of the 
walls crowded with the enemy, the remainder of the Force 
following closely. When the storming party reached the 
steps, a tremendous rush was made to the upper terrace, and 
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a deafening cheer told that the Pagoda no longer belonged to 
the Burmese. The enemy ran in confasion from the South- 
ernand Western Gates, where they were met by the fire of the 
Steamers. All the country around has fallen with the Pagoda, 
and, I understand, the one strong post of Kemmendine has 
been abandoned and destroyed. 


In this united service, there has been not only a cordial co- 
operation between the Army and Navy, but so mach good 
heartedness, that their joint efforts have tended to secure 
the rapid success of this Expedition. I cannot presume to 
say of Rear Admiral Austen, C. B. Commanding the Navy, 
more than to express my admiration and respect for his qua- 
lities, and to thank him for his able and never failing assist- 
ance. Commodore Lambert, whose spirit never is at rest 
whilst anything is to be done, and whose heart is ever ready 
to accomplish what he undertakes, has my cordial thanks and 
warmest gratitude. I particularly wish to draw the attention 
of His Lordship in Council to Commander Fishbourne of 
H. M.’s Steamer ‘“‘ Hermes,’”? who from the first fitting out 
of the Expedition in Calcutta to the close of these operations, 
has been indefatigable in assisting in the embarkation of stores 
and Troops, and in removing difficulties, and finding re- 
sources which alone enabled the Expedition to sail at the 
time appointed ; and nothing will give me such satisfaction 
as his aid, were a forward movement to be made hereafter. 


My most difficult task now commences—that of recom- 
mending to the protection of the Governor General in Coun- 
cil a number of brave men, who have had opportunities of 
distinguishing themselves in a service where the utmost emu- 
lation and gallant devotion were shown by all. 


Ibeg the Most Noble the Governor General’s consideration 
of the services of Brigadier Elliott, who was conspicuous in 
every place where he could be useful, of Lieutenant Colonel 
Reignold, who commands the Bengal Brigade, in conse- 
quence of Brigadier Warren’s prostration by the sun, and 
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who has borne a very large share in these operations, includ- 
ing Martaban ; of Lieutenant Colonel Coote of the 18th R. I. 
who commanded the storming party, when he was severely 
wounded; of Lieutenant Colonel ‘Thompson, Commanding 
the 40th Bengal N. I., in the assault; of Major Lockart, 
Commanding the Wing of H. M’s. 80th, on the same occa- 
sion; of Major Fraser, Commanding Engineer of the Force, 
who not only distinguished himself most gallantly at the 
White House Stockade, but whose indefatigable exertions 
have never for a moment ceased ; of Major Turton, who com- 
manded the Artillery, after Lieutenant Colonel Foord’s re- 
tirement from illness, and whose labours in his department 
have been the cause of his suffering, I regret to say, under 
severe indisposition at the present moment; of Majors Reid 
of the Bengal, and Montgomery of the Madras Artillery ; of 
Captain Rundall, Commanding the Sappers and Miners—to all 
of whom I am deeply indebted. 


The Assistant Adjutant General of the Force, Captain 
Mayhew, was every where present during these three days’ 
Operations ; and the assistance he has rendered me on all oc- 
casions has been very valuable. Major Allan, the Assistant 
Quarter Master General, was severely wounded at the 
‘‘ White House” Stockade, since when Major Boulderson, 
my Deputy Judge Advocate General, has been performing 
his duties, and has rendered essential assistance eince the 
Operations commenced. I beg to bring all three to the 
notice of Government. 


The Officers Commanding Brigades have recommended to 
my notice the valuable aid they have received from their 
respective Brigade Majors,—Captain Call of the 18th R. I. 
and Captain Smith of the 13th M. N. I.; and Major Turton 
has brought to my attention the indefatigable exertions of 
Lieutenant Robertson, the Deputy Commissary of Ordnance, 
in landing his Guns and Stores. 


I beg leaye to bring to his Lordship’s notice the assistance 
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Ihave received from my Aides-de-Camp, Lieutenant Chads of 
H. M. 64th Regiment, who was wounded at the “ White 
House’? Stockade, but*did not leave me during the opera- 
tions, and Lieutenant Lambert,‘of the 56th N. 1. who, after 
great exertion, was one of the victims to the sun on that day, 
which obliges him to return ‘to Calcutta, and who will con- 
vey these dispatches. 


In conclusion, I regret that the order of the landing of 
the Troops did not afford me an opportunity of availing my- 
self of the services of the 9th Madras N.I. and 35th M.N.I., 
in the front, but they tended greatly to give freedom to my 
leading column, and will, from their soldierly bearing, doubt- 
less do honor to the distinguished service to which they be- 
long, when they are brought more closely under fire.

Fort William, the 28th April 1852. 


The Governor General of India in Council having failed to 
obtain redress from the Court of Ava for injuries which had 
been inflicted on British subjects, in gross violation of exist- 
ing Treaties, was compelled to declare that reparation should 
be exacted by force of Arms. 

To that end an Expedition was immediately prepared and 
despatched to the Coast, in the hope that a blow promptly 
struck against the Burmese Power might possibly lead toa 
concession of the just and moderate demands advanced by the 
Government of India, and might thus avert the necessity for 
engaging in extended and costly war. 

The Governor General in Council has had the satisfaction 
of publishing, for general information, Despatches, which an- 
nounce the success of the Expedition, in the capture of Mar- 
taban, in the destruction of the formidable defences con- 
structed along the River, and in the assault and occupation 
of the fortifications of Rangoon. 

The Governor General in Council cannot employ terms 
too strong in expressing his unqualified approbation of the 
brilliant service which has thus been performed, and his gra- 
titude to those by whose joint exertions it has been achieved. 

His admiration is dae equally to the perfect cordiality and 
concert with which Navy and Army have acted together, to 
the gallantry which has been conspicuous in the Field, and to 
the fortitude and patience with which all have endured with- 
out a murmur, a fierceness of climate, whose deadly influence 
is unhappily too well attested by the number of those who 
have fallen victims to its effects. 
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The Governor General in Council especially desires to offer 
to the Commander-in-Chief of Her Majesty’s Naval Forces in 
these Seas, his warm acknowledgments of the ready co-opera- 
tion and of the very effective aid which His Excellency has af- 
forded to the Government of India, by the powerful Squadron 
under his command whose operations he has so ably directed, 
and in whose services he has borne so distinguished a part. 


To Lieutenant General Godwin, Commanding the Forces 
in Ava, the Governor General in Council begs leave to ten- 
der his most full and cordial thanks for the manner in which, 
by his intrepidity, his energy and ability, he has brought the 
Military Operations of the Force to their present successful 
issue ; and to congratulate him upon having thus won fresh 
and higher honors upon the same scene on which he former- 
ly gained so much distinction. 


The Governor General in Council has great satisfaction in 
publicly rendering to Commodore Lambert his sincere ac- 
knowledgments of the promptitude with which he gave his 
assistance to the Government of India, of his constant exer- 
tions on its behalf during a trying service, and especially of 
the prominent share he has now borne in the destruction of 
the River defences ; thus materially facilitating the move- 
ments of the squadron and the ultimate success of the attack. 


The best thanks of the Governor General in Council are due 
to Brigadier Elliot, Commanding the Madras Brigade, and to 
Lieutenant Colonel Reignolds who, after having taken a part 
in every operation of the Troops, has assumed the command 
of the Bengal Brigade, from which, illness, which the Gover- 
nor General in Council regrets, has removed Brigadier Warren. 


The Governor General in Council is happy to record his 
appreciation of the essential service rendered by Captain 
Lynch, the Senior Officer of the Indian Navy, to whose ability, 
judgement, and discretion, His Excellency the Rear Admiral 
has borne his testimony on this occasion. 


And his Lordship in Council at the same time desires 
x 
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to mark his sense of the services of Commander Mellersh, 
of Commander Fishbourne, by whose aid the Government 
has largely profited, of Commander Tarleton, Commander 
Luard, Lieutenant Rice R. N., Captain Niblett of H.C. S. 
‘‘Phlegethon” and of Surgeon Minter, whose personal exer- 
tions have been severally commended by His Excellency. 


The Governor General in Council has to add his marked 
acknowledgments of the valuable assistance afforded during 
the attack on the land defences of Rangoon by Lieut. Dorville 
R. N. and the Naval Brigade under his orders. 


The Governor General in Council has further remarked 
with gratification the distinguished conduct of Captain 
Brooking of H.C. Steamer ‘ Proserpine.” His Lordship in 
Council wishes to express his warm approbation of conduct 
which has elicited the applause, both of the Admiral, and of 
the General who witnessed it. 

The conspicuous gallantry of Major Fraser, Command- 
ing the Engineers, and his indefatigable exertions since the 
expedition was resolved upon, more especially in the field, 
command the highest praise and the best thanks of the 
Supreme Government.

tive Infantry; to Lieutenant Colonel Johnson, of 26th Madras 
Native Infantry; and to Major Lockhart, of Her Majesty’s 
80th Regiment; to Captain Mayhew, Deputy Adjutant Gene- 
ral, whose value is specially remarked ; to Captain Allan De- 
puty Quarter Master General; to Captain Call, and Captain 
Smith, Brigade Majors; to Lieutenant Robertson, Deputy 
Commissary of Ordnance ; to Captain Gillespie, who led the 
assault at Martaban, and Captain Campbell of H. M. 18th; to 
Captain Rundall, Commanding Madras Sappers and Miners ;

A. O. No. 12, 8th May, 1852.—I. Commanding Officers of 
Artillery at all stations are responsible that men of the Regi- 
ment on leave of absence at their several stations, quit them 
in sufficient time to allow of their rejoining their Corps or 
detachments by the expiration of their leave. 


A, O. No. 18, 10th May, 1852.—-V. The publication of 
the despatches announcing the fall of Rangoon on the 14th 
ultimo affords the Brigadier Commandant of Artillery the 
opportunity of diecharging a pleasing duty in offering on be- 
half of the Regiment, the hearty congratulations of all its 
ranks to those of their comtades employed in the expedition, 
for the effective service they have been enabled to afford on 
the occasion. 


®. The Brigadier Commandant of Artillery in lamenting 
ol 
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the loss to the Regiment on the occasion, has especially to 
deplore the death of Major Oakes, an officer 80 conspicuous 
for his zeal as repeatedly to have elicited the commendation 
of the Honorable Court of Directors, and of the highest Au- 
thorities in India. The Commandant of Artillery feels he 
can best serve his memory by calling to those who are now 
rising in the service to emulate him in those qualities, ener- 
gy and industry, which in his case have resulted in much 
benefit to the service at large but especially to his own Regi- 
ment. 


3. Major Oakes during his career served as a Riding Mas- 
terin the Horse Artillery, Adjutant of the Horse Brigade, 
Assistant Adjutant General of the Regiment, and as Direc- 
tor of the Artillery Depot, and died at last zealously discharg- 
ing his duty, commanding his Battery in engagement with 
the enemy. 

4. The Commandant of Artillery directs the publication of 
the report by Major Back of the part taken in the operations 
by the Division of the Madras Artillery under his Command.

SIR, 


I have the honor to report for the information of the Bri- 
gadier Commandant of Artillery, the operations of the Ma- 
dras Artillery under my Command at the taking of the White 
House Stockade, an outwork, on the 12th, and of Rangoon 
on the 14th Instant. 

The Madras Artillery disembarked from the H. E. I. Co.’s 
Steamer “ Berenice,’’ as fast as the few boats available would 
admit of, on the morning of the 12th Instant ; Major Oakes 
Commanding the A Company 4th Battalion received orders 
to advance with his two 24 Pdr. Howitzers as soon as they 
could be mounted, and to leave his 9 Pdr. Guns to follow. 
This he did, and arrived in front of the White House Stock- 
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ade, which had in the mean time been attacked ; most oppor- 
tunely, as the ammunition of the Bengal Artillery Battery 
(viz. 2-24 Pdr. Howitzers and 2-9 Pdr. Guns) was then al- 
most expended, Major Oakes drew up in line with the Ben- 
gal Battery and opened his fire, which he continued until 
his ammunition was also expended ;—The Bengal Battery 
had in the interim withdrawn out of fire. When Major 
Oakes’ ammunition was almost expended, the Infantry 
were ordered to the front, and the Stockade was taken by 
storm. After the taking of the Stockade there was a great 
deal of skirmishing throughout the afternoon, when Captain 
Cooke was observed by me to be throwing Rockets with con- 
siderable precision, he having been appointed to the Rocket. 
Battery for the day. ‘Towards dusk the Enemy who had not 
for some time made their appearance, showed themselves in 
front of our camp, but a few rounds of Canister caused them 
to disperse. That night the Force bivouacked on an open 
plain without tents or covering of any description for officers 
or men. During the night the Enemy fired once on the 
Camp with musketry but did not otherwise molest us. The 
Force remained on the same ground and similarly exposed 
until Wednesday morning, the 14th Instant, the whole of 
Tuesday having been devoted to disembarking and taking 
into Camp four 8 inch Iron Howitzers required for the at- 
tack of the great Stockade round the Shuay Dagon Pagoda 
at Rangoon. On Wednesday morning, soon after daybreak, 
the Force moved on; a Wing of II. M. 80th Regiment with 
four Guns of Major Montgomery’s Battery forming the ad- 
vance, covered by skirmishers. After a short time, Major 
Montgomery brought one 9 Pdr. Gun and one 24 Pdr. how- 
itzer into a favourable position and opened his fire at a dis- 
tance of about 700 yards from the Stockade. After firing a 
few rounds, Major Montgomery left those pieces under 
charge of 2d Lieutenant Lloyd, who, I am happy to say, Ma- 
jor Montgomery reports, as having kept up a well directed 
and spirited fire from them during the whole time the action 
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lasted. Major Montgomery then placed the other three 9 
Pounders of his battery in another position about a quarter of 
a mile to the right of the first one. Lieutenants Taylor and 
Blair, had each of them charge of a piece in this position, 
which they served with precision and effect. 

The D Company 3d Battalion of Artillery with two 24 
Pdr. Howitzers and two 9 Pdr. Guns under command of . 
Captain Cooke being in reserve were not engaged through- 
out the day although for some time under the enemy’s 
fire. 


I was in command of the four 8 inch iron Howitzer Batte- 
ry manned by the Bengal Artillery, which was ordered to 
follow in rear of the European Infantry. At about BA. 
M. we were called to the front, and after great exertions suc- 
ceeded in getting the heavy Howitzers into position at about 
10 a. m., when we immediately opened fire against the great 
Stockade which we continued for about an hour and a half 
under a very galling and well directed fire from the Enemy. 
The Stockade was stormed and taken at about noon. 

I have the greatest pleasure in recording that the gallantry 
and endurance, under fatigue, of the men fully equalled my 
expectations ; for four days the labor and privation they under- 
went were very severe, exposed to an intense sun during the 
day and to heavy dews at night without covering. This 
however was borne with cheerfulness by all ranks. 


I must not omit to mention that but for the valuable assist- 
ance of Lieutenant Dorville of H. M.S. “ Ratéler’”’ witha 
party of 120 Seamen we could scarcely have got the heavy 
Howitzers into position; and to them also we are chiefly in- 
debted for disembarking them on the previous day. I can- 
not sufficiently express my admiration of their courage, exer- 
tions, and endurance. | 

J may here state that the operations of Wednesday were 
under the direction of Major Turton of the Bengal Artillery, 
Lieutenant Colonel Foord, having on Monday after the Artil- 
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lery had ceased their first fire, experienced a Coup de soleil, 
from the effect of which he had not recovered in time for 
him to join in the action on Wednesday. 


To Major Montgomery, I feel under deep obligation for 
the assistance he afforded me during and since this affair, and 
for the able and gallant manner in which he took into action 
and fought the Light Field Battery. 


The Madras Artillery has experienced a great loss in the 
demise of Major A. F. Oakes, a most zealous and experien- 
ced Officer. He fought his guns until his ammunition was 
expended, when he was struck down by a Coup de soleil, 
from the effects of which he died the same evening. It 
would be presumptuous on my part to expatiate on the cha- 
racter and qualifications of an Officer so well known to the 
Brigadier Commandant and his brother Officers ; suffice it to 
say therefore, that he died as he had lived, in the energetic 
discharge of his duties. 


I particularly desire to bring to notice the gallant conduct 
of Captain Scott, Brigade Major to the Artillery, and Lieute- 
nant Harrison, the only Officers of the Madras Artillery, 
who were in the Bengal Artillery Heavy Howitzer Battery 
with me. The former though not attached to my Battery, 
. OF in any way under my command, I frequently observed 
encouraging the Artillerymen under a heavy fire, and the 
latter, the Adjutant of the Madras Artillery, most active in 
pointing and commanding one of the 8 inch Howitzers. -

The sentiments of the Right Honorable the Governor in 
Council at Madras, on the death of Major Oakes were express-

‘In nominating a successor to Major Oakes as Director of 
“the Artillery Depot, the Right Honorable the Governor in 
“Council desires to express the deep regret with which he 
‘has received the report of that Officer’s death.” 
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“ Major Oakes’ whole course of Service was distinguished 
“by the singular activity and unceasing labor with which he 
“ devoted himself to every subject belonging to his profession, 
“rendering his death a loss not only to his immediate Regi- 
“ment, but to the Service at large.” 

‘Major Oakes died, as he had lived, in the energetic dis- 
“ charge of his duty.”’ 


The estimation in which the services of Major Oakes were 
held by the Brigadier Commandant of Artillery will be found 
recorded in A. O. No. #3 dated 10th May 1852, Page 271, 
Artillery Records.

“this class of women (Widows) to be permitted to reside in

would observe that the continuance of the Government al-

the date of the Soldiers’ death, and that no extension of that 
period can be authorized.

GENERAL OrpDER BY THE Most NoBLE THE GOVERNOR 
GENERAL OF INDIA IN COUNCIL. 


Fort William, 28th May, 1852. 


No. 341, of 1852.—By the terms of G. O. G.G.,* dated 20th 
March 1851, Officers are permitted, under certain specified 
conditions, to be absent from their stations for 30 days, 
irrespective of muster, once between the Ist January, and 
the 30th June, and once between the Ist July, and 3lst De- 
cember, in each year. 

2d. Under that rule, it is not permitted that Officers 
should be absent from their stations on the Ist of January, or 
Ist July. 

3d. Atthe recommendation of His Excellency the Com- 
mander-in-Chief, the Most Noble the Governor General in 
Council is pleased to relax the rule in the case of Officers 
who may, under obvious necessity, require such leave bond 
fide, to proceed to stations other than those at which they 
may be quartered, for the purpose of undergoing examina- 
tions in the native languages before the half-yearly Commit- 
tees. 

On such occasions, the presence of Officers at the musters of 
the lst January, and Ist July, will be specially dispensed with.

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MEMORANDA REGARDING THE ATTACKS ON MARTABAN 
ON THE 15TH APRIL AND 26rH AND 28TH MAY, 1852. 


(To accompany Plan of Mariaban, Plate 5. ) 


On the morning of the 15th of April about half past twelve, 
the Burmese appeared in force on the plateau marked I, at 
the same time parties of the enemy attacked our pickets 2, 
3, placed on the right and left of the Camp. 


324 Pdr. Howiteers, Lhe Light Field Battery as per margin, — 
nee ae was drawn up in position on the ground 
where the Artillery Gun shed now stands, and as soon as the 
guns opened fire, the Burmese retired to the party which 
was attacking the picquet on the right, No. 2; the enemy 
kept up a continued fire from jingals and muskets until half 
past three. When the Burmese were driven from our front 
1-9 Pdr. Gun and 1-24 Pdr. Howitzer were thrown forward 
to the right, so as to bear upon the party attacking the right 
picket, and 1-9 Pdr. Gun was moved to the left to assist the 
left picket. 


The ground would not admit of placing more guns in these 
positions. 


When this attack was made, there had been no time to 
stockade the place. 


The Stockade round the camp (which includes the Pla- 
teau 1) was completed towards the end of April, and it having 
been resolved not to occupy the Pagoda Hill, the following 
pieces of Ordnance were placed in position so as to command 
all the approaches to the place.

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The West or river face and a portion of the South face 
are protected by an old brick wall surrounded by a stock- 
ade or rather parapet, with an abattis in front, and the gates 
on the faces are covered by large masonry traverses. 


The North and East faces have an enceinte of simple 
stockade, and receive additional strength from the marshy 
ground in their front. On the river face 14 Guns, 3 and 
6 Pounders, were mounted. The total number in the stock- 
ade being 30 Guns and 6 jingals. On the salient point 
opposite the town, a stockade mounting 12 Guns and 16 
jingals was erected, so as to bring a heavy fire on the ap- 
proach to the town by the river, but the main stronghold of 
the enemy was a mud Fort judiciously placed at a narrow 
bend of the river, and fortified with great care—three sides 
being protected by a wet ditch 36 feet wide and 6 feet deep, 
and the remaining side following the course of the river at 
a distance of about 10 yards from high-water mark. This 
Fort is built of mud, well rammed, and is furnished with a 
regular banquette and steps to mount the parapet; traverses 
are built on the river face to protect it from enfilade fire— 
these traverses are of mud revetted with planking. In the 
centre of the Fort a large Tank has been excavated, and the 
Bund surrounding it cut into a regular parapet, so as to 
form an intrenchment across the Fort facing towards the 
West. The Ramparts are 18 feet high, and on them are 
mounted 16 Guns and anumber of jingals. This Fort is 
remarkable on account of its differing so much from the 
ordinary fortifications of the Burmese, its section bearing a 
resemblance to that of an European Field work, and the gates 
being all covered by large earthen traverses. The three 
stockades form a very strong position as they naturally afford 
each other a strong flanking fire, and being entirely isolat- 
ed, require to be taken in detail.

RULES FOR THE GUIDANCE OF SCHOOLS IN THE EURO- 
PEAN PORTION OF THE CORPS OF ABTILLERY. 


G. O. G. No. 143, 23d July 1852.—The Right Honorable 
the Governor in Council directs the publication of the fol- 
lowing revised rules for the maintenance of Schools in the 
European portion of the Corps of Artillery, to have effect 
from the lst Proximo. 

The establishment will consist of— 

3 School Master Serjeants (Effective). 
2 Serjeants Effective, in substitution of the 
‘School Master Serjeante” of the Establishments 
5 First Assistants 4 of the 2d and 4th Battalions, so long as those Bat- 
talions remain at the Mount. 
3 (Non-Effective) ) for any of whom School 
10 Second Assistants (all Non Effective,) f Mistresses may be sub- 
stituted, to be formed into a Department in order that the Services 
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of the individuals composing it may be made available wherever re- 
quired, the nominations to and promotions in which are to made by 
the Commandant of Artillery. 

The teachers are to be borne as hitherto upon the Rolls 
of their respective Corps and returned “ on Command School 
Department”—their pay and staff salaries are to be drawn 
by the Senior Artillery Officer at the station at which they 
may be employed.

Books and Stationery will be provided under the pro- 
visions of G. O. G. 10th June 1851, No. 113 on Indents by 
the Head Master of each School. 

These regulations are not to affect the allowances of the 
present School Master Serjeants of the 2d and 4th Battalions, 
who are to be made available on their present staff salaries 
of 20 Rupees per Mensem, in places which it is intended 
shall hereafter be occupied by the lst Assistant School 
Masters.

2. The difference between the above charge and the actual 
cost to Government of the Rum, shall be credited to a gener- 
al fund, from which a monthly allowance will be made to Can- 
teens in proportion to the established strength of Corps.

2. At the same time Major Hall tenders his best thanks to 
Lieutenant Purvis and the Detachment Artillery under his 
Command, whose excellent service at the guns, prevented 
the enemy from assembling near us in strong bodies ; to Cap- 
tain Stewart and his Detachment of the 49th Regiment N. I. 
who pursued them in skirmishing order until they discover- 
ed their stronghold, when it was necessary to return for a re- 
inforcement ; to Captain Rickards who proceeded with rein- 
forcements composed of a Detachment of H. M.’s 5lat K. O. 
L. I. under Captain Anderson, and a Detachment of the 49th 
Regiment N. I. under Captain Coxwell, but whose arrival to 
route the enemy was unfortunately anticipated by the Gun 
Boats of the “ Feroze;” and to all Officers and men engaged 
on that day.

GENERAL ORDER BY THE Most NoBLE THE GOVERNOR 

GENERAL OF INDIA IN CoUNCIL. 

Fort William, 24th September, 1852. 

No. 580 of 1852.— Under instructions from the Honorabie 
the Court of Directors, communicated in paras. 14 to 16, of 
their Military Letter to the Governor of the Presidency of 
Fort William in Bengal, No. 123, dated 5th November 1851, 
the Most Noble the Governor General of India in Council is 
pleased to abolish the rule by which a full Surgeon is appoint- 
ed, as a matter of course, to each Brigade or Battalion of 
Artillery. 


2. In future, no posting of a Surgeon toa Brigade or Bat- 
talion of Artillery shall be made at any of the Presidencies 
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unless an adequate medical charge of that arm be available 
for him at a Station where Artillery are permanently located. 
Artillery thus assembled together must (to form an adequate 
medical charge for a Surgeon) consist substantially of two 
European or three Native Companies, or of one European and 
two Native Companies, or of the Head Quarters and a Eu- 
ropean Troop of a Brigade of Horse Artillery. Any smaller 
Detachment with or without the Head Quarters of a Brigade 
or Battalion of Artillery, must form an extra charge of a 
Medical Officer already at the Station where it is located, ex- 
cept in circumstances under which the Commander-in-Chief 
may, according to existing rules or usage, nominate an As- 
sistant Surgeon on the usual head money, without Staff sala- 
ry, toa Troop of Horse Artillery, or to a Light Field Bat- 
tery and Company of Foot Artillery so situated. 

3. When Artillery are employed on Field Service, one or 
more Surgeons may be attached, at the discretion of the Com-~ - 
mander-in-Chief, with general reference, when circumstances 
admit of it, to the preceding rule. 

4, But at an Army Station, where the Artillery present 
does not exceed the strength of a Brigade or Battalion, the 
Senior Surgeon should have medical Charge of the whole of 
the Artillery there located whether Horse or Foot, the Assist- 
ant Surgeons attached to Troops and Companies doing duty 
under him as in Regiments of European Infantry, and if in 
course of the relief, &c., the Head Quarters of a Second Bri- 
gade or Battalion should be ordered to such Station, a Sur- 
geon will not be required to accompany them. 

5. The Surgeons of Artillery drawing staff salary under. 
these rules, will as at present, receive also head money for the 
Kuropean Artillery under their medical charge at the usual 
rate of (25) twenty-five per hundred Europeans per mensem. 

6. The General Orders by the Commander-in-Chief, dated 
21st September 1827, and 28th November 1842, which direct 
Medical Officers of Brigades and Battalions, to retain separate

DESPATCHES REPORTING THE CAPTURE AND OCCUPATION 
OF THE CITY OF PROME. 


Fort Saint George, 4th November, 1852. 


The Right Honorable the Governor in Council directs the 
te-publication at this Presidency of the following General 
Orders by the Most Noble the Governor General of India in 


Council. 


GENERAL OrpeERS BY THE Most NosBLe THE GOVERNOR 
GENERAL OF INDIA IN COUNCIL. 


Fort William, Foreign Department. 
The 23d October, 1852. 


The Most Noble the Governor General in Council has 
much satisfaction in publishing for general information, des- 
patches received from Commodore Lambert and from Major 
General Godwin, which report the capture and occupation of 
the City of Prome, after some resistance, and with compara- 
tively trifling loss. 

The steam squadron and the boats of Her Majesty’s ships 
conveying the troops upon the Irrawaddy, anchored off Prome 
on the 9th of October. A fire from the shore was silenced by 
the fire of the steamers, and of the boats. The Troops hav- 
ing been landed, drove the enemy, some three or four thou- 


sand strong, from the suburbs; and on subsequently advan- 
zl 
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cing to the great Pagoda, and to the heights beyond, they 
found the position wholly abandoned by the Burman force. 


The Governor General in Council desire to express, in the 
strongest terms, his obligations to Commodore Lambert, for 
the care, the energy, and unwearied zeal, which he has shown, 
in directing the naval preparations for advance, and which 
have conduced so largely to the early and successful renewal 
of operations in the field. 


His Lordship in Council begs to offer his thanks to Captain 
Loch, and to Commander Shadwell, for their conduct of the 
service on the River; and to Commander Rice, for his direc- 
tion of the body of seamen upon shore. 


His thanks are also due to Commander Campbell, of the 
Indian Navy, whose merit has been acknowledged by the 
Commodore. 


The Governor General in Council has viewed, with high 
approbation, the services of the Officers and men, who, upon 
this occasion, and for several months past have been employ- 
ed in boats upon the river, subjected to severe exposure, and 
engaged in harassing duties, which they have performed with 
the utmost alacrity and cheerfulness, and with conspicuous 
advantage to the public service. 


To the Officers, seamen, and marines of Her Majesty's 
ships of the Indian Navy, and of the Bengal Marine, who 
have been serving upon the Irrawaddy, and to Commander 
Tarleton, who long commanded them, the Governor General 
in Council is desirous of offering his hearty thanks. 


The Governor General in Council has in like manner to 
assure Major General Godwin, of the satisfaction with which 
he has viewed the skill and judgment by which the Major 
General enabled the Troops to obtain possession of an impor- 
tant post, without delay, and with but hittle loss. 

To Major Mayhew, Deputy Adjutant General; to Major 
Allen, Deputy Quarter Master General ; to Captain Smith, 
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Interpreter, to Captain Burne, Military Secretary, and Cap- 
tain Chads, A. D. C., the Governor General in Council 
tenders his thanks. 

Especially to Captain Christie and to Captain Welsh, of 
Her Majesty’s 80th Regiment, for the gallant manner in 
which they led their men to the attack, and to all the Officers, 
Non-Commissioned Officers, and Soldiers of the Force, the 
Governor General in Council desires to give assurance of his 
cordial approbation. 

While thus congratulating the Naval and Military Forces 
on the first result of their advance, the Governor General in 
Council feels it to be due to the memory of an old and gallant 
Sailor, that he should add a public expression of the deep 
regret, with which he has received intimation of the death of 
His Excellency the Commander-in-Chief of Her Majesty’s 
Ships in the Indian Seas. 

Although Admiral Austen did not survive to witness the 
successful conclusion of the operations in which he had shared, 
the Governor General in Council desires to record his admi- 
ration of the stanch, high spirit, which, notwithstanding his 
age, and previous suffering, had led the Rear Admiral to take 
his part in the trying service which has closed his carcer. 

His Excellency Rear Admiral Austen, has afforded to the 
Government of India, at all times, a cordial and constant aid. 

The Governor General in Council has been grateful for his 
services, and laments his death.

From Major General H. Godwin, Commanding Army of Bur- 
mah, to C. Allen, Esquire, Secretary to the Government of 
India, Foreign Department, dated Prome, 12th October, 
1852. 


SIR, 


The Governor General in Council was aware of my inten- 
tion, at the proper season, when the monsoon here had in 
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some measure subsided, to break up the Army at Rangoon 
and remove its Head Quarters to Prome. 

I have now the honor to inform you that the Ist Division 
of this Force is in possession of that City. 

After some weeks of preparation, the embarkation com- 
menced on the 16th of September, and the Ist Division, 
amounting to 2,300 men, and consisting of one Company of 
the Madras Foot Artillery with two 24-pounder Howitzers 
and four 9-pounder Guns, H. M.’s 18th Royal Irish, H. M.’s 
80th Regiment, the 35th Regiment Madras N. I., and 119 
Sappers, were all on board by the 25th idem. 


The Flotilla arrived off Prome on the morning of the 9th 
of October; each Ship was cannonaded from a projecting 
point on the Hills as it rounded to the City with very little 
effect. This fire was returned with much spirit by the 
Steamers. 


The weather here is so intensely hot, that I disembarked 
the Artillery under Brigadier Foord, H. M.’s 80th Regiment, 
under Lieutenant Colonel Hutchinson, with the Sappers un- 
der Lieutenant Allen, on the evening of the same day, and 
by sunrise the next morning the 18th Royal Irish, under 
Lieutenant Colonel Coote, and the 35th Madras N. I. under 
Lieutenant Colonel Apthorpe. 


The Enemy, consisting of three or four thousand men, oc- 
cupied a very fine position on a range of Hills about a thou- 
sand yards east from the point where they first opened fire 
commanding the Town and the large Pagoda which they also 
occupied. 

The Troops were landed in the evening, in a suburb to the 
north of and beyond the Town. I then ordered them to ad- 
vance towards the position I had selected for the night, when 
upon the head of the column approaching a dry nullah di- 
viding the suburb from the Town, a very smart fire of mus- 
ketry and jinjals was simultaneously opened from some jun- 
gle and houses on our left, and a small Pagoda in our front. 
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The Grenadiers of H. M.’s 80th Regiment, under Captain 
Christie, immediately advanced at the double towards the 
Pagoda, and a party, consisting of two Companies of the 
same Regiment under Captain Welsh, and accompanied by 
Brigadier Reignolds, were detached to the left, and in a very 
short time most gallantly drove the Enemy out of their posi- 
tion, with the loss of only one man killed and a few wound- 
ed, Captain Welsh’s party bringing in a jinjal. 

The Grenadiers of the 80th Regiment kept possession of 
the Pagoda, which I made the right of my position, and the 
Troops had excellent cover during the night, which was pas- 
sed in perfect quietude. 


The following morning, when the remainder of the Troops 
were landed, I advanced through the Town in a direction I 
had determined upon the day before, from plans of the place 
in my possession, covered by the Flank Companies of the 
18th Royal Irish and H. M.’s 80th Regiments, and two 24- 
pounder Howitzers, which were drawn by a party of Sailors 
under Commander Rice, of H. M.S. Hastings. Upon our 
advanced guard reaching the Pagoda, it found that the ene- 
my had abandoned that position, as well as the heights be- 
yond it, leaving in our possession an entirely evacuated Town, 
overrun with thick and rank vegetation, and, I regret to add, 
abounding in swamps. 


It is evident that the enemy expected our force to land and 
advance up the direct road to the Pagoda, along which they 
had erected two or three small breast-works as well as re- 
moving the planking of several wooden bridges, leading to 
the Pagoda and the heights beyond it, but landing at the 
point we did, not only gave us an excellent road, but at the 
same time completely turned their position, rendering it im- 
possible for them to hold it. 


I have been for a long time aware of the assemblage of a 
large force about ten miles East of Prome, and at which place 
they also had a very formidable force in the last war, which 
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took Sir Archibald Campbell several days to disperse. I 
have ascertained from very good authority that they have 
now about 18,000 men well posted in two or more stockades. 


It is not my intention to disturb them at present in any 
way, as by their concentration at that place, the fine force 
now assembling here, will have an opportunity of striking a 
blow, which may put an end to much future opposition. It 
was on this Burmese Army, that the enemy retreated from 
Prome, upon our entering it. The bravery and alacrity of 
the Troops on this occasion was as conspicuous as it ever Is. 


His Lordship’s thanks are deserved by Captain Christie of 
H. M.'s 80th Regiment, for the gallant manner in which he 
led his Company to the attack and capture of the small Pa- 
goda in our front, and to Captain Welsh, who, with two 
Companies of his Regiment, drove the enemy out of their 
position on our left. 


The General Staff, Major Mayhew, Deputy Adjutant Ge- 
neral; Major Allan, Deputy Quarter Master General; Cap- 
tain Smith, Interpreter to the Force; as also my personal 
Staff, Captain Burne, Military Secretary, and Lieutenant 
Chads, Aid-de-Camp, were active in rendering me every as- 
sistance. 


Brigadier General Sir John Cheape, Commanding the 
Bengal Division, came up to Prome with the portion of his 
Division, embarked, and was present throughout the whole 
of these operations, and I have great satisfaction in being en- 
abled to leave him in Command, upon my return to Rangoon, 
where I am required, and for which place I shall leave this 
to morrow. 

I leave Major Fraser, of the Engineers; and Major Allan, 
Deputy Quarter Master General, at Prome, to carry out the 
necessary arrangements for the reception of the Regiments 
which will hereafter arrive. 

To Commodore Lambert, your Lordship is deeply indebt- 
ed for the unremitting exertions; calling forth all possible 
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resources, and anxious solicitude, which have accomplished 
the conveyance of the Force to its destination, up this noble, 
but most difficult to be navigated, river. To Commander 
Rice, for the exertions of himself, and men under his Com- 


mand, I feel greatly indebted,

The senior Regimental Officer at each station, 
with whom rests the practical management of the School, 
will regulate the hours of attendance and all other arrange- 
ments. 

Rue 2. The subjects for the examinations of Candi- 
dates, and of Masters, with the standard of qualifications in 
each, are exhibited in the subjoined table.

Rue 3. Observation.—Superiority of attainments is not 
at all times a sure test of qualifications for teaching. A per- 
son of less extended attainments, may possess the faculty of 
imparting knowledge, in a higher degree than another. It 
may not at all times be practicable to give effect to this view 
on the first appointment of candidates to the department, 
but improvement in this particular is expected as a recom- 
mendation for promotion. 


Rute 4. Examinations of as many men in each Troop 
or Company, as may offer themselves as Candidates for em- 
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ployment in the School Department, are to take place in the 
months of January and July of each year; forms of reports 
for these examinations, will be provided by the Assistant 
Adjutant General of Artillery: applications for the number 
required are to be despatched so as to reach the Assistant 
Adjutant General’s Office by the 15th of December and June 
respectively. The Commanding Officer will of course at 
once reject any applicant, whose temper, morals or general 
conduct, renders him an unfit example to children, but if un- 
exceptionable in these respects, he is to be carefully examin- 
ed in the several subjects specified in Rule 2. 


Rue 5. Examinations for the situation of Schoolmis- 
tress will be made as vacancies occur; their qualifications 
are not required to be beyond those prescribed for 2nd As- 
sistants. They are expected to be able to instruct the Girls 
in plain needlework. | 


Rue 6. Whenever practicable, the Clergyman of the 
station is to be invited to conduct the examinations. Should 
his assistance not be available, a Committee is to be specially 
convened for the purpose. A copy of these orders is, in 
every case, to be laid before the examiners for their informa- 


tion and guidance. 


Rute 7. In event of a candidate misconducting himself 
after transmission of the examination reports, an immediate 
report of the circumstance is to be made direct to the Assis- 
tant Adjutant General of Artillery. 


Rute 8. Reports upon the whole of the Schoolmasters 
and Mistresses are to be forwarded to the Assistant Adjutant 
General of Artillery annually on the Ist January ; litho- 
graphed forms for which, will be supplied by the Assistant 
Adjutant General of Artillery. It is particularly requested 
that the report upon the abilities of the teachers and the 
manner in which they fill their situations, may, in all practi- 


cable cases, be made in communication with the Chaplain, 
AQ 
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and any observations which he may desire to make regarding 
them, though not provided for in the columns, will always be. 
gladly received. 


Rute 9. Promotions to Ist Assistants, Serjeants Ist As- 
sistants and Schoolmaster Serjeants, will, as a general rule, 
be made by seniority in the Department, but, should it oc- 
cur that there is anything exceptionable in the conduct or 
habits of the individual whose turn it is for promotion, or 
that he has not attained to the standard of qualifications re- 
quired by these rules, he may be passed over; and should 
none under him be qualified, an efficient man from the Can- 
didates, for employment in the Department, may be nomina- 
ted at once to the vacant situation. 


Rute 10. The Masters are regularly to accompany the 
children to Church, and lead them by example and precept 
to due attention to Divine Worship. | 


Rue 11. Every means is to be taken to raise the cha- 
racter of the Schools and of the teachers. The Schoolmas- 
ter Serjeants and Serjeants Ist Assistants will be distinguish- 
ed by the chrevrons of Staff Serjeants, other Ist Assistants 
by those of Serjeants, and the 2nd Assistants by those of 
Corporals.

A. O. No. 18, 16th November, 1852.—1, Names of men of 
indifferent character having been submitted to Artillery Head 
Quarters, with recommendations by Commanding Officers for 
employment in the Department of Public Works, and under 
the Superintendent of Roads, the Brigadier Commandant of 
Artillery directs that as required by para. 15, page 9, of rules 
for Warrant and Non-Commissioned Staff, General Regula- 
tions of the Army, no man who has been convicted by Court 
Martial, or been twice entered in the Regimental Defaulter 
Book, within one year, is to be recommended for any ap- 
pointment until the expiration of 5 years from date of such 
conviction, or second entry in the Regimental Defaulter Book. 
One entry in the Regimental Defaulter Book, is in like man- 
ner to exclude a man for a period of 2 years. 


A. O. No. 19, 19th November, 1852.—I. All movements 


of Troops, Companies and Dctachments are to be reported 
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by the Officer Commanding the Artillery at the station which 
they leave, to the Officer Commanding the Artillery at the 
station to which they may be proceeding. 


2. All arrivals and departures of men of the Regiment at 
or from stations occupied by Artillery, are to be reported by 
the Officer under whose immediate charge they may be, to 
the Head Quarters of the Corps to which they belong. 


3. In addition to the foregoing, all departures of men 
from one station to another occupied by Artillery (but not 
by the Head Quarters of their Corps) are to be intimated to 
the Officer Commanding the Detachment of their Corps at 
the station to which they are proceeding, or, in case of no 
portion of their Corps being located there, to the Officer 
Commanding the Artillery, and all arrivals at their destina- 
tion, of men who have quitted a Troop or Company detached 
from its Regimental Head Quarters on leave or duty, are to 
be reported to the Officer Commanding such Troop or Com- 
pany. 

4. The arrivals and departures of men of the Foot Artil- 
lery attached to do duty with the Horse Brigade, but tempo- 
rarily absent from the Brigade, for any cause, are to be inti- 
mated to the Officer Commanding the Brigade as well as 
to the Officer Commanding the Battalion to which they 


belong. 


5. Whenever any individual may be detained at a station 
on his route, the circumstances of such detention and of his 
subsequent departure, are always to be reported to the Head 
Quarters of the Corps to which he belongs (and if he be at- 
tached to do duty with another Corps, to the Head Quarters 
of that Corps also) and to the Officer Commanding the De- 
tachment which he is proceeding to join; with this exception 
no reports of individuals passing through stations en route,

Th attention of all Of- 
ficers Commanding Corps and Detachments is called to para. 2, 
page 284, of the General Regulations of the Army, in grant- 
ing leave of absence to their men; also to para. 3 of the same 
Regulation, and to A. O. No. 10, 1850, dated 17th Septem- 
ber, 1850, having reference thereto, directing that in cases of 
leave being granted so as to cause the absence of men from 
the Annual Inspection or during the season of Drill, a report 
of the very urgent circumstances, in consideration of which it 
is granted, be made to Artillery Head Quarters.

RULES RELATIVE TO THE SUPPLY OF MALT LIQUORS TO 
CANTEENS OF EUROPEAN REGIMENTS. 


G. O. G. No. 33, 15th February, 1853.—The Right Ho- 
norable the Governor in Council is pleased to approve of the 
following rules relative to the supply of Malt Liquors to 
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Canteens of European Regiments through the Commissariat 
Department, and to the price at which Rum or Arrack is to 
be sold hereafter. 

Ist. Ale and Porter will be imported from England and 
kept under charge of the Commissariat Department at the 
risk of the State, for issue to Canteens of European Corps 
in the Madras Presidency. 

2d. Commanding Officers of Regiments will furnish Com- 
missariat Officers of Divisions annually on the Ist May with 
Statements of the probable number of hogsheads of Ale and 
Porter that will be required for their Canteens during the 
following year. Copies of these Statements are to be sent 
by the Commissariat Officers of Divisions to the Commissary 
General without delay for transmission to the Home Autho- 
Titles. 

3d. On the arrival of Malt Liquor at Madras, it will be 
surveyed by a Committee composed of the Deputy Commis- 
sary General as President and the Officers of the Canteen 
Committee of the Regiment in Fort Saint George, and a 
Medical Officer from the Garrison as Members. The Ale 
and Porter landed at other Stations will be carefully survey- 
ed by competent Committees assembled by order of the Offi- 
cers Commanding. 

4th. Commanding Officers will indent on the Executive 
Commissariat Officer monthly for the number of hogsheads 
of Ale and Porter that will be required for the following 
month’s expenditure. The quantity so required is to be ex- 
amined on the Ist of the month, and the casks are to be fill- 
ed up in the Commissariat Stores in presence of, and after 
approval by competent persons, to be deputed by the Com- 
manding Officer for that purpose ; after which, the liquor is 
to be removed and is to be at the risk of the Regiment tak- 
ing it. 

5th. The Ale and Porter will be issued to Canteens at all 
Stations at one uniform price, this will be determined by the 
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Government on receiving the report of the Commissary Ge- 
neral relative to the Contract rate at which the supply is 
landed in India, the average actual cost of Freight and In- 
land Transport to the several Stations, and the sum to be 
appropriated towards cheapening the liquor for the Soldier 
from the Fund alluded to in para. 11th of these orders. 


6th. Arrangements are not yet matured for supplying 
Canteens with bottled Ale and Porter, but rules on this head 


will be issued hereafter. 


7th. On occasion of any Regiment or Detachment quit- 
ting Cantonments, the Commissariat will receive back into 
Store, casks which have not been opened or broached. 


8th. Commanding Officers of Regiments and Detachments 
under orders to march, are to give previous intimation to the 
Commissariat Department of the quantity of Ale and Porter 
that will be required on the road. 


Sth. The liquors so supplied on the line of march will be 
charged for at the rate of 40 per cent. in advance of the 
usual price, or Commanding Officers may procure at the 
usual price as much Ale and Porter as they may require at 
the several Stations through which they pass, and make their 
own arrangements for conveying it at the expense of the 
Canteen Fund. 

10th. It will rest with His Excellency the Commander-in- 
Chief to place from time to time any reasonable limit on the 
quantity of Malt liquor to be allowed daily to each man. 

11th. From the Ist May, 1853, Rum or Arrack will be 
sold to Canteens at 2 Rupees per gallon old Wine measure. 
The difference between that rate and the rate at which it was 
purchased by Government, calculated on an average of the 
five years previous to 1850, will form a Fund from which 
such portion as may be considered necessary by Government 
will be appropriated to cheapening the Malt liquor for the 
European Soldier. The price of Rum or Arrack will be (in 
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assimilation of the rate obtaining in the Bengal Presidency) 
Rupees 2-8-0 per gallon or 1 anna per dram to the Soldier. 


12th. When Detachments may be without Canteens, and 
whenever it may be necessary for the Commissariat to issue 
Rum or Arrack, the rate of payment shall be as above sta- 
ted—1 anna per dram, or Rupees 2-8-0 per gallon. 


13th. The Commissary General will report to Govern- 
ment the actual cost per hogshead, including carriage, &c. 
to different Stations, of the Ale and Porter of each year's 
consignment, and also the amount of Funds available for 
cheapening the Malt liquor, and will submit for the consi- 
deration and order of Government, the amount considered 
advisable to appropriate for that purpose, and the rate at 
which the Porter or Ale should be retailed to the Soldier. 


14th. All communications regarding the supply of Ale 
and Porter to the Troops are to be made direct to the Com- 
missariat Department of the Division or Station, and all ap- 
plications requiring a reference to Government, will be sub- 
mitted through the Commissariat Officer of the Division and 
Commissary General.

5. When Troops or Companies are at the Head Quarters 
of their Corps, both the Regimental Register of Heirs and 
that of the Troop or Company are to be corrected by the 
Committee of Revision assembled by the Commanding Offi- 
cer, but when detached from the Head Quarters of Corps, 


* If entertained prior to Ist January, 1834. 
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the Officer Commanding the Troop or Company will assem-

7. All alterations in the Registers of Heirs made by Com- 
mittees of Revision are to be verified by the initials of the 
President; when made from revised Rolls received from De- 
tachments, they are to bear the initials of the Adjutant in 
the case of the Regimental Register, and of the Troop or 
Company Commanding Officer in the case of the Troop or 
Company Register. | 

8. On the removal of any of the individuals specified in 
the preceding paras. from one Troop, Company, or Corps to 
another in the Regiment, an extract of his Heirs to property 
and pension is to be sent with his other papers. 

9. The Regulations contained in paras. 95, 96, 98, clause 
2, para. 99, 100, 101, 102, 103, 104, and 105, Section II. 
Revised Pension Regulations, (pages 371 and 372 of G. O.’s 
for 1848) are always to be distinctly explained to the men . 
before proceeding with the revision of the Registers, and, as 
no pensions are claimable in cases of illegitimacy, either by 
children on account of their parents, or by parents on account 
of their offspring, nor on account of adopted parents or chil- 
dren, care is to be taken that the parties stated by the men 
to be their Heirs to pension are bona fide the real and legiti- 
mate son, wife, daughter, father or mother respectively. 
The Native Officers and Non-Commissioned Officers of Horse 
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Artillery, Golundauze, and Gun Lascars, the Non-Commis- 
sioned Officers of Horse Batteries and Karkhanas, and the 
Choudries of Horsekeepers and Grass-cutters should always 
be present while the Heirs of their men are being recorded. 


10. On information being received of a casualty giving 
claim to pension, it is the duty of the Commanding Officer, 
with reference to G. O. C. C. No. 42, dated 17th August, 
1846, and to para. 25, Part II. G. O. C. C. 11th September, 
1848, tmmediately to seek out the Heir, to ascertain what 
evidence can be produced in support of the claim, and to put 
it in course of adjustment: on no account are inquiries re- 
garding Heirs, who may be residing at.a distance, to be de- 
ferred, in the expectation that they will come forward, and 
personally prefer their claims on hearing of the casualty. 

11. All claims are to be investigated by the prescribed 
Committee as they arise; the practice of waiting until there 
is an accumulation of claims, before submitting them for in- 
vestigation, is prohibited. _ 

12. If the claimant be residing at the Mount, or the 
neighbourhood, the case should be prepared without delay, 
in the manner prescribed in A. O. No. I, dated 29th June, 
1852, and Circular dated Sth July, 1852, by the Officer Com- 
manding the Corps to which the deceased belonged, if its 
Head Quarters be stationed at the Mount, or, if its Head 
Quarters be stationed elsewhere, by the Officer Command- 
ing the Details of his Corps at the Mount, on receipt, 
from the Assistant Adjutant General of Artillery, of the 
extract from the Troop or Company Register of Heirs, refer- 
red to in the next paragraph, for investigation before the 
Permanent Artillery Committee on nearest Heirs; if the 
claimant be residing at-or near an Out-station, at which the 
Head Quarters of the Corps to which the deceased belonged 
is located, the necessary Committee is to be assembled by 
the Officer Commanding the Corps, blank printed proceed- 
ings for which will be supplied by the Assistant Adjutant 
General of Artillery on application. 
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13. In order that the claims of the Heirs of men belong- 
ing to Corps, the Head Quarters of which are not stationed 
at the Mount, who may die on Foreign Service, or after re- 
turn to the Coast from Foreign Service, of disease there con- 
tracted, and before being discharged from Hospital, may be 
put in course of adjustment with as little delay as practica- 
ble ; Commanding Officers are directed, in reporting to the 
Assistant Adjutant General of Artillery, the decease of such 
men on Foreign Service, or their departure from their De- 
tachments, for the purpose of returning to the Coast, to for- 
ward at the same time an extract from the Troop or Compa- 
ny Register of their Heirs; if there be a claim to pension, 
and the Heir be residing at or near the Mount, this extract 
will be handed over by the Assistant Adjutant General of 
Artillery to the Officer Commanding the details of the Corps 
at the Mount, who will proceed as directed in the preceding 
para; if the Heir be residing at an Out-station, the necessa- 
ry blank papers will at once be forwarded by the Assistant 
Adjutant General of Artillery to the Head Quarters of the 
Corps, the Commanding Officer of which, will in such case, 
himself take the necessary steps for the settlement of the 
claim. 


14. Instructions for the guidance of Commanding Officers, 
when claimants are residing at or near to Out-stations not 
the Head Quarters of the Corps to which the deceased men 
belonged, are contained in para. 109, Section II. Revised 
Pension Regulations, and paras. 19 and 20, Part II. of G. O. 
C. C. No. 32, dated 11th September, 1848, in accordance 
with which, Commanding Officers are in all such cases to ob- 
tain from the Assistant Adjutant General of Artillery the 
necessary blank printed forms, and to forward them with ex- 
tracts from the Register of Heirs, and all information that 
can be obtained in the Corps, which will assist the Commit- 
tee in identifying the claimant, and further the object of the 
investigation, to the Officer Commanding the Station, at, or 
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nearest to which, the claimant is residing, with a request 
that a Committee may be assembled for the investigation of 
the claim. 


15. When there are not Officers of the prescribed stand- 
ing (para. 107, Section II. Pension Regulations) to form a 
Committee at the Station, at, or nearest to which, the claim- 
ant is residing, it should be ascertained, to what Station, the 
Head Quarters of a Regiment, it will be most convenient to 
the claimant to proceed, with the evidences proposed to be 
produced in support of the claim, and the case can then be 
proceeded with under paras. 19 and 20, Part IT. of G. O. C. 
C. 11th September, 1848. 


16. Claimants residing at Out-stations, are never to be 
ordered to proceed to the Mount, or to other Stations, for 
the purpose of having their claims investigated, excepting 
under the provisions of the preceding paragraph. 


17. Should it happen that the claimant is in the service of 
Government, and under the regulations not entitled to re- 
ceive the pension in addition to his pay, the claim should 
nevertheless be investigated, to enable him to substantiate 
his case, while there are facilities for doing so, for reference, 
should he afterwards become entitled to enjoy the pension. 


18. With reference to para. 103, Section II. Pension Re- 
gulations, it is unnecessary to investigate claims to pension, 
when the claimant is a pensioner, and the pension to be ob- 
tained is inferior in amount to that which he is already draw- 
ing. 

19. In all cases of men dying under circumstances giving 
a claim to pension, and leaving no Heir within the prescrib- 
ed degree of relationship, or whose Heir, under the circum- 
stances explained in the preceding para. is not entitled to the 
pension, a report of the circumstance is to be made to the 
Assistant Adjutant General of Artillery, in order that the 
manner in which the case has been disposed of, may be clear- 
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ly placed on record for reference, should any claim arise out 
of it at a future period. 

20. With reference to paras. 23 and 24, Part II. G. O.

RULES ON THE SUBJECT OF PASSAGES FOR DISCHARGED 
EUROPEAN SOLDIERS AND THEIR FAMILIES. 


G. O. G. No. 67, 24th March, 1853.—The following Ge- 
neral Orders by the Most Noble the Governor General of 


India in Council, are re-published for the information of the 
Army. 


GENERAL ORDERS BY THE Most NosBLE THE GOVERNOR 
GENERAL OF INDIA IN COUNCIL. 
Fort William, 4th March, 1853. 


No 200 of 1853.—Under instructions from the Honorable 
the Court of Directors, the Most Noble the Governor Gene- 
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ral in Council is pleased to lay down the following rules on 
the subject of passages for discharged European Soldiers and 
their families, to have effect at the three Presidencies, in su- 
persession of existing rules: 

1. The grant of charter party passage allowance at fixed 
rates, is to be discontinued. 

2. Every Soldier born or enlisted in Great Britain or Ire- 
land, on receiving his discharge, either upon the expiration 
of any period for which he shall have enlisted, or otherwise, 
and with or without pension, shall be provided with a pas- 
sage to England for himself, his wife, and his legitimate chil- 
dren. 

3. Any Soldier receiving his discharge, desiring to proceed 
to Australia, or to any of the Colonies, will be allowed a 
passage for himself, his wife, and his legitimate children, pro- 
vided the cost of such passage does not exceed the amount 
for which a passage to England can be engaged at the time. 

4. The wives of Soldiers, who, in consequence of being in 
private service, do not embark with their husbands, are not 
afterwards entitled to a passage; but if they are prevented 
from accompanying their husbands by any other cause be- 
yond their own control, they will be entitled to a passage 
when the impediment shall have ceased. 

o. The unmarried daughters of discharged Soldiers are en- 
titled to passages without limit as to age; but no boy above 
the age of 14 will be provided with a passage, unless he be 
crippled or ill, in which case, he will be allowed a passage 
without limit as to age. 

This rule also applies to the legitimate children of deceas- 
ed Soldiers. 

6. The widows of Soldiers will be provided with passages, 
if they embark within six months of the date of the death of 
their husbands, but if they voluntarily remain in India be- 
yond that time, their claim to passage will cease. If detain- 
ed by any cause beyond their own control, their claim to pas- 
sage at a subsequent time will be specially considered. 
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7. No Soldier, who, on receiving his discharge, with or 
without pension, chooses to remain in India, shall, at any 
subsequent period, be entitled to a passage ; neither will a 
passage be provided for the wives, children or widows of such 
men. 


No. 200 A, of 1853.—With reference to para. 7 of Go- 
vernment General Order, No. 200, of this date, passages will 
be provided for such pensioned or discharged Soldiers, as 
may have remained in India, in the expectation of being al- 
lowed a passage, on Wishing to proceed to England, provided 
they apply before the Ist of January next, after which date, 
the claim to passage will cease.

DAILY ALLOWANCE OF SPIRITS AND MALT LIQUOR TO 
BE ISSUED FROM CANTEENS. 


G. O. C. C. No. 23, 7th May, 1853.—With reference to 
para. 10 of G. O. G. No. 33 of 15th February, 1853, the 
Commander-in-Chief is pleased to direct that, until further 
orders, the maximum issue to any one man in one day shall 
be three (3) quarts of Malt liquor without Spirits, and two 
(2) quarts with one (1) dram or one (1) quart with two (2) 
drams; and that whenever practicable and in accordance with 
the wishes of the men, a reasonable allowance of the Malt 
liquor be issued for consumption with the dinner. 


II. The G. O. by the Most Noble the Governor General 
of India, dated Simla, 25th June, 1850, and re-published in 
G. O. G. No. 141, dated 12th July, 1850, is here quoted for 


convenient reference. 


‘* SIMLA, 25th June, 1850.” 


‘¢The Most Noble the Governor General of India, with 
the concurrence of His Excellency the Commander-in-Chief 
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in India, is pleased to resolve, that the issue of Spirits in the 
morning to the European Troops in India shall be disconti- 
nued, and that the quantity allowed to any one man shall 
never exceed two drams per diem. 

2. That portion of the rule for the government of Can- 
teens, published in General Orders by the Governor General, 
No. 64 of the 5th March, 1835, which directs, ‘‘ that no man 
is to be allowed more than one dram before 10 oclock a. Mm.” 
is cancelled, and the following rules applicable to the three 
Presidencies, are directed to have effect from the receipt of 
this order. 

3. No Spirits are to be issued on any occasion, before the 
usual dinner hour. 

4. No man is to be allowed more than two drams per 
diem, and these two drams are never to be issued at the same 
time. 

5. The rule which prohibits spirituous liquors being taken 
or sent away from Canteens, is to be considered applicable to 
cases, when it is necessary, from the absence of a Canteen or 
other cause, to serve out Rum or other Spirits. On these 
occasions, the men must drink their dram at the place of is- 
sue, and on no account be allowed to take it away to their 
Barracks, Tents, or elsewhere. 

6. Particular attention is called to the orders directing 
Tea and Coffee to be always ready at daybreak, and Com- 
manding Officers are to see that this rule is strictly attended 
to on all occasions.” 

III. The above orders supersede all prior Regulations in 
regard to the quantities of Malt liquor and Spirits, as well 
as in respect to the hours within which the latter are to be 
issued to Soldiers. 


PAYMENT OF PENSIONS OF RETIRED OFFICERS AND SOL- 
DIERS THROUGH THE COMMISSARIAT IN SOUTH AUS- 
TRALIA, OR ANY OF HER MAJESTY’'S COLONIES. 

G. O. G. No. 101, 27th May, 1853.—The following Ex- 


tracts from Despatches from the Honorable the Court of Di- 
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rectors in the Military Department, dated 6th and 20th April 
1853, Nos. 18 and 25, are published for the information of 
the Army. | 

Letter dated 6th April, 1853, No. 18. 


Para. 1. We consider it desirable to acquaint you for 
Public Notification that Her Majesty’s Government affords 
every facility for the payment through the Commissariat in 
South Australia, or any other of Her Majesty’s Colonies 
of Pensions of Retired Officers and Soldiers of the East In- 
dia Company’s Service who reside there. 

2. You will therefore furnish to all parties who may de- 
sire, on retirement from the Service, to proceed to any of 
Her Majesty’s Colonies for the purpose of residence there, 
Certificates of last payment in India, and you will make the 
necessary communication upon the subject to the Govern- 
ment of the Colony to which the Pensioner may proceed, in 
order that no obstacle may occur to his receiving his Pension 
there as it falls due. 

8. You will also forward to us periodically a Return of 
the parties who may have proceeded to the Colonies, with 
the amount of their respective Pensions, for comparison with 
the claims of Her Majesty’s Government for reimbursement 
of the payments made by the Commissariat abroad on the 
above account.

Company Commanding Officer in the case of the Troop or 
Company Register. 

8. On the removal of any of the individuals specified in 
paras. 1 and 4, from one Troop, Company, or Corps to 
another in the Regiment, an extract of his Heirs to Proper- 
ty and Pension is to be sent with his other papers. 


9. The Regulations contained in paras. 95, 96, 98, 99, 
Clause 2, 100, 101, 102, 103, [04 and 105, Section II. Re- 
vised Pension Regulations (pages 371 and 372 of G. O. for 
1848,) are always to be distinctly explained to the men be- 
fore proceeding with the revision of the Registers, and, as no 
Pensions are claimable in cases of illegitimacy, either by 
children on account of their parents or by parents on account 
of their offspring, nor on account of adopted parents or chil- 
dren, care is to be taken that the partics stated by the men 
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to be their Heirs to Pension, are bona fide the real and legi- 
timate son, wife, daughter, father or mother respectively. 
The Native Officers and Non-Commissioned Officers of Horse 
Artillery, Golundauze, and Gun Lascars, the Non-Commis- 
sioned Officers of Horse Batteries and Karkhanas, and the 
Choudries of Horsekeepers and Grass cutters should always 
be present while the Heirs of their men are being recorded. 


A. O. No. 7, 2d May, 1853.—II. With reference to para 
183, Section XLV, General Regulations of the Artillery 
promulgated in A. O. of this date, the following instructions 
are to be attended to in transferring the Troop and Company 
Registers of men removed from one Corps to another. 


2. Officers Commanding Troops or Companies will imme- 
diately on receipt of an order removing any of their men to 
other Corps, forward the leaves of the Registers headed with 
their names to Brigade or Battalion Head Quarters, for the 
purpose of being compared with the Regimental Register ; 
should any errors or omissions be found, they are to be cor- 
rected by the Adjutant, and the Registers transferred without 
delay to the Head Quarters of the Corps to which the men 
have been removed, whence, after being copied into the Re- 
gimental Register of the Corps, they are to be passed on to 
the Troop or Company to which they may have been posted. 


3. Under the foregoing arrangement, separate extracts 
from the Regimental Register will not be required to be sent 
from the Head Quarters of one Corps to another on the re- 
moval of men, when the Troops or Companies to which they 
belonged previously to removal are not serving beyond sea; 
as however considerable time must unavoidably elapse before 
the Troop or Company Registers of men, who, at the time of 
their removal, may be borne upon the strength of Troops or 
Companies serving off the Coast, can be regularly transferred 
as above directed; extracts from the Regimental Registers 
are in all such cases to be forwarded as hitherto to the Head

October 1835, the date of his being posted to, and appointed 
Acting Adjutant of the Golundauze Battalion ; which ap- 
pointment he held till the 3lst January 1836. Served with 
the Goomsoor expedition from 10th March 1836 to 12th 
February 1837. Removed to the 3d Battalion on the 3d 
Apnil 1837; to the Golundauze Battalion, 22d June 1838, 
and to the Horse Brigade, 11th February 1840. Command- 
ed the Artillery at Malacca, from 20th February 1838 to 7th 
Apnil 1840.

3. When moving, on whatever occasion, each man w il be 
supplied with a painted canvass bag, which 1s to be returned 
into Store on reaching his permanent quarters or on his being 
provided with a box. 

4. The boxes are to be indented for with the other arti- 
cles of barrack furniture, and the bags will be supplied on 
applieation to the Military Board. 

J. Each man is to be answerable for the box or bag made 
over to him, and will be liable for any loss or damage done 
to it.

Gated 3a Sept. 1893. er-in-Chief, the following regulation is 
published in supersession of all existing Artillery Orders and 
Artillery Division and Brigade and Battalion Orders on the 
same subject. 


1. With reference to para. 3, head ‘* Punishments,” 
‘‘ European Corps,” page 121, and para. 3, head ‘ Native 
Corps,” page 124, General Regulations of the Army, Offi- 
cers are directed to observe that the authority for Officers 
Commanding Detached Troops and Companies, to award the 
punishments awardable by Regimental Commanding Officers, 
with the exception of Nos. I. and II. of the scale of Minor 
punishments, is, in all cases, to be delegated by the Com- 
manding Officers of the Corps only to which detached Troops 
or Companies belong. Commanding Officers of Corps are 
not however to delegate the authority to Officers Command- 
ing Detachments from the Head Quarters of Troops or Com- 
panies: the power to delegate this authority to the Officers 
Commanding these Detachments is vested in Ojficers Com- 
manding the Divisions of Artillery in which the Detachments 
may be serving. 


2. Whenever portions of two or more Battalions of Eu- 
ropean Foot Artillery without the Head Quarters of a 
Corps, or with the Head Quarters of one Corps only present, 
may be serving together, the whole will be considered as 
one Detachment of European Foot Artillery as regards 
duty, drill, discipline, and other matters of a local nature, 
and the Commanding Officer has authority to award the 
Regimental punishments excepting Nos. I. and II., but 
each Company or portion of a Company composing the Ge- 
neral Detachment will be distinct with regard to promotions 
clothing, equipments, &c. Whenever more than one Troop 
of Horse Artillery or more than one Company of Golun- 
dauze may be together, the senior Officers, as Officer Com- 
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inanding the Detachinent of the Horse Brigade, or Golun- 
dauze, respectively, have the like authcrity in respect to 
awarding punishments. The authority to award punishments 
which may have been delegated to Officers Commanding 
Troops, Companies, or Detachments of Troops or Compa- 
nics, forming Detachments of these descriptions, remains for 
the time In abeyance. 

3. The preceding para. is not to affect the independent 
authority of Battalion Commanding Officers when the Heai 
Quarters of two or more Battalions are together, they will in 
such cases have the entire command of all portions of their 
respective Battalions; in event of a Company or Detachment 
of a Company not belonging to either Battalion being pre- 
sent, the Officer Coinmanding the Artillery in the Division 
will name the Battalion with which it is to do duty, and it 
will then be considered in the light of a Detachment doing 
duty with such Battalion under the arrangemeuts specified in 
the preeeding para. 

4. Commanding Ofiicers of Divisions of Artillery are not 
to exercise the immediate command of the Detachments ot 
the Regiment present at the station forming the Head Quar- 
ters of the Division, unless a portion of the Brigade or Bat- 
talion to which they stand posted, be at the station, in which 
case, they take the Immediate command of their own Detach- 
ment of Horse Artillery, the European Foot Artillery, or 
Golundauze, as the case may be, and award all punishments 
in that particular Detachment in excess of those prescribed 
for Officers Commanding Troops and Companies.

5. A Non-Commissioned Officer to be styled ‘ Band 
Serjeant Major” is also allowed for the subordinate charge of 
the discipline of the Band Company, and for the performance 
of the duties of Pay and Orderly Serjeant. 

6. The Band Serjeant Major is to attend on all occasions 
of Practice, and whenever the Band may be assembled for 
performance; he is not to be required to perform himself, 
but he is to superintend the discipline of the Band generally, 
checking and bringing all irregularities to notice. 

7. Promotion of men in the Band is by the Commandant 
of Artillery, and is made independently of the Companies of 
- Battalions on the Rolls of which they may be borne. 
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8. With a view to giving the Serjeants of the Band equal 
opportunity of advancement with the other Non-Commis- 
sioned Officers of the Regiment, as they are not available for 
promotion to the Staff of Battalions, one Serjeant may be 
recommended for appointment to the Non-Commissioned 
Staff, in the Roll, Form No. 2, forwarded annually to Army 
Head Quarters. 

9. Alterations and Casualties will be reported without 
delay, by the Officer Commanding the Band Company, to 
Officers Commanding the Corps to which the individuals 
concerned may belong. 

10. Whenever the Officer Commanding the Battalion to 
which the Band may be attached, may think it necessary to 
request the consideration of the Commandant of Artillery, 
upon any question relating to the Band Company, arising 
out of subjects connected with discipline, he will address the 
same to the Assistant Adjutant General of Artillery for sub- 
mission to the Commandant; but all matters of discipline in 
the Band Company are to be disposed of by the Officer Com- 
manding the Battalion, in the same manner as those in any 
other Company under his immediate command would be dis- 
posed of. 

11. The amount of Donations and rates of Subscriptions 
by the Officers to the Band Fund, are regulated by Govern- 
ment. 

12. The affairs of the Band will be conducted by a Com- 
mittee composed of three Officers, to be nominated in Artil- 
lery Orders every six months. 

13. The Officer Commanding the Band Company will 
perform the duty of Secretary to the Committee. 

14. The Assistant Adjutant General will officiate as 
Treasurer of the Band Funds.

15. On the Ist of each month the President of the Coin-

On the Ist of the ensuing month he will 
forward to the Treasurer a Statement (Form No. 1), of all 
expenditures during the past month, to enable the Treasurer 
to make up and close his monthly account. 

16. The Treasurer is prohibited from meeting any charges, 
beyond the current expenses of the month, until they have 
been passed at a meeting of the Committee. 

17. After a charge requiring the consideration of the 
Committee, under the provisions of the preceding para. shall 
have been duly passed, the President of the Committee will 
‘draw upon the Treasurer for the amount. A detailed State- 
ment of the disbursement of the same is to be forwarded at 
the earliest practicable date to the Treasurer, for entry into 
his accounts. 


18.-- At the close of each half-year ending 30th of June 


and 31st of December respectively, the Treasurer will pre- 
pare an account of all receipts and expenditures, and a state- 
ment exhibiting the condition of the Fund. The Command- 
ant of Artillery will nominate a Committee of Audit for the 
purpose of examining and checking these Accounts. The 
Accounts, after they shall have been duly passed by the 
Committee of Audit, will be forwarded by the Treasurer to 
the Band Committee, to be circulated for the general infor- 
mation of the Regiment. 

19. On the second Monday of January, April, July, and 
October, the books of the Committee and of the Treasurer will 
be open for inspection by such Officers as may wish to sce 
them, they are to be kept open for one week for this purpose. 

20. The following records will be kept by the Band Com- 
mittee. 


I. <A book to contain record of Proceedings of the Com- 
mittee at one end, and copies of Letters dispatched at the 
other end. 

If. <A book containing, at one end, Monthly Accounts 
Current, Band Master’s receipts, Acquittances of Pay to 
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Band Men, Quarterly Returns of Instruments, Furniture, 
and other Band property, and at the other end, a Defaulter 
list for the purpose of regulating the stoppages of Band Pay. 


III. Vile of letters and other documents received. 


21. All representations by the Band Master will be sub- 
initted by him to the Secretary of the Committee. 

22. The President of the Band Committee is authorized 
to convene the Committee when it may be necessary to con- 
sider any mattcr of internal management: no other subjects 
will be taken into consideration by the Committee, unless 
with the permission of the Commandant of Artillery. The 
Committee is authorized also to circulate the Hlalf-Yearly 
Accounts, and other figured statements connected with the 
Fund, without previously addressing Artillery Head Quar- 
ters. , 

23. For the provision of Books, Stationery, and other 
contingent expenses, the Officer Commanding the Companr 

is allowed 15 Rupees a month; and

24. Compensation in lieu of Clothing for the individuals 
composing the Band, will be drawn as soon as practicable 
after 3lst December of each year, by Officers Commanding 
Corps; and remitted by them to the Treasurer for the pur- 
pose of being carried to the credit of the Funds, towards 
meeting the expense of clothing the Band. Officers Com- 
inanding Companies will specify in their Indents the rank 
and number of men in the Band, on the strength, and for 
whom clothing is not drawn. 

25. Applications for the services of the Band out of the 
Regiment will be received by the Committee. They are all 
to be forwarded to the Assistant Adjutant General for the 
orders of the Commandant of Artillery, with such observa- 
tions as the Committee may think necessary to offer. 


—_— 
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26. Proceedings of the Committee, on all subjects, re- 
quire the confirmation of the Commandant of Artillery. 

27. Excepting for the Parades, and the other dutics of 
the Battalion to which the Band is attached, it is never to be © 
be employed without the permission of the Commandant of 
Artillery. 

28. The four Half Pay Buglers allowed to the Band, are 
to be considered as pupils: their continuance with the Band, 
and advancement to the grade of Gunner to serve in the 
Band, depend on their musical talents and qualifications, as 
well as on good conduct. ‘This system has been sanctioned 
as the best available method of recruiting the musical efficien- 
cy of the Band: as a general rule therefore, enlistments into 
the Band, will be, in the first place, into the grade of Half 
Pay Bugler.

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Exchanved out of the Horse Artillery with Lieutenant Pal- 
mer for the Quarter Mastership of the Ist Battalion, which 
he held from 11th March till the 2d December 1806. Served 
in the Travancore War, from31st January to 19th April 1809, 
under Sir S. Gibbs and Colonel Cuppage, and in Malwa un- 
der Sir Barry Close in 1810. Removed to the nd Battalion 
5th June 1$10, and to the Ist Battalion, 11th September, 
181I. Brigade Major of Artillery with Sir T. Hyslop’s 
Force on the Tombuddra in 1815. Removed to the 2nd 
Battalion 28th March 1817, and to the Ist Battalion 21st 
September 1818. Acting Commissary of Stores Bellary from 
19th June 1817, to 25th June 1819, during the absence of 
Captain Cullen on otherduty. Removed to the Golundauze 
Battalion 17th September 1819. Commissary of Stores in 
Travancore from 26th June 1819 to 4th June 1821, and Com- 
missary of Ordnance, Hvderabad Subsidiary Force, from 5th 
June 1821 to 5th June 1823. Removed to the 2d Battalion 
12th December 1821, and to the Ist Battalion 24th June

The above allotments of articles constituting the ‘Field’ and ‘Re 
serve’ kits, are intended for ordinary occasions.—The proportions cat 
be varied under varying circumstances, at the discretion of Command- 
ing Officers. 


2. Carriage for the Baggage of the European Soldier 
being supplied by the State, the Knapsack has been abolished 
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and a small or “ Field Vallise” for Foot Artillery and Infan- 
try, sufficient to contain that portion of the “ Field Kit” 
which may not be on the person, has been substituted. Until 
worn out, the present Knapsack is to serve as Field Vallise. 
The Horse Artillery are already provided with a similar 
article of equipment in the Saddle Bag. 


3. The ‘Pack Cloth”’—which is a square, of about a 
yard, of thick country cloth, painted black and varnished to 
make it waterproofand lined with common unbleached country 
cloth—is intended for wrapping round the Great Coat and 
Carpet of Foot Artillery and Infantry, which on garrison 
duty and other occasions requiring them to be immediately 
at hand, are to be carried on the Soldier’s back by the Pack 
Slings. When circumstances—to be judged of by Com- 
manding Officers—render the arrangement necessary, the 
Mess Tin, to be fixed by its strap upon the top of this Pack, 
and the requisite Articles of Clothing, to be placed within 
the Great Coat and Carpet, can be added. 


4. The articles to be carried in the 
Pack are to be folded flat about* 13 
inches long by 11 inches broad. This Mass is then to be laid 
diagonally in the centre of the cloth, the corners of which 
are to be folded over one another tightly to keep the things 
well together and exclude wet. The Pack thus formed is 
then to be put into the Slings (which keep it from opening) 
so as to bring the top of it on about a level with the man’s 


shoulders. 


5. Patterns of the ‘* Field Vallise,” ‘* Pack Cloth” and 
‘‘ Pack Slings” will be furnished, on application from Com- 
manding Officers, from the Adjutant General’s Office. 


6. The leather stock is forthwith to be discontinued, and 
with the Cloth Jackets or Coatees at all times, and with the 
White Jackets when men are on duty, nothing is to be worn 
inside beyond a plain white Shirt collar of sufficient depth to 
prevent the soiling of the lining of the Coat collar, without 
being visible above it. 


® To be fixed Regimentally. 
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7. Non-Commissioned Officers and Soldiers are permitted 
to walk about in the immediate vicinity of their Lines or Bar- 
racks, but not in the Bazars or Town or on any public roads, 
wearing the Helmet Forage Cap or straw or other Hats cal- 
culated to afford the head due protection from the san, and 
white Jackets open with white or Banyan Shirts, and without 
Neckerchiefs. 


8. When Non-Commissioned Officers and Soldiers are 
beyond the immediate vicinity of their Barracks or Lines, 
but not on duty, they are permitted to wear the white Jacket 
open, (with the exception of the lower buttons) with white 
Shirt and a black silk Neckerchief. On such occasions, the 
Forage Cap is to be worn, and from 8 a. M. till 5 p. Mm. with 
white Cover on it. Or during this interval, the Helmet 
Forage Cap may be substituted; according to the state of 
the weather. Side arms and belts are not to be worn. 


9. Non-Commissioned Officers and Soldiers will ordinarily 
sit down to Mess in white Shirts and Banyan Trowsers, but 
no Neckerchief. Should the state of the weather or other 
circumstances render cloth or white Jackets and Neckerchiefs 
necessary, they may be substituted under Regimental ar- 
rangement. 


10. The Commander in Chief is further pleased to direct 
that the provisions of para 6 be considered applicable to all 
ranks of the Native Army for whom leather or other stocks 
have been prescribed by the Standing Orders of the several 
branches of the service ; and that the principle of paras 7 and 
8 be also held applicable to those persons. 


11. His Excellency also directs that when Troops, Euro- 
pean or Native, may be on service or on the line of march, 
under circumstances rendering the measure necessary, the 
Collar of the Coat or Jacket shall be unhooked, the upper 
buttons opened and the Cellar turned back; so as to give the 
Soldier as much freedom and relief as possible. 


12. On the above occasions, when the power of the sun 
may render more than usual protection to the head and back 
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of the neck necessary, the Officers and Men of European 
Corps and the European Officers and the Trumpeters, Far- 
riers, Buglers, Drummers, and Fifers of Native Regiments | 
are permitted to wear a Helmet Forage Cap—to be Regi- 
mentally arranged—composed of Pith or some other light and 
non-conducting material with a white cover, to be wadded 
throughout with cotton, with a flap or curtain to protect the 
gides and back of the head. Patterns exhibiting the shape 
of this Forage Cap can be obtained on application to the 
Adjutant General. “When Forage caps of the above deacrip- 
tion cannot be readily procured, the best substitute attainable, 
such as thick bands of white cloth rolled round the Helmet, 
Chako, or Forage Cap, should be adopted, so as to secure 
the desired object—viz. the preservation of health and life— 
appearances being disregarded, so far as it may be necessary 
so to do. The Native Officers and Soldiers are also per- 
mitted to use similar cloths round their Turbands. 


13. - The Commander in Chief takes this opportunity to 
notice that the Jackets of the Non-Commissioned Officers 
and Soldiers in general are too tightly fitted, particularly 
across the chest and round the arms, the very portions of a 
man’s body which require to be left quite free and easy. 
The same remark is applicable to the Trowsers which are so 
tight about the waist and hips as to cramp the Soldier in all 
his motions. 


14, Commanding Officers are requested to give their par- 
ticular attention to these points at the next issue of clothing.

SMALL ARM EQUIPMENT OF THE FOOT ARTILLERY.

GENERAL ORDERS BY THE Most NoBLE THE GOVERNOR 

GENERAL oF INpDIA IN CoUNCIL. 

Fort William, 28th October, 1853: 

No. 875 of 1853.—The Most Noble the Governor Gene- 
ral of India in Council having had under consideration the 
mode of payment to be ebserved in regard to Native Soldiers 
of the Madras and Bombay Armies, who may be desirous of 
drawing pay while on leave at stations under this Presidency, 
is pleased to promulgate the following Rules, in superces- 
sion of the Government General Order,* No. 168 of the 
12th March 1852, and of previous regulations on the subject. 

1. All Commissioned, Non-Commissioned Officers and 
Privates, belonging to either of the Presidencies of Fort 
Saint George and Bombay, who may obtain leave of absei.ce 
to Stations in Bengal and the North Western Provinces, and 
who may be desirous of drawing pay during the term of such 
leave, will be furnished with a passport or leave certificate 
for this purpose, agreeably to the accompanying Form (No.1.) 

2, The passports are to be carefully filled up by the Re- 
gimental or other Officers entrusted with their preparation, 
great care and minuteness in recording the personal appear- 
ance and particular marks of each Soldier being requisite, to 
ensure identification and to prevent fraud. 

3. Each Soldier must be required to indicate the Trea- 
suries, Civil or Military, from which he may be desirous 
of drawing pay. A specification thereof is to be entered in 
the passport in the appropriate column, and it should be 
distinctly explained to every Native Soldier, that in the 
event of any deviation from his stated route, as entered in 
the passport, he will receive no pay except on arrival at one 
of the Stations therein mentioned. 

4. The Officers in charge of the Treasuries thus indicated 
should be advised of the intended payments simultaneously 

* Published at Fort Saint George in G. O. G. 23d March 1852, No. 54. 
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with the issue of the passport, and be furnished with a copy 
of the latter document. 

5. The advice should also contain the probable dates of 
arrival of the holder of the passport at each of the Stations indi- 
cated, and in the event of his arriving much earlier or later 
than the appointed time at any Station, the Collector or Pay- 
master of such Station should notify the circumstance to the 
Officers at the remaining Stations entered in the passport. 

6. No duplicate passport is to be issued without a previ- 
ous reference to the Officers in charge of the several Treasu- 
ries concerned, for the purpose of ascertaining the extent of 
the payments that may have been made upon the original 
passport; and advice of the issue of a duplicate passport is 
invariably to be furnished to the several Treasuries therein 
mentioned. 


7. The several Paymasters, Deputy Paymasters, Col- 
lectors and other disbursing Officers in Bengal and the North 
Western Provinces are authorized to discharge, as the same 
shall become due, the pay of furlough men of the Madras 
and Bombay establishments, on presentation of passports or 
leave certificates in the form above prescribed, provided that 
advice thereof has been duly received, and that the identity 
of the applicants has been satisfactorily established. It 
should be the special care of all disbursing Officers or their 
subordinates to compare the passport presented in each case 
with the copy furnished with the letter of advice, and to see 
that the descriptive remarks entered in both, correspond with 
the personal appearance of the applicant. 

8. Receipts for all payments thus made are invariably to 
be taken in duplicate and the payments are to be debited in 
the disbursing Officer’s account current to Madras or Bon- 
bay, as the case may be. 

9. A note of every payment, of the date on which it is 
made, and of the period to which it refers, is also to be care- 
fully entered on the back of the passport. 

10. The disbursing Officers will furnish at the beginning 
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of each month, statements (a separate statement on account 
of each Presidency) of the payments made by them during 
the preceding month in the accompanying Form (No. 2,) ac- 
companied by the original receipts to the Military Account- 
ant at Fort William, for transmission to the Authorities at 
Fort Saint George and Bombay respectively. The dupli- 
cate receipts will accompany the Account Current as vouch- 
ers in support of the relative debits. 

11. It is to be understood that the monthly statements of 
payments are not, as heretofore, to be submitted to the Mi- 
litary Auditor General for audit, but to be forwarded direct 
to the Military Accountant at Fort William, their respective 
amounts being charged offin Account Current as above directed 

12. Passports will, as heretofore, be issued only from the 
Offices of the Adjutants General at Madras and Bombay 
respectively, on the requisition of Commanding Officers, 
who will render an annual account, on the Ist January, of 
the number received and issued and the balance remaining 
in store. | 

13. The foregoing rules are to, have effect from the Ist 
January 1854.

RULES FOR THE SUPPLY OF RATIONS TO EUROPEAN 
TROOPS. 


No. 876 of 1853.—The Most Noble the Governor General 
of India in Council having had under consideration the im- 
provement of the rations supplied by the Commissariat De- 
partment to European Troops, is pleased to direct the pub- 
lication of the following Rules, to take effect as soon as the 
necessary arrangements can be made by the Commissariat 
Department :— 
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1. The Government General Orders, Nos. 86* and 87, of 
the 6th February, 1852, are hereby cancelled, and the daily 
ration of a European Soldier shall in future consist of 

1 Ib. of Bread. 

1 lb. of Meat. 

4 oz. of Rice. 

2} oz. of Sugar. 

4 oz. of Tea. 

1 oz. of Salt. 

8 oz. of Vegetables. 
3 lbs. of Fire-wood. 


2. The Meat will be cut up into joints, and such parts of 
the animal (such as the ribs and upper joints of the fore-legs) 
as are more than two-thirds bone, will be excluded from the 
ration. 

3. The rations of vegetables will consist of such descrip- 
tions as may be procurable at the several Stations of the 
army, during the different seasons of the year. 

4. The following rules contained in Government General 
Order No. 232, of the 9th August 1844, will continue in 
force : the Bread issued in the rations of a Soldier is to be of 
the best quality, and equal to that provided for Hospital 
diet. Mutton will be issued twice a week in lieu of Beef, 
and in the same quantity, whenever circumstances may admit; 
Coffee may be substituted for Tea in the proportion of 2 lbs. 
of the former to 1 lb. of the latter, whenever Tea is not pro- 
curable, or Coffee may be preferred and is at hand. 

5. The ordinary Tea ration will consist of one-third of 
Green, and two-thirds of Black Tea, whenever circumstances 
may admit of the issue of both kinds. 

6. The Government General Order No. 85, of the 25th 
February 1848, is cancelled; and the following course is in 
future to be pursued with respect to all descriptions of provi- 
. sions tendered by the Commissariat or its Contractors for the 
use of the Soldier in health or sickness. 

» Published at Port Saint George, in G. O. G. 2d March, 1852, No. 42. 
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7. Whenever any portion of the rations or diet tendered 
for a Corps or Hospital is deemed objectionable, the option 
of changing them is not to be allowed to the Contractor, but 
the Commanding Officer should immediately assemble a Re- 
gimental Committee for the purpose of inspecting them. 

8. The Committee will be composed of a Field Officer or 
Captain as President, with an Officer Commanding a Troop 
or Coinpany and a Medical Officer, as Members. 


9. The decision of the Regimental Committee shall be 
fina], and their report should be at once forwarded for the 
guidance of the Executive Commissariat Officer at the 
Station. 


-10, In all cases of condemnation of Provisions, the Com- 
mittee reports should show whether the articles are deemed 
of inferior quality only, or decidedly unwholesome; and 
when pronounced positively unwholesome, the provisions are 
instantly to be destroyed in the presence of the Committee. 


11. Except in the instances hereafter specified, when pro- 
visions have been condemned as of inferior quality, the Con- 
tractor will be allowed to substitute fresh rations, and in the 
event of his failing to do so, within a reasonable time, the 
Commissariat Officer will supply the deficiency at the cost of 
the Contractor. 


~ 12. In cases of the condemnation of Meat, the cost to Go- 
vernment of the rejected rations (which if not absolutely un- 
wholesome, will be returned to the Contractor) together with 
the amount of the fine that may be levied upon the Contrac- 
tor, will be paid by the Commissariat to the Regiment, and 
expended under the direction of Officers Commanding Troops 
and Companies in the purchase of food. 


13. In the event of the rejection of bread, and a fresh 
supply not being immediately procurable, flour or soojee at 
the option of the soldier, will be issued as an equivalent, 
with a supply of fire-wood, all at the cost of the contractor, 
to whom the rejected bread, if not unwholesome, will be re- 
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turned : two pounds of flour or soojee, and 1 lb. of fire-wood, . 
to be the allowance of each man. 

14. Under the operation of these rules, it will depend 
solely and entirely upon Regimental Committees to raise the 
quality of the rations issued to the proper standard, and to 
maintain that standard. 

15. The Executive Commissariat Officers of Jivisions 
have been directed by the Commissary General to make a 
report periodically to their Departmental superiors, of their 
having at uncertain intervals personally attended the issue of 
rations; and His Excelleney the Commander-in-Chief will 
be requested to cause similar reports to be made to the Mili- 
tary authorities by Officers Commanding Regiments, impres- 
sing upon them at the same time, that it is only by the Com- 
missioned Officers of Regiments being themselves particular 
in examining rations and forming their own judgment as to 
the quality of the articles, without the intervention of Sub- 
ordinate Officials, whether Regimental or Departmental, that 
the object of Government for the supply of really good pro- 
visions, can be secured. 

16, This order is to be considered applicable to the three 
Presidencies. 


RULES RESPECTING THE PASSAGES OF EUROPEAN COM- 
MISSIONED OFFICERS EMPLOYED ON FOREIGN SERVICE. 


G. O. G. No. 236, 18th November, 1853.—The Right 
Honorable the Governor in Council is pleased, with the sanc- 
tion of the Government of India, to direct the publication 
and establishment in this Presidency of the undermentioned 
Rules recently established in Bengal, respecting the passages 
of European Commissioned Officers employed on Foreign 
Service beyond Sea, which are not, however applicable to 
cases of ordinary service beyond Sea, in time of peace, in su- 
persession of those contained in G. O. G. 8th December, 
1848, No. 258. 
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2. These rules are not to have any retrospective effect, with 
the exception of that in Clause V of rule Ist of which Officers 
belonging to the Madras Division of the Army of Avaand to 
Corps and Detachments serving in the Tenasserim Provinces, 
who have returned thence to the Presidency on medical certi- 
ficate since the commencement of the late War will be allowed 
the benefit. 

Ist Rule. Officers are entitled to Passages at the Public 
expense under the following circumstances. 


I. If proceeding to join a Military or Medical Staff situa- 
tion or returning therefrom in consequence of removal or the 
abolition of the situation. 


II. If attached to, and ordered with their Regiments, or 
with Detachments of ‘Troops. 


III. If proceeding to join their Regiments for the first 
time. 

IV. If ordered to proceed upon Court Martial, or upon 
any other public, duty, or if returning after the performance 
of such public duty. 

V. If proceeding on leave on account of ill health upon 
the recommendation of a Medical Board or Committee, or 
before the report of a Medical Officer when a Committee 
cannot be assembled, or if returning to their Station imme- 
diately after the expiration of such leave. 


Nore.—Each Officer entitled to and furnished with a pas- ) 
sage under the above provisions is likewise entitled to have 
his Servants, not exceeding the number prescribed in the an- 
nexed scale, conveyed with him at the public expense, sub- 
ject to the general rule respecting the stoppage of 2 annas and 
6 pice per diem on account of each servant contained in para.

RULES ON THE SUBJECT OF THE SUPPLY OF GREAT COATS. 


G. 0. G. No. 240, 22d November, 1853.—The following 
General Order by the Most Noble the Governor General of 
India in Council, is re-published for the information of the 
Army. 

GENERAL ORDER BY THE Most NoBLE THE OAENOR 
GENERAL OF INDIA IN COUNCIL. 


Fort William, 6th September, 1853. 


No. 705 of 1853.—The existing Orders on the subject of 
the supply of Great Coats to European Recruits, Volunteers, 
Invalids and others, are cancelled, and the following Rules 
substituted :— 


1. The blue grey cloth Great Coat, directed in Govern- 
ment General Order,* No. 14, of the 19th January 1842, will 
only be provided for the use of European Soldiers perform- 
ing duty with their Regiments, and these Great Coats are to 
be considered as attached to Corps for the full time they are 
required to last, in the same manner as other equipments sup- 
plied by Government, and they are on no occasion to be

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taken away by men who finally quit their Regiments; but 
men who are sent to any of the Convalescent Depots are to 
take their Regimental Great. Coats with them. 


2. On the arrival of a Regiment of Her Majesty's Infantry 
in this country, the Great Coats in use are to be forwarded 
to the Army Clothing Agency, in order to be replaced on the 
usual indents by Regimental Great Coats of the prescribed 
pattern. 

3. On the departure of a Regiment from India, the men 
will take with them the Great Coats they have in wear, all 
surplus Coats being forwarded to the Army Clothing Agent 
for re-issue. 

4. Great Coats of a distinct pattern will be provided for 
the use of Recruits, Invalids and others, and will be supplied 
under the following rules. 

5. On the arrival of each Detachment of Recruits from 
England, the whole of the Great Coats in use with it will be 
sent to the Army Clothing Agent, who will cause them to be 
examined, and all that are serviceable and repairable, are to 
be forthwith put without delay into proper order. 

6. All Great Coats received from Her Majesty’s Regi- 
ments arriving in India are likewise to be immediately ex- 
amined and put into proper order for issue to Detachments. 

7. When there may be no Army Clothing Agency at the 
port of landing, the duty of examining and repairing the 
Coats, as well as of receiving charge of surplus Coats, will 
devolve on the Commissariat or other Officer at the Station, 
who may be named for the purpose under the instructions of 
the Clothing Board. 

8. Such of the Great Coats brought out by each: Detach- 
ment as are calculated, after the necessary repairs, to last 
during the march or progress of the party to the Head Quar- 
ters of the Regiment, will be re-issued to it, in part of the 
indent which the Officer Commanding must furnish as early 
as practicable to the Clothing Agent or other local authority, 
and the number deficient is to be made up from the Detach- 
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ment Great Coats in store; these being issued at once, with. 
out waiting for the repairs being completed to the Great 
Coats sent in by the Detachment. 

9. The Great Coats on, being issued for. the first time, 
whether new or repaired, are to be numbered ; and the num- 
ber, year of issue, and the word ‘‘ Dett.” are to be marked 
in an indelible manner on each Coat. 

10. All great Coats are to be carefully examined by the 
Agent or other Officer before being despatched, and the ex- 
act condition of each is to be entered in a book to be kept 
for that purpose. 

11. A return of the Coats supplied taken from the Regis- 
ter book is to be furnished to the Officer Commanding the 
Detachment, who is to examine the Coats, and see that they 
correspond with the description in the return. 

12. The Officer Commanding each Detachment will be 
personally responsible for the Great Coats, and he will be re-. 
quired to account for all made over to him. 

13. He is further required to see that the Coats are only 
worn on authorized occasions, and that they are not made 
use of by the men as bedding, or worn as fatigue dresses. 

14. The Great Coats are to be taken care of by the Soldier 
in the same manner as his necessaries, and any loss or damage 
thereof, occasioned by his neglect, is to be made good by 
stoppages from his pay. 

15, On the arrival of the Recruits at the Head Quarters 
of the Regiment, the Great Coats are to be delivered over to 
the Quarter Master, to be placed into Regimental store, a 
receipt being given to the Officer Commanding the Detach- 
ment for the number so delivered over, which receipt is to be 
forwarded to the Secretary to the clothing Board on the 
Officer finally accounting for the Coats he has received. 

16. The Coats, at the time of their being made over tothe 
Quarter Master, are to be surveyed by a Committee, the 
report of which is to be forwarded to the Secretary to the 
Clothing Board, when instructions will be issued for making 
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the necessary repairs, for disposing of such as may be un- 
serviceable, and for recovering the price of any that may be 
damaged or missing. 

17. Foot Artillery, Sapper and Infantry Recruits, on 
delivering over the Detachment Great Coats, will be pro- 
vided with Regimental Coats, and Cavalry Recruits will, in 
like manner, be provided with the Cloaks supplied by the 
Colonels of Regiments. 

18. Every Soldier finally quitting his Corps, whether as 
an Invalid, time-expired man, or otherwise, proceeding to the 
Presidency or other port for embarkation, when entitled to a 
free passage, will be supplied with a Detachment Great Coat, 
his Regimental Coat being delivered into store for issue to 
Recruits. 

19. These men will be held responsible for their Great 
Coats, which they will take with them for use on boardships, 
and no Great Coat so issued is on any account to be replaced 
without payment, unless lost or destroyed by circumstances 
over which the man had no control. 

20. Men purchasing their discharge, and those finally dis- 
charged with the intention of remaining in India, are not to 
be supplied with Detachment Great Coats, but they are to 
deliver over to the Quarter Master the Regimental Great 
Coats they have in wear. 

21. Men transferred from one Corps to another, including 
Volunteers, are to make over their Regimental Great Coats, 
and will be supplied with Detachment Great Coats, which 
they will be held responsible for, and which they must deliver 
over to the Quarter Master on reaching their new Corps. 

2, This Rule, however, does not apply to Soldiers trans- 
ferred to Native Corps or to the Ordnance or other Depart- 
ments, men serving in those branches not being provided 
with Great Coats. 

23. Instructions will be issued by the Clothing Board 
regarding the disposal annually of all surplus Detachment 
Great Coats, and Commanding Officers of Corps will be held 
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responsible for the due care of the Great Coats deposited in 
Regimental store, and that such Coats as are to be sent to the 
Presidency or elsewhere are properly packed and despatched. 

24, Periodical returns showing how the Detachment Great 
Coats received have been disposed of, are to be forwarded to 
the Secretary under such instructions as may be issued by 
the Clothing Board. 

25. These Rules apply to the Foot Artillery, Dragoons, 
European Infantry of Her Majesty’s and the Company’s Ser- 
vices and the European portion of the Sappers and Miners.

The Governor General has the satisfaction of announcing 
to the Force in Pegu, that the Queen has been graciously 
pleased to grant a Medal to the Troops that served during 
the War against Burmah. 

The Governor General feels a sincere gratification in thus 
making known to the Troops the distinction by which the 
Sovereign has marked Her sense of their services, whose va- 


lue has been not less fully appreciated by the Government of 
India.

With reference to 
 G.0O.C.C. No. 63 of 10th October 1853, the Brigadier 
Commandant of Artillery directs that the pattern of the Hel- 
met forage Cap as shewn in the Drawings received from Army 
Head Quarters in plate No. 2 (with the front and rear peaks 
and sides more opén) be the established one for all ranks in 
the Regiment. The Helmet may be made of Pith or any 
other light and non-conducting material which may be found 
most easily procurable at the several Stations in the Army to 
be covered with white cover, wadded throughout with cotton, 
for Officers as shewn in Plate No. 1, and for all ranks as 
shewn in Plate No. 2. 

2. The Pack Cloth is to be folded 13 inches long by 11 
broad, and is to be worn wrapped round the Carpet and 
Cloak of the European Foot’ Artillery, when on Garrison 
duty, at Inspections in Heavy marching order, and on other 
occasions when the Commanding Officer may consider it ne- 
cessary to have these or other articles of Clothing carried in 
it, immediately at hand; under ordinary circumstances they 
will be carried in the Field Valise on the line of march, 

3. Drawings of the established Mess tins and cover, to be 
fixed by its strap to the top of the Pack when deemed requi- 
site by the Commanding Officer will be forwarded hereafter. 

4, The Knapsacks of the European Artillery for the Car- 
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riage of the Field Kit having been abolished and directed to 
serve as a Field Valise until worn out, is never to be wornin 
Heavy marching order. 

5. In the Golundauze Battalion, Carriage not being pro- 
vided by Government for the men’s Kit, and the arrange- 
ments for the introduction of the Pack Cloth and Valise &c. 
&c. having been directed to be brought into operation as 
they may be required, the men will wear their present Knap- 
sacks containing the portion of the Service Kit required to 
be carried, at Inspections in Heavy marching order, and at 
Inspections of necessaries, agreeably to Circular No. 5,4; of 

7th September 1853, until they have been supplied with the 
new Pattern Pack Cloth.

1. The law as affecting the absence of our Servants from 
India having been revised by a recent Act of the Legislature, 
we have had under our consideration the regulations for fur- 
loughs to Europe and for leave of absence at the Cape of 
Good Hope, New South Wales, and elsewhere out of India, 


2. Our Officers avail themselves of these regulations to a 
very large extent, as will appear from the following state- 
ment of absentees (excluding Regimental Colonels) prepared 
from the latest official army lists received by us dated in 


July 1853.

3. With the view of adapting the regulations to the pre- 
sent increased facilities of communication, and to correct as 
far as possible any tendency in them to deter Officers from 
resorting to the places which may be most conducive to the 
restoration of their health when a change of climate is requir- 
ed for that purpose, we have resolved to adopt the following 
rules,—to have effect from the date of their promulgation in 
General Orders, in substitution for the existing rules, viz: 


4. Furloughs or leaves of absence on sick certificate, to be 
granted for a term not exceeding eighteen months, whether 
they be to any place in Europe or elsewhere out of In- 
dia. The regimental allowances of his rank for a term not 
exceeding six months to be granted to the Officer receiving 
such leave from the date of his departure from his Presidency, 
regimental pay to be drawn during the period of his absence. 


5. Extended leave may be Pranted as at present on pro- 
duction of nedical certificates for further periods not exceed- 
ing eighteen months in the whole. During this further time 
regimental pay to be continued, but under no circumstances 
for a longer period then three years altogether, from the 
commencement of the absence. 


6. Furloughs on private affairs to be allowed for a period 
of two years at the expiration of ten years’ service, and for a 
second period of two years after twenty years’ service in In- 
dia. Officers who have taken the benefit of the regulation 
for the grant of furloughs on sick certifieate, to Europe or 
elsewhere beyond Sea, to be ineligible to a furlough on pti- 
vate affairs until they have served six years from the date of 
their last return to duty. 
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7. Pay of regimental rank to be drawn whilst on furlough, 
but not beyond the period of two years in each furlough. 


8. All grants of furlough on private affairs to be subject 
to the exigencies of the public service, and to the regulations 
framed for the preservation of the efficiency of each Regi- 
‘ment by limitjng the number of absentees. 


9. Officers holding staff appointments may have leave of 
absence on sick certificate or furlough, for a period not ex- 
ceeding six months without losing their appointment, and if 
on sick certificate receiving for that time half staff allowances, 
but on any absence beyond that period, the staff appoint- 
ment and allowances cannot be retained except on special 
grounds, to be sanctioned by the Government of the Presi- 
dency. Any such special grant of leave to be reported to us 
directly with the reasons for it, and to be subject to our ap- 
probation. 


10. Having made these arrangements for furloughs on pri- 
vate affairs and sick certificate, we think it right to modify 
the privileges conceded by the present regulations to absentees 
in India, at the Cape of Good Hope and elsewhere within 
Indian limits, of counting their time of absence on sick cer- 
tificate and on private affairs for their retiring pensions, 
whilst absentees on furlough or on sick certificate in Europe 
have hitherto had no such advantage. 


11. We have in consequence resolved that no furlough or 
leave of absence, as annoynced in General Orders, exceeding 
two years in twenty years of aggregate service, three years in

ing, and under Clause 2 of that Act (page 232) Private Josh. 
O’Neil would be entitled to reckon his former service, and 
would be allowed to resume the good conduct rewards in his 
possession, at the time of his discharge: under the same 
Warrant Clause 2, page 211, a free discharge may be granted 
as an indulgence upon certain conditions, but the Soldier 
cannot demand his discharge until the expiration of his en- 
gagement as a matter of right. 

This indulgence having been granted to Private ey Neil, 
he would, under Act 15 and 17 of the same Warrant, receive 
a free discharge in consideration of 12 years’ service com- 
bined with two distinguishing marks, and this would have 
been the course if the man had received his discharge on the 
British Establishment. 

The man would not have been subjected to any stoppage 
on account of Bounty paid to him on re-enlistment, there 
being no regulation of this Office imposing such a stoppage, 
but he would have been entitled under the regulations to 
marching money to carry him to the place of enlistment.

G. O. C. C. No. 28, 24th April 1854.—Instances having 
frequently occurred of late, of European Soldiers after ob- 
taining a free discharge from the Service, under the provisions 
of G. O. G. 28th September 1852, No. 196, with the declared 
object of returning to England or of proceeding to Australia, 
applying to be allowed to return to their Regiments after a 
prolonged stay at the Presidency: the Provincial Comman- 
der-in-Chief directs Officers Commanding ‘*uropean Corps 
to caution all Men so applying for their Discharge, that if 
granted, subsequent applications to return to duty will not, 
except under very special circumstances be complied with. 

2. In applying for free discharges as above, Commanding 
Officers will intimate to the Adjutant General of the Army, 
that the applicant has been made acquainted with this order.

OFFICERS COMMANDING CORPS &c., IN MOVEMENT, TO 
CONSULT WITH THE MEDICAL OFFICER REGARDING THE 
SITE FOR ENCAMPMENT. 

G. O. C. C. No. 30, 26th April 1854.—The Provincial 
Commander-in-Chief having had under consideration the case 
of a Corps, the Commanding Officer of which selected an 
Encamping site in opposition to medical advice—the appa- 
rent result of which was that the Corps was attacked by 
Cholera.—Major General Sewell, c. B., deems it necessary to 
establish as a rule, that Officers Commanding Corps and De- 
tachments in movement, are to consult with the Officer in 
medical charge regarding the healthiness of the site upon 
which they purpose encamping; and in such cases Officers 
are to be guided by Medical opinion, unless they shall see 
weighty reasons for setting it aside: which are at once to be 
reported to the immediate superior Military authority for the 
information of the Commander-in-Chief. 


A, O. 19th April 1854.—II. Attention is called to A. O. 
No. 814 dated 10th September 1844, directing all envelopes 
to Artillery Head Quarters to be closed with wafers wherever 
they may be procurable.—When wafers are not procurable, 
a small portion only of the end is to be closed with Gum; 
as ordered in tho Memo. dated 8th January 1850, at page 10 
of General Orders for 1850. Envelopes have frequently been 
received of late with the ends pasted down so closely as to 
render it difficult to open them without injuring the enclosures. 
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2. Attention is also required to be paid to the quality of 
the paper of which envelopes are made. Envelopes are fre- 
quently received at Artillery Head Quarters, torn and broken 
solely in consequence of the paper of which they are made 
being of a description unsuitable for transmission by post. 


A. O. No. 6, 29th April 1854.—II. With reference to 
G.O.G. No. 262 dated 13th December 1853, and No. 68 dated 
24th March 1854, directing the establishment of Regimental 
Saving’s Banks in each Brigade and Battalion, and publish- 
ing Subsidiary Rules, the following detail regulations are 
established. 


2. The List shewing the Balances of Men detached from 
the Head Quarters of Troops and Companies alluded to m 
the second clause of para 2 of G. O. G. No. 68 dated 24th 
March 1854, is to be prepared in the annexed Form No. I. 
It is to be observed, that this is not a transfer Statement, 
and that the account in such cases is not to be closed in the 
Troop or Company Saving’s Bank Ledger. 


3. On the last day of every quarter, (viz. the 3lst July, 
31st October, 31st January and 30th April) Officers Com- 
manding detachments of Troops and Companies will prepare 
an extract from their Saving’s Bank Ledger, of each man’s 
account shewing the Balance from the previous quarter, the 
deposits and withdrawals duting the quarter, with the interest 
thereon, and the Balance at the close of the quarter. This 
is to be forwarded within one week to the Head Quarters 
of the Troop or Company, from whence, after the Ledger of 
the Troop or Company shall have been compared with the 
Brigade or Battalion Ledger, in the manner directed in para 
17 of G. O. G. No. 262 of the 18th December 1853, it is to 
be returned to the Officer commanding the detachment, with 
the errors, if any, rectified, and a certificate of correctness 
endorsed upon it, and signed by the Officer Commanding the 
Troop or Company. 
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4. The instructions contained in G. O. G. No. 68 of the 
24th March 1854 are not ordinarily applicable when the com- 
munication between the Head Quarters and detachments of 
Troops and Companics is by sea; Detdchments shall in such 
cases, unless it be otherwise ordered, be considered in the light 
of Troops and Companies, their accounts kept distinct in the 
Brigade or Battalion Saving’s Bank Ledger, and all communi- 
cations connected therewith, made direct to and from the 
detachment and Head Quarters of the Corps; the accounts 
of men sent to join the Detachment, or returning therefrom, 
are to be regularly closed, and transferred in the manner di- 
rected in para 11 of G. O. G. No. 262, dated 13th December 
1853, for permanent removals from one Troop or Company 
to another. 


5. The details of each Corps at the Mount will be con- 
sidered in the light of distinct Companies in respect to the 
Saving’s Bank accounts, and the Officers in charge of them 
will transmit the monthly statements of deposits and with- 
drawals, direct to the Head Quarters of the Corps. When 
depositors quit their Troops or Companies beyond sea to 
return to the Mount, or proceed from outstations to the 
Mount to do duty for an uncertain period, or, on sick certi- 
ficate for a period exceeding 6 months, their accounts shall 
be closed in the Troop or Company Saving’s Bank Ledger, 
and transferred to the Officer having charge of the detail men 
of their Corps at the Mount; in like manner, on details 
joining or rejoining Troops or Companies, their accounts are 
to be closed in the Detail Saving’s Bank Ledger, and trans- 
ferred to the Officer Commanding the Troop or Company. 


6. The monthly statements of deposits and withdrawals 
of men of the Band Company are to be furnished to the 
orderly Room of the Battalion at Saint Thomas’ Mount to 
which the Band Company may be attached. The accounts 
of the whole of the men of the Band Company shall be recorded 
in the Regimental Saving’s Bank Ledger of that Battalion, 
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but separate from those of the men of the regular Companies 
of the Battalion. 

7. The quarterly verification of the accounts of detach. 
ments of Troops or Companies serving beyond sea, of the 
Band Company, and of details at the Mount, is to be made 
as directed in para 17 of G. O. G. 13th December 1853, No. 
262, for Troops and Companies. 

8. The transfer statements of the accounts of men removed 
from one Corps to another, are to be furnished to the Officer 
Commanding their new Corps by the Officer Commanding 
the Corps, from which they have been removed: the trans- 
fer statements prepared by the Officer Commanding the Troop, 
Company, Detachment or Details, to which the men belonged 
previously to removal, shall, in all cases, be sent direct to 
their new Troop or Company, not through the Head Quar- 
ters of Corps. 

9. The monthly consolidated statements of deposits and 
withdrawals required by para 20, G. O. G. 13th December 
1853 No. 262 to be transmitted to the paymasters in whose 
circle Troops, Companies, or Detachments may be located, 
must in all cases exhibit distinctly and separately the trans- 
actions of each detachment :—thus, in the Mysore Division, 
the deposits and withdrawals made in the abstract of the 
detachment at Mercara must be shewn separately from those 
made in the abstract of the other portion of the same Company 
at Bangalore; and those of the men composing the Band 
Company at the Mount, in like manner, separate from those 
of the other men of the Battalion at that Station to which the 
Band Company may be attached. 

10. The entries in the Regimental Saving’s Bank Ledger 
of each Brigade and Battalion, are, in conformity with para 
13th of G. O, G. No, 262 dated 13th December 1853, to be 
made as follows, so that the amount of each Troop, Company, 
or detachment be kept separate. 

Ist. Regimental Staffand unposted Supernumeraries, doing 
duty at the Head Quarters of the Corps. 
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2d. The A. Troop or Company, 

3rd. The B. Troop or Company, 

4th. The C. Troop or Company, 

5th. The D. Troop or Company, 

6th. Detachments of Troops or Companies serving beyond 
Sea—each separate, 

7th. The Band Company, 

8th Details and Supernumeraries doing duty at the Mount. 

11. A separate letter book and diary of letters received, 
will be kept at the Head Quarters of Corps for correspon- 
dence connected with the Regimental Saving’s Bank, which 
is to be kept separate from the other correspondence of Corps. 
This distinction is not necessary in Troops, Companies and 
Detachments. 

12. The quarterly Abstract of Balance of deposits and 
Interest, required by Para 28 of G. O. G. No. 262 dated 
18th December 1853 to be inserted at the end of each man’s 
Small Account Book, shall be entered in the annexed Form 
No. 2. Two leaves of this form are to be added at the end 
of the account book of every man whether or not a depositor, 
each page will contain the Abstract of the Saving’s Bank 
account for a period of 4 years.

No. 563 of 1854.—The Most Noble the Governor Gene- 
ral of India in Council is pleased, with the sanction of the 
Honorable the Court of Directors, to abolish the system of 
the Off-Reckoning Fund, and to direct that, from the Ist 
January next, the Clothing of the Army at the three Presi- 
dencies shall be provided at the cost of the State, and thata 
fixed sum, calculated on the average of the Off- Reckoning 
Shares for the last 21 years, of which the accounts have been 
made up, after deducting from the same the amount of inter- 
est on unadjusted balances, as included therein, shall be pay- 
able to Colonels of Regiments and others entitled to Off. 
Reckoning Shares, under existing Rules, quarterly in Eng- 
land, and monthly in India, under the head of * Colonel’s 
allowance.” 

The amount of this allowance will be notified hereafter in 
General Orders. 

2. The Clothing Boards and the Office of Secretary to the 
Clothing Boards at the three Presidencies will be abolished 
from the Ist June 1854, and the duties of the Board at each 
Presidency will be performed by a responsible Officer to be 
styled “ Superintendent of Army Clothing.” 

3. The staff salary of the Superintendent in Bengal, who 
will also be Auditor of Clothing Accounts, is fixed at Com- 
pany’s Rupees One Thousand: and Five Hundred (1, 500) 
per mensem. 

4. The amount of salary of the Superintendents at Madras 
and Bombay will be notified to the Governments of those 
Presidencies. 

5. The Clothing at the three Presidencies will continue 
to be made up under “ Army Clothing Agents.” 
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6. The staff Salary of Army Clothing Agents, who may 
hereafter be appointed, is fixed at Company's Rupees (750)

Council is republished for the information of the Army. 


GENERAL ORDER BY THE Most NoBLeE THE GOVERNOR 
GENERAL OF INDIA IN COUNCIL. 


Fort William, 9th June 1854. 
No. 616 of 1854.—The Most Noble the Governor General 


in Council is pleased to lay down the following rules in order 
to carry out the wishes of the Hon’ble the Court of Directors 
that the practice at the three Presidencies with regard to the 
grant and retention of the Honorary Rewards authorized by 
the Good Conduct Regulations, for European Soldiers in the 
Fast India Company’s Service, shall correspond exactly with 
the practice in Her Majesty’s Service. 


2. The Annuity is receivable in any position a Sergeant 
may obtain while serving in the Army, or after his discharge 
from the Army, with the sole exception of his being raised 
to the rank of a Commissioned Officer. 

3. A Warrant Officer is entitled to wear the Medal and 
to receive the Annuity which may have been granted to him 
as a Sergceant-. 

4, A Warrant Officer or a Non-Commissioned Officer or 
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Soldier on Staff employ, whether inany Department or Public 
Office, retains his Medal granted to him while serving with 
his Regiment, and becomes entitled to his gratuity on receiv- 
ing his final discharge. 


5. A man does not forfeit his Annuity, whether discharged 
or not and preserves his right to the Gratuity, whenever dis- 
charged, although he may have accepted or have been ap- 
pointed to Staff employ before the recommendation is ap- 
proved by Government, and before his discharge. 


6. The Medal ‘for long Service and Good Conduct,” 
with the Gratuity, and that ‘for Meritorious Conduct,” 
with an Annuity, cannot be held by the sameindividual. In 
cases, therefore, where the latter may have been awarded toa 
Non-Ccmmissioned Officer already in possession of the former, 
he will be required to relinquish that, which carries with it 
the smaller pecuniary reward and in no case can the Annuity 
and Gratuity be continued to the same individual. 


7%. The only forfeiture either of the Medal and Annuity, 
or of the Medal and Gratuity, is misconduct proved before 
a Court Martial, or conviction of felony by a Court Martial 
or a Court of Civil Judicature; but the Anuuity and the 
Gratuity-lapse by the man’s obtaining the higher reward of 
a Commission either unattached or on the Veteran Establish- 
ment.

A. O. No. 10, 9th June 1854.—1. It having been observed 
that permanent promotions and appointments, only, have

G. O. P. C. C. No. 48, 25th July, 1854.—The supply of 
Boxes and Bags to the European Troops in this Presidency 
having been authorized*, the Provincial 
Commander-in-Chief is pleased with the 
sanction of Government, to issue the following subsidiary 
rules on the subject.

1. The boxes are to be considered articles of Barrack fur- 
niture and the Bags as Ordnance Stores, either being indent- 
ed for in the manner prescribed for supplies of the above 
descriptions respectively: and all losses, or injuries done to 
them, recovered from Corps as established for other stores of 
these Departments, : 


2. The following are the established dimensions of these 
articles,

3. The Boxes and Bags will be numbered by the Ord- 
nance Department under instructions from the Military 
Board ; and the Board will also issue orders for the valuation, 
by Committees of such Boxes, the private property of the 
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Soldier, as may be in every respect suitable and fit to be 
transferred from one Corps to another. 

4, Each married woman is allowed a Box, both in quar- 
ters and on the march from Station to Station; and if there 
be a family of 3 Children,-a second Box. 

5. Every European Corps and Detachment in quarters, is 
at all times to have in store, Bags equal in number to its 
strength in Non-Commissioned Rank and File; and when 
ordered to march, the Bag with which each Soldier will be 
supplied is to hold his full Kit, (bedding excepted) including 
his Field valisse and pack cloth (or Knapsack with the frame 
taken out.) | 

6. When Troops are only temporarily removed from quar- 
ters, the question of issuing the Bags,—the preservation of 
their ‘‘reserve Kits, &c.” will be determined by local autho- 
rity at the time according to the nature and probable dura- 
tion of the service on which they are proceeding, the portion 
of the Kits to be carried with them, the probability of the 
Barracks being required for other Troops, and other contin- 
gencies and the arrangements decided on reported to the 
Adjutant General for the information of the Commander-in- 
Chief. 

7. A roll exhibiting the number of Box or Boxes or Bags 
in the possession of each man or his family is to be kept in 
every Troop or Company. 

8. Her Majesty’s Troops and all Invalids proceeding to 
England are allowed to retain their Bags for use during the 


passage.

No. 72) of 1854.—In order to remove the doubts which 
appear to exist, regarding the tenure of Brigade Commands, 
the Most Noble the Governor General in Council is pleased 
to promulgate the following rules, which have received the 
sanction of the Honorable the Court of Directors. 


2. The tenure of Brigade Commands is restricted to five 
years from the date on which each Officer enters upon the 
duties under the General Order appointing him to a perma- 
nent Brigadiership, whether he be or be not entitled to Off- 
reckonings. 

3. In case of a Brigadier being removed on public grounds, 
for the interest of the Service, (or on private application,) 
from one Station to another, he will, during the interval be- 
tween making over Command at the one and assuming Com- 
mand at the other, cease to draw Staff allowance, but this 
period will not be reckoned within the five years’ tenure. 

4. But no allowance will be made on account of absence 
on leave, whether under medical certificate, or on private 
affairs. 

5. Under the authority of the Honorable the Court of 
Directors, conveyed in their letter, No. 29 of the 5th April 
1837, published in Government General Order No. 154 of 
that year, whenever it shall appear that the continued ser- 
vices of any Brigadier are indispensable to the public inter- 
ests, the Government of India has the power to continue 
him in Command, until the decision of the Honorable Court 
shall be received.

Army. 

GENERAL ORDER BY THE Most NoBLeE THE GOVERNOR 

GENERAL OF INDIA IN COUNCIL. 

Fort William, 9th October, 1854. 

No. 995 of 1854.—With the concurrence of the Hon'ble 
the Court of Directors, the Most Noble the Governor Gene- 
ral of India in Council is pleased to lay down the following 
Rules regarding the Pay of European Non-Commissioned 
Officers attached to Native Corps, which are to be applicable 
to the three Presidencies, with effect from the Ist of Novem- 
ber 1854 :— 

1. Rate of Pay of European Non-Commissioned Officers 
attached to Native Regiments in all situations, whether 
within or beyond 200 miles from the Presidency :

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2. When a European Non-Commissioned Officer or Sol- 
dier is sclected by His Excellency the Commander-in-Chief 
for appointment as Quarter Master Serjeant or Serjeant 
Major in a Native Corps, he will at once be transferred to 
the “ Town Major's List” in the rank of Serjeant, and will 
receive pay as such from the date of his being struck off the 
strength of his original Regiment to the date of bis joining 
the Native Regiment, when he will be promoted to the grade 
of Quarter Master Serjeant or Serjeant Major, as the case 
may be, and come upon the higher rate of pay accordingly. 


3. A European Non-Commissioned Officer, transferred 
from one Native Regiment to another to fill a vacancy, will 
be entitled to the pay of the rank he held in his old Regi- 
ment while in progress to join. 


4. The pay of the grade of Serjeant Major and Quarter 
Master Serjeant will be passed as long as the incumbents re- 
tain those ranks in the Corps to which they hate been ap- 
pointed, whether they be present or absent on any authoriz- 
ed leave, but it is to be understood that, except under medi- 
cal certificate, leave is on no account to be granted when the 
indulgence may be productive of inconvenience to the Ser- 
vice or extra expense to the State. 


5. Under ordinary circumstances the places of European 
Non-Commissioned Officers of Native Corps, when absent 
on medical certificate, will not be filled up, and it is only 
when, from the position of the Regiment or other peculiar 
circumstances, the Commander-in-Chief may consider the 
temporary appointment of a Non-Commissioned Officer ne- 
cessary, that an acting appointment will be sanctioned. In 
such cases the acting Non-Commissioned Officer will be al- 
lowed the difference between the pay of his proper rank and 
that of the grade in which he is acting. f 


6, A Non-Commissioned Officer of a Native Regiment, 
remanded by order of the Commander-in-Chief to a Euro- 
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pean Corps, is to be considered as removed from the rank he 
held in the Native Corps, and will be entitled only to the 
pay of the rank he held previous to his transfer to the Town 
Major's List from the date he is struck off the Rolls of the 
Native Corps. 


7. A Non-Commissioned Officer of a Native Corps, ap- 
pointed to act in the Warrant grade or in any Department 
or Office, will, from the day on which he ceases to perform 
the duties of a Non-Commissioned Officer with his Regi- 
ment, be entitled only to the pay of the rank he holds on 
the Town Major’s List, in addition to the Staff salary of the 


situation he acts in. 


8. A Non-Commissioned Officer, acting as Riding Master, 
in case of a permanent vacancy, will be entitled to the full 
allowances of the better situation, but if he acts in the room 
of a Riding Master on leave, he will be allowed only the pay 
_of his Regimental rank, with Horse allowance and the por- 
tion of the Staff salary forfeited by the permanent incum- 
bent. 

9. Vacancies, caused by the transfer of Serjeant Majors 
or Quarter Master Serjeants to the Invalid Establishment, 
or by their being invalided to Europe, are to be filled up 
under the Rules applicable to Non-Commissioned Officers 
of European Regiments.

G. O. C. C. No. 82, 2d November 1854.—<A reference having 
been made to Army Head Quarters in regard to the practice 
that should obtain in reckoning the period of probation re- 
quisite to entitle a Man to the restoration of Good Conduct 
pay and badges, once forfeited ; His Excellency the Command- 
der-in-Chicf desires it to be notified in General Orders, that, 
in accordance with the system obtaining in Her Majesty’s 
Service, the probationary periods specified in paras 22 and 
23 of G. O. G. 9th June 1848, are in all cases to be calcu- 
lated from the expiration of the punishment that may have 
been awarded the offender; whether by sentence of Court 
Martial or otherwise; and not from the date of committal of 
the offence. 

His Exccllency further deems it necessary to notify for the 
information and guidance of European Corps, that when a 
Soldier having been in possession of two or more distinguishing 
marks commits a second offence within the year, the year’s 
probation towards the restoration of the first forfeiture must 
begin again to reckon from date of his return to duty after 
committing the last offence.

GENERAL ORDER BY THE Most Nosie THE GovERNOR 
GENERAL OF InpIA IN CouNcIL. 

Fort William, 13ih October 1854. 

No. 1017 of 1854.—The Most Noble the Governor Gene- 

tal of India in Council is pleased to lay down the following 
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rules regarding the pay and passage from India of European 
Soldiers of her Majesty’s and the Honorable Company's Ser- 
vices enlisted in Europe, who may obtain a free discharge. 


1. Soldiers who obtain a free discharge will be entitled to 
their pay and rations to the date on which they may embark, 
provided they do so within two months of their arrival at the 
port of embarkation, after which all claim to pay or subsistence 
of any kind will cease. 


2. In order to prevent as far as practicable the detcntion at 
the Presidency of Soldiers desirous of embarking for Eng- 
land or the Colonies, it will be ascertained, under the Orders 
of His Excellency the Commander-in-Chief, periodically 
from the Marine department, through the Quarter Master 
General of the Army, when ships are most likely to sail from 
the different ports, in order that the Soldiers may be warned, 
and thus deterred from taking their discharge and proceeding 
to the Presidency at a time when there may be no probability 
of procuring a passage. 

3. All men who may have been two months at the Presi- 
dency will, on the expiration of that period, be furnished by 
the Town Major or the Brigade Major, Queen's Troops, as 
the case may be, with the confirmed parchment certificates of 
discharge, and they are not, under any circumstances, to be 
included in the arrangements for embarking men of Her 
Majesty’s Service for the Australian Colonies under Military 
Control, who may have mcre recently arrived at the port of 
embarkation. 

4. Men obtaining free discharge can claim a free passage 
to England only; but in cases when His Excellency the 
Commander-in-Chief may reccommend the indulgence, a free 
passage to any of the Colonies will, as at present, be allowed 
to them, provided the cost does not exceed that of passage to 
England. i 

5. On the arrival of the men at the Presidency, the Town 
Major or Brigade Major Queen’s Troops as the case may be, 
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will apply at once to the Superintendent of the Marine 
through the department of the Quarter Master General of 
the Army for passage to the place to which the men are 
allowed to proceed. The Superintendent of Marine will 
provide passage if practicable or intimate his inability to do 
so, and in the latter case the men will have to make their own 
arrangements for passage, and will be allowed towards the 
cost of it such sum as the Superintendent of Marine may 
certify to be the average cost of a passage to England at the 
time if one be procurable, or the average cost during the pre- 
ceding season. 

6. This allowance will be payable to the agent of the ship 
on a certificate that the men have embarked. 

7. A free passage or an allowance as above explained will 
be granted for Soldiers’ wives and legitimate children, inclu- 
ding in the latter term their unmarried daughters of whatever 
age, their sons under the age of fourteen years and such of 
their sons above that age as may be crippled or ill. 

8. Soldiers who have embarked and who return in conse- 
quence of the ship putting back from sea will be allowed 
pay and rations only for any portion of the two months sub- 
sequent to arrival at the Presidency, which may have remain- 
ed unexpired on the date of theirembarkation. Should they 
have received pay for the full two months, they will have no 
claim on the State after their retutn. 

9. Should the number of discharged Soldiers of Her Ma- 
jesty’s Service wishing to proceed to Australia amount to 
thirty or upwards, but in no other case, (and provided these 
men embark within the period of two months, with reference 
to paras. 2 and 3, of this order,) they will be allowed, when 
such an arrangement may be practicable, to proceed to their 
destination under charge of an Officer, ordinarily of the 
Company’s Service, who may be proceeding to those Colo- 
nies. 

10. Soldiers of Her Majesty’s Service embarking for the 
Australian Colonies under the charge of an Officer, will not 
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be provided with their discharge certificates prior to embark- 
ation, but these certificates will be made up to the last day 
of the month, two months in advance of that on which the 
party embarks and will be given to the Officer in charge for 
delivery to the men with the balance of their pay on arrival 
at their destination. 

The above rules are to be considered applicable to the 
three Presidencies. 


OFFICERS OF ARTILLERY ON PROMOTION TO CAPTAIN TO 
VACATE MILITARY APPOINTMENTS IN CONTINGENTS OR 


IRREGULAR FORCES.

General Order by the Most Noble the Governor General of 
India in Council, is republished for the information of the

GENERAL ORDER BY THE Most NoBLE THE GOVERNOR 
GENERAL OF INDIA IN CoUNCIL. 
Fort William, 25th October, 1854. 


No. 1053 of 1854.—It having been directed in Govern- 
ment General Order, No. 337 dated 19th of April 1853, that 
Officers of Artillery attached to the Artillery branch of Con- 
tingents and of Irregular Forces, shall vacate such appoint- 
ments on attainining the rank of Captain regimentally, the 
Most Noble the Governor General in Council is pleased fur- 
ther to direct, that, on promotion to Captain, Officers of Ar- 
tillery shall vacate all Military appointments in Contingents 
or Irregular Forces. 

This order is to have effect prospectively only, and is ap- 
plicable to the three Presidencies. 


INDIAN POSTAGE NOT TO BE LEVIED ON ENGLISH SOLDER’S 
LETTERS IN ADDITION TO BRITISH POSTAGE. 


G. O. C. C. No. 83, 9th November 1854.—The Commander 
in-Chief directs the publication to the Army, of the follow- 
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ing Extracts of a letter from the Director General of the Post 
Office in India, No. 727, dated the 20th October 1854, to the 
Post Master General Madras. 


“‘ [have the honor to inform you that the Most Noble 
the Governor General has been pleased to order that Indian 
postage shall not be levied on English Soldiers’ letters in ad- 
dition to the British postage of‘one penny or nine pie, which 
if prepaid will convey them from England to India or from 
India to England.” 


‘* You are therefore requested to order the refund of any 
Indian postage, which since tke Ist of October may have been 
levied from European Soldiers on account of letters received 
from or despatched to England, or the Colonies. In future 
a Soldier’s letter for despatch by Her Majesty’s Mails to 
England or the Colonies, will, if prepaid and not weighing 
more than half an ounce, be liable to a charge of nine pie only. 
This charge will convey the letter to its destination, Soldiers’ 
letters from Great Britain or the Colonies, if prepaid at the 
place of despatch will not be subject to postage for their 
conveyance from the post of receipt in India, and will be de- 
livered free of all further charge at the Station at which 
the Soldier addressed may be stationed.” 


‘* The above orders will not apply to Soldiers’ letters 
originally posted in India and addressed to another Station in 
India, such letters will be subject to the Indian Postal 
Rules.” 


CORRESPONDENCE ON THE SUBJECT OF FAMILY REMIT- 
TANCES MADE BY NON-COMMISSIONED OFFICERS AND 
SOLDIERS. 


G. O. C. C. No. 86, 17th November, 1854.—The Command- 
er-inChief is pleased to notify to the Army that it has been 
decided, that when one Public Officer has occasion to corres- 
pond with another Public Officer on the subject of Family 
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remittances made by Non-Commissioned Officers and Soldiers 
(European and Native) to their relatives and friends, such 
correspondence may properly be sent under signature without 
the actual payment of postage as on the Public Service only 
—but when Soldiers themselves correspond on such subjects 
with their I‘amilies, their letters should be prepaid by Stamps 
or sent bearing. 

Commissioned and Warrant Officers are not allowed the 
privilege of sending correspondence relative to Bills, remit- 
tances and money matters generally, on the Public Service. 


THE HELMET FORAGE CAP TO BE WORN ON PARADE WHEN- 
EVER WHITE CAP OR TURBAND COVERS ARE WORN BY 
THE MEN. 

G. O. C. C. No. 88, 18th November 1854.—With refer- 
ence to G. O. C. C. 10th October 1853, No. 63, para 12, the 
Commander-in-Chief is pleased to sanction the Helmet Fo- 
rage Cap being worn on parade whenever White Cap (or tur- 
band) covers are worn by the men.

“5. The undermentioned Officers have been permitted 
** to retire from the Service, from the dates specified, viz.” 


“‘ Brevet Major John Patrickson, from the 22d August 
1854.” 
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Major J. Patrickson was a Cadet of 1827, and arrived in 
India 5th January 1829; date of Commission as 2d Lieute- 
nant 12th June 1828; as Ist Lieutenant 28th May 1834; as 
Captain in the Army 12th June 1843; as Captain in the Re- 
giment 23d November 1848; and as Major in the Army 20th 
June 1854. 

Did duty with the 3d Battalion Artillery from 17th Jan_ 
uary to 12th September 1829, the date of his being posted 
to the Battalion. Removed to the Ist Battalion Artillery 28th 
December 1829, to the lst Horse Brigade 9th March 1830, 
and to the Horse Brigade 2d February 1831.—Acting Adju- 
tant of the F. Troop from 8th March to—May 1837.— 
Absent on private affairs to the Presidency from 6th April to 
15th June 1831 and on sick certificate to Europe from 16th 
_ June 1831 to 17thSeptember 1834.—Removed to the 3d Bat- 
talion Artillery 5th September 1839.—Absent on sick certifi- 
cate, to the Eastern Coast from 1st April 1838 to 23d Febru- 
ary 1839, to the Presidency from 14th March to 5th May 
1839, and to Europe from 6th May 1839 to 4th February 
1843: in the mean time he had been removed to the Ist Batta- 
lionon the 23d June 1841, and to the Golundauze Battalion 
6th July 1842.—Removed to the 2d Battalion 15th February 
1843, to the Golundauze Battalion 3d April 1844, and to 
the Ist Battalion Artillery 9th May 1848.—Commanded Ar- 
tillery in Fort St. George and Inspector of Ordnance on the 
works of the Garrison from 24th April 1849 to 11th March

RULES FOR REGULATING FURLOUGHS AND LEAVE OF AB- 
SENCE. 


G. O. G. No. 288, 5th December, 1854.—The following 
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General Order by the Most Noble the Goveraor General of 
India in Council, is republished for the information of the 
Army. 

GENERAL ORDER BY THE Most NoBLE THE GOVERNOR 

GENERAL oF InpiA 1n Councit. 

Fort William, 17th November, 1854. 

No. 1150 of 1854.—The Hon'ble the Court cf Directors 

having transmitted to the Government of India further ex- 
planatory instructions regarding the Furlough Regulations 
published in Government General Order,* No. 110, of the 
Ist of February 1854, the Most Noble the Governor Gene- 
ral in Council is pleased to cancel that General Order, and 
to promulgate in a connected form the Rules which have 
been laid down by the Hon'ble Court for regulating Fur- 
Joughs and Leaves of Absence. 
- With the view of adapting the Regulations to the present 
increased facilities of communication, and to correct, as far 
as. possible, any tendency in them, to deter Officers from re- 
sorting to the places which may be most conducive to the 
restoration of their health, when a change of climate is required 
for that purpose, the following rules are established, and are 
to have effect from the Ist February 1854. 

1. All Regimental Officers in the Service on the Ist Feb- 
ruary 1854, who prefer retaining what may be considered the 
advantages of the old Regulations, may do so, provided they 
signify their wish to that effect when they next apply for 
Furlough or leave of absence, without any limitation whether 
such leave be in India or elsewhere; and Officers who once 
make their election will not be entitled to any other choice. 
but will be afterwards subject to the new or old Regulations 
according to their decisions. 

2. Staff Officers, as such, have not the above option 
allowed them, but they may retain the advantages of the old 
regulations by giving up their appointments, which, in such

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cases, will be considered vacated from the date of embarka- 
. tion, 

3. To those Officers who adopt them, the new Regula- 
tions will apply retrospectively in respect of Furlough and 
leave of absence beyond sea, and in computing their time of 
service for retirement, so that their Furloughs or leaves of 
absence, whether under the old or the new Rules, and whether 
on private affairs or sick certificate within or beyond India, 
will count for service to the authorized extent only, in com- 
puting the time for retirement on full pay. 

4, Officers who have availed themselves of the option of 
the old rules, are allowed to re-consider the question under 
the modifications now sanctioned. 

5. Officers who have not taken leave subsequent to the 
publication of the new Rules on the Ist February 1854, and 
who consequently may not have been called upon to declare 
whether they would abide by the old or the new regulations, 
will, on retirement from the Service, be entitled to take full 
advantage of the privileges given by the new regulations. 

Furloughs on Private Affairs. 

6. Every Officer will be allowed a Furlough to Europe, 
or elsewhere, beyond sea, for a period of two years at the 
expiration of ten years’ service, and for a second period of 
two ycars after twenty years’ service in India. 

7. The second Furlough of two years will only be grant- 
ed after ten years’ service in India from the date of the re- 
turn to duty after the first Furlough of two years. These 
Furloughs are not to be cumulative, under any circumstan- 
ces, but are limited to two years. Officers who have taken 
leave of absence on sick certificate to Europe or elsewhere 
beyond sea, will be ineligible to a Furlough on private af- 
fairs until they have served six years from their last return 
to duty. This Rule does not apply to short leaves to sea. 

8. All grants of Furlough on private affairs are subject 
to the exigencies of the Public Service, and to the Regula- 
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tions framed for the preservation of the efficiency of each 
Regiment by limiting the number of absentees. 

9, Officers holding Staff or other detached appointments 
may be allowed Furlough for a period of six months without 
losing their appointments; but during that period, they will 
not be entitled to any portion of their Staff Salary, which 
will be drawn in full by the Officers officiating for them. 

10. <All Officers, whether Staff or Regimental, while on 
Furlough on private affairs, will be entitled to ‘ Furlough 
pay” only. 

Leave of Absence on Sick Certificate. 

11. Leave of Absence on sick certificate will be granted 
for a term not exceeding eighteen months, whether it be to 
any place in Europe or elsewhere out of India. 

12. Extensions of such leave may be granted, as at present, 
on production of Medical certificates, for further periods not 
exceeding eighteen months in the whole. 

13. An Officer holding a Staff or other detached appoint- 
ment will be allowed to be absent on sick certificate in Eng- 
land or elsewhere, beyond sea, for a period of fifteen months, 
without losing his appointment; and, during the first six 
months only of such absence, he will be entitled to draw half 
the Staff Salary of his appointment, the Officer officiating 
for him drawing the remaining half salary during the firs 
six months, and the whole salary during the remainder of 
the time. 

14. An Officer’s claim to half Staff Salary for six months, 
as sanctioned in the preceding Rule, will not be affected by 
his subsequently retiring from the Service in Europe or 
elsewhere. 

15. No portion of Command Allowance, Medical Staff Sa- 
lary or other similar allowance, which under the old Rules, 
was inadmissible to Officers absent from their Corps or Sta- 
tions at the Cape or elsewhere, will be allcwed to absent Offi- 


cers under these Regulations.

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16. All Officers whether Staff or Regimental, while on 


leave of absence on sick certificate, will be entitled for a pe- 
riod of six months to the same rate of Indian Pay and Allow- 
ances as was allowed under the old Regulations to Officers 
proceeding to the Cape on Medical certificate, and for the 
remaining period of their leave they will receive Furlough 
pay only. 

17. If the leave on sick certificate be extended, Furlough 
pay will be continued, but under no circumstances for a longer 
period than three years altogether from the commencement 
of the absence. 


Staff Officers. 


18. The term Staff Officer applies to all Officers holding 
Staff or detached appointments, Military, (General or Re- 
gimental,) Political or Civil; also to General Officers com- 
manding Divisions, Members of the Medical Board, Super- 
intending Surgeons, and others who, under the old Rules, 
were entitied to draw half Staff allowance when absent at 
the Cape. 

19. Staff Officers, absent on leave beyond the periods 
stated in Rules 9 and 13 respectively, cannot retain their 
appointments and allowances except on special grounds, to 
be sanctioned by the Government of the Presidency. Any 
such special grant of leave is to be reported at once to the 
Hon'ble the Court of Directors, with the reasons for it, and 
to be subject to their approbation. 

20. The privilege of retaining Staff appointments during 
leave of absence on sick certificate, or on Furlough on pri- 
vate affairs, will not be available a second time, if the fresh 
leave is on sick certificate, until an Officer has been three 
years, or if on private affairs, until he has been six years in 
the discharge of the duties of his appointment, from the date 
of last return to it. 

21. This Rule, however, does not apply to leaves of ab- 
sence, whether on sick certificate or on private affairs in India, 
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or for brief periods to Ceylon, the Mauritius, or other places 
out of India. 

22, Officers commanding Troops of Horse Artillery and 
Light Field Batteries, and Officers generally in employment, 
will be allowed leave out of India under the same Rules with 
respect to allowances and tenure of Command or Office as re- 
gulated the grant of leave to the Cape to such Officers under 
the old Regulations, except as to the duration of those ad- 
vantages, the time for their continuance being subject to the 
provisions of the new regulations. 


Date of Furlough and advances of Pay. 


23. The period of Furlough on private affairs, or leave of 
absence on sick certificate, is to be calculated from the date 
of the departure from India of the ship in which the Officer 
proceeds. 

24, Advances of Pay and Allowances, Staff or Regimental, 
to Officers proceeding on leave of absence on sick certificate, 
who may be entitled to them, will be made in India for three 
months from date of embarkation. Payments in continuation 
will be made in England at the rates of exchange fixed annu- 
ally for re-payment of advances made on account of Her Ma- 
jesty’s Government. Furlough pay will continue to be issued 
in advance for six months when required by Officers obtain- 
ing Furlough on private affairs. 

25. The existing Regulations regarding Passage Money 
to Officers are not affected by these Rules. 

26. The certificates issued to Officers who are granted 
Furloughs on private affairs or leave of absence on sick cer- 
tificate, are to specify the time each Officer has been absent 
on leave within Indian limits, as well as the time of his pre- 
vious absence in Europe; but will not include the periods 
allowed for proceeding to the Presidency or port of embark- 
ation, and to enable Officers to rejoin their Regiments or 
Stations, after their return to India, nor the leave of one 
month’s absence in six months as authorized by the Regu- 
lations. The last pay certificate of all Officers proceeding 
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to England on sick certificate is to specify the rate of Regi- 
mental pay and allowances and Staff salary to which they 
would have been entitled under the old Regulations if pro- 
ceeding to sea on Medical Certificate. This information 
is necessary in order that no difficulty may arise in the Pay 
Department of the India House in adjusting the several pay- 
ments which may be due. 


Officers of H. M.’s Service. 

27. Officers of Her Majesty's Service in India, whether 
employed Regimentally or in Staff or detached situations, 
are entitled to the advantages above laid down in respect to 
allowances and tenure of office when on Furlough or leave 
of absence. | 

28. In the case of Officers of Her Majesty’s Service on Fur- 
lough or Sick Certificate in england or elsewhere, who may 
retire or exchange into Regiments not on the Indian estab- 
lishment the grant to these Officers of Indian allowances will 
cease from the date of their retirement or exchange, if it take 
place before the expiration of six months from the date of 
quitting India. 


Periods of absence allowed to be counted as Service for Re- 
tiring Pensions. 

29. In order that all Officers quitting India on Furlough, 
or Sick Certificate, may be placed on an exact equality as 
regards loss of time, the period allowed by Regulation for 
proceeding to the Presidency or to the nearest port of em- 
barkation, as well as the time to enable Officers to rejoin 
their corps or station after their return to India, will be 
considered as time counting for service for the Retiring Pen- 
sion. 

30. No Furlough or leave of absence, as announced in Ge- 
neral Orders, exceeding two years in twenty years’ aggregate 
service, three years in twenty-five years’ service, and four 
years in thirty-years’ service, shall be allowed to count as 
service for the Retiring Pension; and no difference will be 
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made in this respect between leave of absence taken in Eu- 
rope or elsewhere, in or out of India, or whether the leave 
be on sick certificate or on private affairs. 


31. In the term ‘‘ Leave of Absence as announced in Ge- 
neral Orders” is to be included all leave of absence except 
the period allowed in Rule 29, and the ordinary indulgence 
of‘one month’s leave in six months, as authorized by the ex- 
isting Regulations, and which are im all cases, whether of 
Regimental or Staff Officers, to be allowed to count as ser- 
vice for the pension. All leave to a greater extent, granted 
by Political and other authorities, which may not hitherto 
have been published in General Orders, must be so announ- 
ced hereafter. | 

32. Officers to be entitled to retire on the full pay of 
their Regimental rank (under the Regulation of 1796.) must 
have served twenty-two years in India, out of which leaves 
of absence for two years in the aggregate, and not more, will 
be allowed to count as service for the Retiring Pension 

33. Officers to be entitled to retire on the full pay of 
Captains and Majors (under the Regulations of 1835-7,) must 
have served twenty and twenty-four years respectively, out 
of which time leaves of absence for two years in the agere- 
gate, and not more, will be allowed to count as service. 


34, Officers to be entitled to retire as Lieutenant-Colonels- 
must have served twenty-eight years, out of which leaves of 
absence for three years in the aggregate, and not more, will 
be allowed to count as service. 

35. Officers to be entitled to retire as Colonels, must have 
served thirty-two years, out of which leaves of absence for 
four years in the aggregate, and not more, will be allowed 
to count as service. 

36. The scale for Medical Officers and Veterinary Sur- 
geons, of privileged Furlough and leave of absence, as count- 
ting for the Retiring Pension, will be as follows :—

37. Itis to be distinctly understood, that under no cir- 
cumstances whatever will an Officer be permitted to retire on 
full pay, until he has completed the full time of service above 
specified, whether he bein England at the close of his ser- 
vice or elsewhere. 


38. The privileged time of absence may, with the per- 
mission of the local Government, be taken at any time sub- 
ject to these Regulations. If therefore, at the end of twenty 
years’ service, of which eighteen had been passed on actual 
duty in India, an Officer should be on Furlough, or Sick 
Certificate in Europe, or elsewhere, he will be entitled to re- 
tire on the full pay of a Captain without returning to India, 
and so in the other terms of service for the higher pensions. 
In like manner a Medical Officer on Furlough, or Sick Cer- 
tificate in Europe, or elsewhere, at the end of seventeen 
years’ service, fifteen years and four months of which had 
been passed on actual duty in India, will be entitled to re- 
tire on the lowest rate of pension, without returning to India, 
and so in the other terms of service for the higher pension. 

39. These Rules do not in any way affect the existing 
Regulations regarding the grant of leave in India, or for short 
periods to sea, whether on private affairs or on sick certificate, 
except as to the periods of such absence being taken into 
calculation in the time allowed to count as service for retire- 
ment on full pay.
